Dr.    Morris  also  stated  the  desire  of  the  committee  to  arrange  a  joint  meeting  with 
the  special  sub-committee  of  the  Board  -  Mrs.    Masters,    Mr.    Cornwell  and 
Dr.    Knoblauch,    to  develop  the  procedural  steps  for  receiving  nominations. 

August  Meeting  of  the  Board 

Dr.    Matsler  recommended  that  the  Board  meet  in  Chicago  on  August  11,   and  that 
a  notice  of  the  location  of  the  meeting  will  be  sent  out  to  all  members. 

Student  Participation  in  Election  Campaigns  -  Illinois  State  University 

Mr.    Cornwell  noted  that  Board  members  had  received  a  letter  from  Dr.    Millar 
prior  to  the  meeting,    and  he  asked  President  Braden  whether  he  would  care  to 
comment  relative  to  the  proposed  political  activity  program  at  Illinois  State  Univer- 
sity.    Dr.    Braden  explained  briefly  that  the  proposed  course  is  in  response  to  student 
interest  in  applied  politics,   that  it  will  be  an  independent  study  course  similar  to 
others  the  University  offers  and  will  have  required  study,    reading  and  reports.      The 
course  will  be  supervised  by  five  professors  of  Political  Science,    and  those  students 
who  elect  to  take  the  course  will  not  be  excused  from  participation  in  regularly 
scheduled  classes. 

The  Board  requested  Dr.    Greenberg  to  submit  a  report  at  the  end  of  the  first  nine 
weeks  as  to  how  the  program  is  working.      Dr.    Greenberg  agreed  to  furnish  the 
Board  with  such  a  report. 

Board  of  Higher  Education  Actions 

Mr.    Cornwell  reported  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  BHE  a  presentation  was  made 
of  the  fiscal  allocation  procedures  which  had  been  referred  to  each  of  the  governing 
systems.     He  advised  that  the  staff  of  the  Regents  is  considering  the  implications 
of  the  proposed  procedures  and  will  submit  recommendations  to  Dr.    Millar  and  to 
Mr.    Cornwell  so  that  they  may  be  sent  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 

The  Regents  are  also  mandated  to  report  to  the  BHE  concerning  a  student  participa- 
tion program  in  the  governance  and  operation  of  the  Regency  Universities.      The 
Central  Staff  will  make  recommendations  to  be  transmitted  by  the  Board  to  the  BHE. 


Meeting  of  the  Merit  Board 

Mr.    Cornwell  reported  briefly  on  a  resolution  prepared  by  the  Joint  Benefits 
Study  Committee  and  transmitted  to  each  of  the  higher  education  systems.     This 
will  be  evaluated  by  Central  Office  staff  who  will  report  back  to  the  Board  at  a 
later  meeting. 

BASIC  POLICY  AND  LONG  RANGE  PLANNING  ITEMS 

Report  on  Academic  and  Athletic  Association  of  Midwest  Universities 

President  Smith  reported  that  "within  the  Association  comprised  of  five  universities  - 
Ball  State  University,   Indiana  State  University,    Southern  Illinois  University,   Illinois 
State  University  and  Northern  Illinois  University  -  there  are  presently  two  conferences: 
an  athletic  conference  and  an  academic  conference.     He  said  he  would  report  on  the 
athletic  conference  while  the  academic  conference  would  be  reported  by  President 
Braden  and  Dean  Bond  of  ISU. 

The  athletic  conference  is  in  the  process  of  engaging  an  Athletic  Commissioner  and 
he  has  chosen  to  set  up  headquarters  in  Indianapolis,    Indiana.     He  will  be  a  full-time 
employee  of  the  conference,   and  the  Association  is  in  the  process  of  securing  status 
as  a  not-for-profit  corporation  in  the  State  of  Illinois.     The  conference  will  have  its 
own  officers  and  athletic  policies  will  be  made  by  faculty  members. 

President  Braden  reported  that  from  the  inception  of  the  conference  it  had  been  the 
intention  to  consider  the  academic  aspects  of  cooperation  as  well  as  the  athletic 
and  preliminary  talks  had  emphasized  the  possibilities  of  such  cooperation.     He 
asked  Dean  Bond  to  report  on  discussions  held  by  the  vice  presidents  of  the  five 
institutions. 

Dean  Bond  said  that  the  academic  conference  is  patterned  after  the  Committee  on 
Institutional  Cooperation  of  the  Big  Ten  Conference.     A  joint  meeting  was  held  in 
Normal  last  December  of  Presidents,   Academic  Vice  Presidents,   and  Deans  of 
various  colleges  of  the  universities  to  plan  for  the  possible  areas  of  cooperation. 
Areas  discussed  included  international  education,    an  environmental  research  labor- 
atory,  faculty  exchange,   traveling  scholars,    student  exchange,   greater  mobility  for 
graduate  students,   five-way  research  projects,    a  possible  urban  center,   instructional 
media,    salaries,   placement  service,   block  booking  of  auditorium  talent  and  entertain- 
ment series. 

Dean  Bond  said  that  it  had  become  apparent  that  to  be  most  effective  there  should 
be  an  executive  director  of  the  Academic  Conference  to  maintain  contact  and  be 
charged  with  specific  program  development,   and  that  a  recommendation  would  be 
made  to  the  Presidents  of  the  Conference  at  their  meeting  in  August. 

It  was  suggested  that  through  the  budgeting  process  the  Board  of  Regents  could 
exercise  adequate  control,  leaving  the  board  of  governors  of  the  Association  to 
manage  the  affairs.       In  addition,    Dr.    Matsler  was  directed  to  work  with  Presidents 


Braden  and  Smith  and  develop  a  definitive  outline  of  the  relationship  and  responsi- 
bilities of  the  Regents  to  the  Association  and  present  this  to  the  Regents  for  consid- 
eration at  a  later  meeting.     In  the  meantime  the  Regents  will  have  an  opportunity 
to  study  the  constitutions  and  bylaws  of  the  conferences.      When  the  documents  have 
been  formally  adopted  by  the  board  of  governors  of  the  Association,    they  will  be 
reported  back  to  the  Board  of  Regents.     It  is  anticipated  that  they  will  be  substantially 
the  same  as  distributed. 

Master  Plan,    Phase  I,    Permanent  Facilities   -  Sangamon  State  University 

Mr.    Rehkoff  of  Becker  and  Becker  Consultants,    Inc.  ,    and  Mr.    Joseph  Murphy  of 
the  Murphy  and  Mackey  firm,    reviewed  the  schematic  drawings  which  had  been  dis- 
tributed to  the  members  of  the  Board  for  Phase  I  of  the  permanent  facilities  for 
Sangamon  State  University. 

The  Board  recessed  at  12:00  Noon  for  luncheon  and  Executive  Session. 

The  Board  reconvened  in  public  meeting  at  4:20  P.  M.  ,    at  which  time  President 
Spencer  was  excused  from  the  meeting. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  Board  accept  the  Master  Plan  Phase  I  for  the  permanent 
facilities  of  Sangamon  State  University  and  authorize  the  architects  to  proceed  with 
preliminary  drawings.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Varese,    roll  was  called,    and 
the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

PRESENTATIONS  BY  ARCHITECTS 

General  Purpose  Classroom  Building  -  Northern  Illinois  University 

A  representative  of  the  firm  of  Graham,    Anderson,    Probst  &  White,    Architects- 
Engineers,    reported  that  no  changes  had  been  made  to  the  scope  of  this  project   since 
preliminary  approval  for  construction  documents  was  obtained  from  the  Board  in  May 
1968.      Because  of  delays  in  bidding  and  rising  construction  costs,   the  project  is  now 
over  the  project  budget. 

President  Smith  requested  approval  of  the  Board  to  defer  the  interior  finishing  of 
the  fourth  floor  of  the  project  to  reduce  the  construction  cost  by  approximately 
$193,  900   (not  including  fee  and  contingency);  that  approval  be  given  to  retain  as  the 
first  two  additive  alternates  the  reinstatement  of  the  finishes  and  partitions  to  partially 
or  totally  complete  the  fourth  floor  so  that  if  a  favorable  bid  is  received  the  building 
can  be  completed  as  originally  programmed;  that  permission  be  granted  to  bid  the 
project  when  approved  by  the  Illinois  Building  Authority;  and  that  permission  be  granted 
to  submit  the  revised  project  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  at  its  next  meeting. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  for  approval  of  the  revised  project  as  recommended;  retention 
of  the  additive  alternates;  authorization  to  advertise  for  bids  when  approval  is  granted 
by  the  Illinois  Building  Authority;  and  that  the  revised  project  be  submitted  to  the 


Board  of  Higher  Education  at  its  next  meeting.      The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY  -  NO.  24 

Section  I  -   Board  Regulation:     Obligation  of  Financial  Resources 

The  proposed  Regulation  which  had  been  submitted  for  first  reading  in  June  was 
recommended  for  adoption  by  the   Board  as  follows: 

APPENDIX  D,  BOARD  REGULATIONS 

SECTION  VI.  FINANCIAL  AFFAIRS 

SUBSECTION  B.       FISCAL  CONTROL  GUIDELINES 

1.  OBLIGATION  OF  FINANCIAL  RESOURCES 

The  Board  of  Regents,    constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,    is  the  con- 
tracting entity  for  all  contracts  involving  the  Regency  Universities,    and  all 
such  contracts  shall  bear  the  name  of  the  Board,    and  should  further  identify 
the  institution  concerned.     The  financial  resources  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
are  defined  to  include  all  funds  appropriated  to,    or  lawfully  received  by  or 
belonging  to,   the  Board  or  the  Regency  Universities,    including  those  items 
of  income  received  by  the  Universities  and  retained  in  their  treasuries  in 
accordance  with  Chapter  127,    Section  142a4,    Paragraphs  (2),    (3),    and  (4) 
of  the  Illinois  Revised  Statutes  (1969). 

a.  Classification . 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Regulation,  contracts  and  other  agreements 
involving  the  commitment  or  obligation  of  the  financial  resources  of 
the  Board  of  Regents  are  classified  into  three  categories: 

(1)         Purchases.       Purchases  consist  of  contracts  and  other  agreements 
involving  the  acquisition  of  personal  or  real  property,    or  services 
other  than  personal  services  as  defined  for  this  regulation. 
(Examples  of  purchase  transactions,    among  others,   would  include: 
purchase  orders  for  commodities  and  equipment;  service  contracts 
for  utilities  or  maintenance;  contracts  for  the  purchase  of  real 
estate;  leases;  construction  contracts;  contracts  for  professional 
services  such  as  architects,    engineers,    consultants,    attorneys, 
etc.  ;  contracts  with  visiting  performers,    or  lecturers;  and  con- 
tracts with  other  agencies  such  as  for  fire  protection.  ) 


(2)  Personal  Services.      Contracts  for  personal  services  are  those 
which  involve  the  Board  in  an  employer -employee  relationship, 
and  would  include  contracts  with  faculty,    administrative  personnel, 
Civil  Service  employees,    and  student  employees.     Also  included  in 
this  category  are  collective  bargaining  agreements. 

(3)  Performance.       Performance  agreements  include  contracts  and 
agreements  with  outside  agencies  which  commit  the  Board  to 
undertake  or  participate  in  the  performance  or  supply  of  a  specific 
task,    service,    or  product.      (Included  in  this  category  are  grants 
and  contracts  with  governmental  or  private  agencies  for  specific 
programs  of  research,    instruction,    and  public  service.  ) 

b.  Administrative  Approval. 

(1)         Purchases.       The  Board  of  Regents  has  adopted  a  manual  of 

"Bidding  and  Procurement  Regulations  for  the  Regency  Universi- 
ties" effective  April  1,    1970,    and  which  all  Regency  Universities 
are  directed  to  follow.      The  Universities  are  authorized  to  conduct 
their  own  purchasing  activities  within  the  framework  of  Board 
Policy  and  Regulations,    except  that  specific  Board  approval  is  re- 
quired for  certain  transactions: 

(a)  Operations.      With  the  exception  of  contracts  for  utility  ser- 
vices,   library  books  and  periodicals,   textbooks,    food  products, 
and  items  authorized  for  resale  to  individuals  and  non- 
university  organizations,    any  transaction  involving  an  obliga- 
tion of  $5,  000  or  more,    regardless  of  the   source  of  funds,  re- 
quires specific  approval  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

(b)  Capital.     All  capital  projects,    with  the  exception  of  land  acqui- 
sition and  related  costs,    involving  an  obligation  of  $5,  000  or 
more,    regardless  of  the  source  of  funds,    require  specific 
approval  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

(c)  Land  Acquisition.      Any  transaction  involving  the  acquisition 
of  land  and  related  costs,    regardless  of  the  source  of  funds 
or  the  dollar  amount,    requires  specific  approval  by  the  Board 
of  Regents. 

(d)  Transportation  Vehicles.      With  the  exception  of  vehicles 
acquired  through  government  surplus  channels,    any  purchase 
of  automobiles,    buses,    and  trucks,    regardless  of  the  source 
of  funds  or  the  dollar  amount,    requires  specific  approval  by 
the  Board  of  Regents. 


(2)  Personal  Services.        The  Board  of  Regents  is  charged  by  statute 
to  employ  and  fix  the  compensation  of  such  personnel  as  it  may 
deem  necessary,    and  all  appointments  to  authorized  positions 
shall  be  subject  to  specific  approval  by  the  Board. 

(a)  Faculty  and  Administrative  Staff.      No  appointment  shall  become 
effective  until  approved  by  the  Board,   except  that  replacement 
and  emergency  staff  may  commence  work  in  the  interim  between 
Board  meetings,    continuance  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board 
at  the  first  meeting  following  appointment. 

(b)  Civil  Service  Employees.      Civil  Service  personnel  may  be 
appointed  to  authorized  positions  by  the  Presidents  and  the 
Executive  Secretary  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
University  Civil  Service  System.     All  such  appointments  shall 
be  reported  to  the  Board  at  the  meeting  immediately  following. 

(c)  Student  Employees.      Because  of  the  recognized  need  for  flexi- 
bility in  hiring  student  employees,   including  graduate  assist- 
ants,  the  Universities  are  authorized  to  adjust  the  employment 
of  students  within  the  funds  provided  in  the  Internal  Budget. 

(d)  Collective  Bargaining  Agreements.      The  Universities  are 
authorized  to  conduct  negotiations  with  recognized  represent- 
atives of  organized  employee  groups.      The  terms  of  any  such 
collective  bargaining  agreement  are  subject  to  Board  approval. 

(3)  Performance.       Board  of  Regents  approval  shall  be  required  in  the 
case  of  performance  agreements  which  would  result  in  the  establish- 
ment of  a  new  unit  of  instruction,    research,    or  public   service  as 
defined  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.     The  Universities  are 
authorized  to  approve  all  other  performance  agreements,   but  are 
requested  to  report  any  such  agreement  involving  $5,  000  or  more 

to  the  Board. 

c.  Signature  Requirements. 

The  Bylaws  of  the  Board  of  Regents  prescribe  that  the  Chairman  and 
Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  sign  all  contracts  approved  by  the  Board, 
except  in  those  instances  wherein  the  Board,   by  regulation,    has  author- 
ized the  Chairman  and  the  Secretary  to  designate  or  has  otherwise 
designated  persons  to  sign  in  the  name  of  or  on  behalf  of  the  Chairman 
and  the  Secretary. 

(1)        Purchases. 

(a)         Contracts  Approved  by  the  Board.     Whereas  the  signatures 
of  both  the  Chairman  and  the  Secretary  must  appear  on  all 
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purchase  contracts  approved  by  the  Board,    the  following 
officials  of  the  Central  Office  and  the  Universities  are  hereby- 
designated  to  sign  such  contracts  pertaining  to  their  respec- 
tive institutions  in  the  name  of  the  Chairman  and  the  Secretary 
where  the  authority  to  sign  has  been  delegated  to  the  institution 
(no  one  official  may  sign  both  names  to  the  same  contract): 

For  the  Central  Office: 
The  Executive  Secretary 
The  Financial  Officer 
The  Assistant  Financial  Officer 

For  Illinois  State  University: 
The  President 

The  Vice  President  and  Dean  of  Administrative  Services 
The  Controller 

For  Northern  Illinois  University: 
The  President 

The  Vice  President  of  Business  Affairs 
The  Controller 

For  Sangamon  State  University: 
The  President 

The  Vice  President  for  Business  Affairs 
The   Business  Manager 

In  the  case  of  each  contract  involved  in  a  construction  project 
totaling  $5,  000  or  more   (including  for  example,    the  erection 
of  a  building,    addition,    or  other  structure,   utilities,    remodel- 
ing and  rehabilitation,    site  improvements,    and  contracts  for 
architectural,    engineering,    and  consulting  services  involved 
in  the  construction  process),    the  authority  to  sign  is  hereby 
delegated  only  to  the  Central  Office.     In  all  other  instances, 
the  authority  to  sign  is  hereby  delegated  to  the  institution 
involved. 

(b)         Contracts  Not  Requiring  Board  Approval.       The  Executive  Sec- 
retary for  the  Central  Office  and  the  President  for  the  University 
are  hereby  authorized  to  sign  their  own  names  to  any  contract 
not  requiring  specific  Board  approval.     Further,   the  Executive 
Secretary  and  the  Presidents  are  authorized  to  delegate  to 
responsible  members  of  their  respective  staffs  the  authority 
to  sign  the  staff  member's  own  name  to  such  contracts. 
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(c)         Purchase  Orders.      The  Executive  Secretary  or  the  Financial 
Officer  for  the  Central  Office,    and  the  President,    the  Chief 
Business  Officer,    or  the  Director  of  Purchases  for  the  Univer- 
sity are  hereby  authorized  to  sign  their  own  names  to  all  pur- 
chase orders.      Further,   the  President  is  authorized  to  delegate 
to  other  members  of  the  purchasing  staff  the  authority  to  sign 
purchase  orders  in  the  name  of  the  Director  of  Purchases. 

(2)  ,     Personal  Services.      With  the  exception  of  collective  bargaining 

agreements,    the  Executive  Secretary  for  the   Central  Office  and  the 
President  for  the  University  are  hereby  authorized  to  sign  their  own 
names  to  all  contracts  for  personal  services.     Further  the  Executive 
Secretary  and  the  Presidents  are  authorized  to  delegate  to  responsible 
members  of  their  staffs  the  authority  to  sign  the  staff  member's 
own  name  to  such  contracts.      Collective  bargaining  agreements 
must  be  signed  by  the  Board  Chairman  and  Secretary  or  their 
authorized  delegates  as  provided  in  paragraph  c.    (1)  (a)  of  this 
regulation. 

(3)  Performance.       The  Executive  Secretary  for  the  Central  Office 
and  the  President  for  the  University  are  hereby  authorized  to  sign 
their  own  names  to  all  performance  agreements.     Further,    the 
Executive  Secretary  and  the  Presidents  are  authorized  to  delegate 
to  responsible  members  of  their  respective  staffs  the  authority  to 
sign  the  staff  member's  own  name  to  such  agreements. 

d.  Effective. 

This  regulation  shall  become  effective  upon  adoption  and  all  prior  Board 
Regulations  or  other  authorizations  relating  to  administrative  approvals 
and  signature  requirements  which  are  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
superseded  and  repealed.

The  Board  also  directed  that  the  Executive  Secretary  explore  the  need  for  regula- 
tions relative  to  required  faculty  and  staff  time  inasmuch  as  reference  to  required 
number  of  days  had  been  deleted  in  the  Board  Regulation.

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  The  First  National  Bank  of 
Springfield,    Springfield,    Illinois  be  and  it  is  hereby  designated  as  a 
depositary  in  a  working  cash  fund  account  in  the  name  of  Sangamon 
State  University  to  be  established  for  current  operational  expenses 
maintained  by  funds  transferred  from  bank  clearing  account  above 
mentioned  from  time  to  time  so  that  said  working  cash  fund  account 
shall  not  exceed  at  any  time  an  amount  in  excess  of  $10,  000. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Springfield,    Springfield  Marine  Bank,    The  Illinois  National  Bank  of 
Springfield,    Capitol  Bank  and  Trust  Company  of  Springfield,    First 
State  Bank  of  Springfield,    Land  of  Lincoln  Bank,    Town  and  Country 
Bank  of  Springfield,    Peoples  National  Bank  of  Springfield,    all  of 
Springfield,    Illinois  be  and  each  of  said  Banks  is  hereby  designated 
as  a  depositary  for  any  special  accounts  for  insurance,    parking  fees, 
various  student  activities  or  other  purposes  related  to  the  University 
in  the  name  of  Sangamon  State  University  as  Sangamon  State  University 
may  severally  select  and  establish  from  time  to  time  hereafter. 
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BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  from  the  funds  deposited  in 
any  of  the  accounts  above  named  Sangamon  State  University  be  and  it 
is  hereby  authorized  to  transfer  funds  not  required  in  a  checking  ac- 
count to  a  savings  account  for  the  same  purpose  or  to  purchase  Certi- 
ficates of  Deposit  in  and  United  States  Treasury  Bills  and  United  States 
Treasury  Notes  from  the  Bank  in  which  such  checking  accounts  are 
established  for  periods  of  time  in  which  funds  are  not  needed  orrequired 
for  such  checking  accounts.      That  the  President  or  Vice  President  for 
Business  Affairs  of  Sangamon  State  University  be  authorized  to  open  an 
account  or  accounts  in  the  Banks  for  the  purposes  herein  above  set  forth. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  all  checks,    drafts,    notes  or 
orders  drawn  against  any  of  said  accounts  be  signed  by  (!)  the  President 
and  Vice  President  for  Business  Affairs  of  Sangamon  State  University 
or  (2)  by  the  President  or  Vice  President  for  Business  Affairs  and  the 
Business  Manager  or  Chief  Accountant  of  Sangamon  State  University; 
that  the  signatures  of  the  President  and  said  Vice  President  be  certified 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Regents  for  Sangamon  State  University, 
and  the  signatures  of  the  Business  Manager  and  Chief  Accountant  be 
certified  by  the  President  of  Sangamon  State  University,    and  that  no 
check,    draft,   note  or  order  drawn  on  any  of  the  above  accounts  be  valid 
unless  signed  as  authorized  by  this  paragraph. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  said  Banks  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  honor  and  pay  any  checks,    drafts,   notes  or  orders  so

Illinois  (immediately  South  of  and  adjacent  to  the  easement  to  the 
Springfield  Sanitary  District  and  South  boundary  of  which  is  15  feet 
North  of  the  South  boundary  of  both  Sections).      The  lateral  water 
mains  will  extend  to  four  fire  hydrants  and  five  water  meters.

The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously.

WHEREAS,   for  forty-two  years,    as  Secretary  to  five 
Presidents,    Dorothy  King  has  served  Illinois  State  University 
and  three  Governing  Boards  with  outstanding  loyalty  and  com- 
petency,  the  Board  of  Regents  expresses  to  her  its  appreciation 
for  her  fine  record,    and  extends  to  her  its  best  wishes  for  the 
future. 

Mrs.  Masters  moved  that  the  President's  Report  for  Illinois  State  University 
be  approved  as  submitted.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.  Knoblauch,  roll 
was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 
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PRESIDENTIAL  SELECTION  COMMITTEE 

After  a  review  and  discussion  of  the  procedures  presented  for  use  in  the  search 
for  a  new  President  for  Illinois  State  University,    Mr.    Smith  moved  that  all 
correspondence  nominating  persons  to  fill  the  position  be  received  in  the  Central 
Office  of  the  Board  of  Regents  by  the  Executive  Director,   that  all  letters  be 
acknowledged  by  the  Executive  Director,    and  that  copies  of  correspondence  be 
sent  to  the  campus  office  of  the  Selection  Committee  at  ISU. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

The  Presidential  Search  Announcement  was  reviewed  and  revisions  made. 
Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  revised  Presidential  Search  Announcement  be 
approved  as  follows:

The  Statement  of  Procedures  was  discussed,    and  Mr.    Smith  moved  that  the  docu- 
ment be  approved  as  follows: 

STATEMENT  OF  PROCEDURES 

Time  Table.        It  is  recommended  that  the  search  get  underway  as  soon  as 
possible  and  that  the  new  president  be  selected  in  time  to  begin  duties  on  or  before 
July  1,    1971.      The  announcement  of  the  vacancy,    written  over  the  signature  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Regents,    should  be  reviewed  and  approved  by  the  Board 
on  August  11,    1970,    and  mailed  to  appropriate  persons  and  agencies  as  soon  as 
possible  after  this  date.     Mailing  lists  will  be  prepared  by  both  the  campus  and 
by  the  Regents  and  should  include  faculty,    student  newspapers,    alumni,    educators 
in  Illinois  and  other  states,    educational  organizations,    and  others.      These  announce 
ments  should  be  available  to  all  appropriate  persons  who  may  wish  to  send  them  to 
prospective  candidates. 

Criteria.        There  shall  be  no  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sex,    race,    or 
origin  of  birth.      Criterion  No.    3  below  does  not  exclude  outstanding  persons  with 
administrative  experience  in  organizations  other  than  higher  education.      The  six 
major  criteria  are  as  follows: 

1.  Earned  doctorate  or  outstanding  qualifications  in  education,    industry 
or  government. 

2.  Age35-55  years  but  not  excluding  persons  with  outstanding  ability 
outside  this  range. 

3.  Administrative  experience,    preferably  but  not  necessarily  in  higher 
education.

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The  Selection  Process.       The  Selection  Committee  recognizes  that  it  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  Board  of  Regents  to  select  a  President,    and  that  the 
Board  has  directed  the  selection  committee  consisting  of  Board  and  University- 
representatives  to  seek  and  to  screen  candidates.      The  Board  of  Regents  will 
make  the  presidential  selection.      The  Selection  Committee  will  report  regularly 
to  the  Board.      The  following  procedures  will  govern  the  search: 

1.  All  correspondence  shall  be  directed  to  Dr.    Franklin  Matsler, 
Executive  Director  of  the   Board  of  Regents  and  Secretary  of  the  Presidential 
Search  Committee,    909  Myers  Building,    Springfield,    Illinois  62701. 

2.  Screening  Nominees.      The  Selection  Committee  shall  review  the 
names  of  all  nominees   submitted. 

3.  Initial  contact  with  nominees.      Each  nominee  shall  be  notified  of  his 
nomination  in  a  letter  signed  by  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 
This  letter  shall  also  request  the  nominee  to  submit  a  vita  and  such  other  appro- 
priate materials  he  wishes,    if  he  desires  to  become  a  candidate. 

4.  Cut-off  date.  A  tentative  cut-off  date  for  receiving  names  and  vitae 
of  nominees    shall  be  January  31,    1971. 

5.  Screening.       The  Selection  Committee  shall  screen  all  candidates 
and  on  the  basis  of  the  criteria  and  the  submitted  materials  recommend  approxi- 
mately ten  persons. 

6.  Interviewing.  The  Selection  Committee  and  any  Board  members  de- 
sirous to  participate  shall  interview  these  candidates  at  some  location  other  than 
the  ISU  campus. 

7.  Selection.  The  Selection  Committee  shall  select  several  candidates 
who  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  have  the  highest  qualifications. 

8.  Site  visitation.       The  Selection  Committee  shall  visit  the  places  of 
employment  of  selected  candidates. 

9.  Candidates'  visitation.      Selected  candidates  shall  be  asked  to  visit 
the  ISU  campus  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the  institution. 

10.  Recommendation.  The  Selection  Committee  shall  recommend  their 
choice  of  candidates  to  the  Board  of  Regents.  The  Selection  Committee  may  but 
need  not  submit  candidates'  names  in  priority  order 

11.  All  original  correspondence  and  materials  pertaining  to  prospective 
candidates  will  be  kept  at  the  Board  of  Regents'  office  in  Springfield.     Duplicate 
material  will  be  available  to  all  Board  members  and  members  of  the  Search  Com- 
mittee. 
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The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

CAPITAL  BUDGET  REQUESTS 

Because  of  time  limitations,    Dr.    Matsler  recommended  that  the  Central  Staff 
prepare  an  analysis  of  the  capital  budget  requests,    and  he  also  suggested  that 
a  work  session  be  held  the  afternoon  prior  to  the  September  meeting  of  the 
Board  in  Chicago  when  Board  members  would  have  had  an  opportunity  to  study 
the  analysis  and  pose  any  specific  questions  to  the  staffs  of  the  Universities  and 
the  Central  Office. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  Board  acknowledge  receipt  of  the  capital  budget 
requests  from  the  institutions,    and  that  the  requests  be  reviewed  at  the  September 
meeting  for  transmittal  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    and  carried  by  acclamation. 

OTHER  MATTERS 

Dr.    Millar  stated  that  the  Board  had  been  under  a  great  deal  of  pressure,    and 
he  personally  had  been  under  intense  pressure,    because  of  the  problem  of  how 
to  deal  with  the  question  of  professional  effort  in  the  tenured  ranks.     He  stated 
that  at  the  last  meeting  the  Board  had  considered  the  question  of  Professor 
Carrol  Cox  and  its  deliberations  had  resulted  in  a  charge  to  the  faculty  to  set 
professional  standards.     He  continued  that  the   Board  had  now  an  additional 
statement. 

Mr.    Cornwell  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  the  following  statement: 

The  Board  of  Regents  expresses  its  intention  to  review  the  fitness  of 
Assistant  Professor  Carrol  Cox  to  remain  on  the  academic  staff  at 
Illinois  State  University  beyond  the  1970-1971  academic  year  and  to 
take  appropriate  action  upon  the  conclusion  of  that  review;  and 

The  Board  of  Regents  directs  its  Executive  Director  to  notify  Assistant 
Professor  Cox  of  this  action  and  of  the  intention  of  the  Board  expressed 
therein. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

Dr.    Julian  requested  the  floor  to  make  a  public  statement  to  President  Braden. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  sentiments  expressed  in  Dr.    Julian's  statement 
be  unanimously  endorsed  by  the  Board  and  that  a  suitable  document  be  prepared 
by  the  Executive  Director  for  transmittal  to  President  Braden.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    and  was  carried  by  acclamation. 
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There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Board,    Dr.    Millar 
declared  the  meeting  adjourned  until  the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting 
of  the  Board  on  September  17,    1970,    in  Chicago,    Illinois.

Dr.    Matsler  requested  permission  to  make  a  correction  in  the  minutes  of  the  meet- 
ing of  July  16,    1970,    to  reflect  the  award  of  a  contract  in  connection  with  the  Lorado 
Taft  Sanitary  Sewers,    Sewage  Treatment  Plant,    Well,    Storage  Tank  and  Fire  Hydrants 
project  to  C.    J.    Carlson  &  Son  (Group  AA-I,    additive  alternate)  in  the  amount  of 
$11,  515.  00.      This  award  was  inadvertently  omitted  from  the  minutes. 
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CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 

Dr.    Millar  welcomed  Dr.    Geigle  to  his  first  meeting  as  Acting  President  of  Illinois 
State  University.      Dr.    Millar  said  that  Dr.    Geigle  brings  to  the  presidency  of  ISU 
a  great  depth  of  experience  and  he  also  stated  that  the  minutes  should  reflect  that 
he  personally,    as  well  as  the  Board  as  a  whole,    again  assured  Dr.    Geigle  that  he 
would  have  every  assurance  of  support  on  such  actions  as  he   sees  fit  to  take  as 
President  of  Illinois  State  University. 

The  Chairman  said  he  wished  to  remind  the  student  representatives  that  the  Board 
is  expecting  at  its  meeting  in  October  a  report  on  their  recommendations  as  to  how 
to  recover  costs  of  damages  caused  by  student  unrest  in  the  Spring  of  1970.     He  added 
that  he  had  every  intention  of  asking  for  the  report  and  of  examining  it  critically  and 
of  judging  the  seriousness,   the  qualifications  and  competence  of  the  students  to  make 
recommendations  to  the  Board  on  the  basis  of  this,    their  first  assignment. 

Dr.    Millar  announced  that  President  Spencer  had  brought  to  the  meeting  for  the  first 
time  his  newly  constituted  faculty  advisory  committee  members,    and  he  asked  Dr. 
Spencer  to  introduce  these  representatives.       The  President  introduced  Mr.    Donald 
Pearson  and  Mrs.    Elizabeth  Dawson,    students;  and  Mr.    Larry  Golden  and  Mr.    Doug 
Kindschi,   faculty  members,    all  of  whom  will  serve  until  the  Sangamon  State  Univer- 
sity assembly  is  organized  and  delegated  are  elected. 

CAPITAL  OUTLAY  BUDGETS 

Dr.    Matsler  noted  that  before  receiving  the  capital  improvements  requests  for  FY72 
from  the  institutions,   he  would  like  to  point  out  that  of  the  $54.  7  million  being  reque- 
sted by  the  Regents,    something  over  $25.  8  million  of  this  amount  is  for  projects 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  in  October  1968,   but  which  were  later 
deferred  by  the  BHE  in  February  of  1970.     New  projects  account  for  the  remainder 
of  $28.  9  million. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  capital  improvements  request  of  Illinois  State  Univer- 
sity in  the  amount  of  $18,  642,  389  be  approved  and  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Varese  moved  that  the  capital  improvements  request  of  Sangamon  State  Univer- 
sity in  the  amount  of  $4,  314,  138  be  approved  and  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Smith,  roll  was  called,  and  the  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

Dr.    Lund  moved  that  the  capital  improvements  request  of  Northern  Illinois  University 
in  the  amount  of  $31,  828,  055  be  approved  and  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
carried  unanimously.

Section  I  -  Internal  Budgets  for  1970-71 

Dr.    Matsler  called  attention  to  the  summaries  and  the  comparative  data  prepared 
by  the  Central  Staff.     He  noted  that  because  of  annual  sessions  of  the  legislature 
the  internal  budgets  cannot  be  prepared  until  after  the  money  is  appropriated  by  the 
General  Assembly  and  approved  by  the  Governor. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  internal  budget  for  Illinois  State  University  be  ap- 
proved as  submitted.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called, 
and  the  motion   carried  unanimously. 

Mr.    Varese  moved  that  the  internal  budget  for  Northern  Illinois  University  be 
approved  as  submitted.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called, 
and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.    Lund  moved  that  the  internal  budget  of  Sangamon  State  University  be  approved 
as  submitted,    and  that  the  University  be  requested  to  furnish  further  information 
regarding  its  organization  to  the  Board  at  its  October  meeting,    and  that  the  Board 
reserve  the  right  to  revise  the  internal  budget  in  the  future.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  II  -   Board  of  Regents  Universities  Facilities  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of 
1970  -  Illinois  State  University  Union- Auditorium  Building 

Dr.  Matsler  advised  that  the  Fiscal  Agent  had  forwarded  a  complete  set  of  the 
necessary  resolutions  to  each  Board  member,  and  that  his  Report  contained  a 
summary  of  the  types  of  actions  covered  by  the  Resolutions. 

Dr.    Geigle  asked  for  completion  of  the  bond  sale  for  construction  of  the  University 
Union -Auditorium  at  Illinois  State  University. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  the  Resolution  creating  an 
issue  by  the  Board  of  Regents  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $11,  800,  000 
University  Facilities  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1970,    of  Illinois  State  University, 
at  Normal,    Illinois,    prescribing  all  the  details  of  said  Bonds,    and  providing  for 
the  security  and  payment  thereof. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted.

Illinois  State  University  at  Normal,    Illinois, 
the  revenues  of  which  are  pledged  to  $11,800,  000  University 
Facilities  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1970

WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the    State  of  Illinois  has  by 
resolution  adopted  this  date  provided  for  the  issue  of  $11,  800,  000 
University  Facilities  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1970  of  Illinois  State 
University;  and 

WHEREAS  said  $11,  800,  000  bonds  are  payable  from  a  pledge 
of  the  Net  Revenues  of  University  Facilities  and  the  Surplus  Net 
Revenues  of  Existing  University  Facilities  as  defined  in  Section  1.  01(F) 
and  Section  1.  01(E),    respectively,    of  the  resolution  providing  for  the 
issuance  of  said  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS  it  is  now  necessary  to  establish  rates  and  charges  for 
the  use  of  such  facilities.

And  a  fee  charged  each  part-time  student  enrolled 
of  $19  per  semester  for  said  University  Union- 
Auditorium  Building  with  all  such  respective  fees 
for  the  summer  session  to  be  one-half  the  amount 
applicable  to  the  regular  semester. 

Charges  for  all  services  rendered  in  any  and  all  of 
the  University  Facilities  and  Existing  University 
Facilities  other  than  the  right  of  occupancy  and  food 
served  as  regular  meals  for  the  occupants  of  the 
residence  halls   shall  be  set  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Dean  of  Administrative  Services  of  Illinois  State 
University  and  shall  be  sufficient  at  all  times  to  pro- 
duce gross  revenues  equal  to  not  less  than  110%  of 
the  direct  operating  expenses  incurred  in  providing 
such  service. 

All  the  foregoing  rates  and  charges  shall  be  effective  immedi- 
ately upon  passage  of  this  resolution  except  the  $38  per  semester 
fee  to  be  charged  each  student  enrolled  for  the  University  Union- 
Auditorium  Building  financed  with  bonds  dated  August  1,    1970, 
which  shall  be  initiated  not  later  than  the  Fall  Semester  of  197Z. 


Section  2.      That  the  rates  and  charges,    including  the  fee  to  be 
charged  each  student  enrolled  for  the  University  Union- Auditorium 
Building,    established  in  Section  1  hereof,    hereby  determined  to  be 
initially  necessary  and  adequate,    shall  be  revised  by  the  Board  of 
Regents  from  time  to  time  so  as  always  to  satisfy  the  covenant  set 
forth  in  Section  7.

Fees  charged  each 
student  enrolled  for  the  other  of  said  University  Facilities  and 
Existing  University  Facilities  shall  be  payable  at  the  time  of 
registration  for  each  semester.      Charges  for  all  other  services 
rendered  shall  be  payable  at  the  time  such  service  is  rendered, 
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except  when  such  service  is  rendered  to  student  employees 
or  University  guests  to  be  paid  from  State  or  University  funds 
and  for  which  proper  credit  shall  be  made  to  the  appropriate 
University  Facilities  or  Existing  University  Facilities  at  the 
time  of  rendition  of  such  service. 

Section  4.     All  income,    revenue  and  receipts  derived  from 
the  operation  of  said  University  Facilities  shall  be  held  by 
the  Dean  of  Administrative  Services  of  Illinois  State  University 
separate  and  apart  from  all  other  funds  of  said  University  and 
all  sums  collected  therefrom,    without  any  deductions  whatso- 
ever,   shall  be  delivered  by  said  Dean  of  Administrative  Services 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
not  mor  e  than  three  days  after  receipt  of  same. 

All  income,    revenue  and  receipts  derived  from  the  operation 
of  said  Existing  University  Facilities,    respectively,    shall, 
until  the  payment  or  redemption  of  the  Outstanding  Bonds, 
respectively,    described  in  Section  1.  01  (L)  of  the  resolution 
providing  for  the  issuance  of  said  $11,800,000  University 
Facilities  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1970  for  Illinois  State 
University  or  until  funds  adequate  for  that  purpose  have  been 
provided,    be  held  by  the  Dean  of  Administrative  Services  of 
Illinois  State  University  separate  and  apart  from  all  other 
funds  of  said  University  and  all  sums  collected  therefrom, 
without  any  deductions  whatsoever,    shall  be  delivered  by  said 
Dean  of  Administrative  Services  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State 
of  Illinois  not  more  than  three  days  after  receipt  of  same. 

Section  5.     Said  Dean  of  Administrative  Services  shall  be 
required  to  post  a  corporate  surety  bond,    which  bond  shall 
be  conditioned  upon  his  faithful  performance  of  all  duties 
required  under  this  resolution  and  accounting  for  all  monies 
coming  into  his  hands  from  the  collection  of  charges  herein 
established,    the  initial  premium  for  such  bond  to  be  paid  from 
"Illinois  State  University  1970  University  Facilities  Revenue 
Bonds  Construction  Account"  and  payment  of  subsequent  pre- 
miums to  be  made  from  "University  Facilities  Revenue  Bond 
Operation  and  Maintenance  Account  for  Illinois  State  University". 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted. 

Dr.    Lund  moved  for  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution: 
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RESOLUTION  establishing  parietal  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  use  of  and  for  the  service 
supplied  by  facilities  the  revenues  of  which  are 
pledged  to  $11,800,000  University  Facilities 
Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1970  for  Illinois  State 
University. 


WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  of  Illinois  has  by 
resolution  this  date  provided  for  the  issue  of  $11,  800,  000  University 
Facilities  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1970  for  Illinois  State  University 
secured  by   pledge  of  Net  Revenues  of  University  Facilities  and  Surplus 
Net  Revenues  of  Existing  University  Facilities  as  defined  by  Sections 
1.01  (F)  and  1.  01(E)  of  said  Resolution;  and 

WHEREAS  said  Board  of  Regents  recognizes  the  social  and  educa- 
tional benefits  accruing  to  the  students  of  said  University  from  the  use 
or  right  to  use  said  University  Facilities  and  Existing  University  Facili- 
ties; and 

WHEREAS  said  Board  of  Regents  has  the  general  power  and  auth- 
ority to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  good  government  and  manage- 
ment of  said  University,    including  the  use  of  facilities  whose  revenues 
are  pledged  for  payment  of  bonds: 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    Be  It  and  It  Is  hereby  resolved  by  the  Board 
of  Regents  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  Illinois  State  University  at  Normal, 
Illinois  as  follows: 

Section  1.      That  this  Board  of  Regents  hereby  establishes  and 
covenants  to  enforce  so  long  as  any  of  said  $11,800,000  University 
Facilities  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1970  for  Illinois  State  Univer- 
sity are  outstanding  and  unpaid  the  following  parietal  rules  and 
regulations  to  assure  continuous  maximum  occupancy  and  use  of 
said  University  Facilities  and  Existing  University  Facilities: 

(a)         In  the  event  more  space  or  facilities  should  become 
available  for  facilities  and  services  afforded  by  said 
University-  Facilities  and  Existing  University  Facili- 
ties than  are  required  by  such  students  as  may  apply 
for  such  space  or  facilities,    the  officers  of  said  Uni- 
versity  are  hereby  directed  to  give  prtferen»_e  and 
priority  to  the  use  of  said  University  Facilities  and 
Existing  University  Facilities  resulting  in  the  occupancy 
and  use  of  all  the  space  and  facilities  of  said  University 
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Facilities  and  Existing  University  Facilities  to  the  fullest 
extent  practicable,    even  if  such  preference  and  priority- 
results  in  the  non-use  of  all  or  a  part  of  similar  space  or 
facilities  available  at  said  University,    which   may  be  suit- 
able or  usable  for   said  purposes. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  surplus   space  or  facility  should  become 
available  in  said  University  Facilities  or  Existing  Univer- 
sity Facilities,    the  officers  of  said  University  are  hereby 
directed  to  require  occupancy  and  use  of  said  University 
Facilities  and  Existing  University  Facilities  to  the  fullest 
extent  practicable. 

(c)  The  officers  of  said  University  are  hereby  directed  to 
utilize  and  cause  the  utilization  of  said  University  Facili- 
ties and  Existing  University  Facilities  in  such  manner  to 
yield  continuously  the  maximum  revenues  of  which  said 
University  Facilities  and  Existing  University  Facilities 
are  reasonably  capable. 

Section  2.      That  this  Board  reserves  the  right  to  amend  these  rules 
and  regulations  to  meet  changing  conditions  for  the  use  of  the  facili- 
ties and  services  afforded  by  the  University  Facilities  and  Existing 
University  Facilities  to  fulfill  the  covenants  made  by  said  Board  in 
the  pledge  of  revenues  to  be  derived  from  said  University  Facilities 
and  Existing  University  Facilities  under  said  resolution  adopted  on 
even  date  herewith  providing  for  the  issue  of  said  $11,  800,  000  Univer- 
sity Facilities  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1970  for  Illinois  State  University. 

Section  3.      That  these  parietal  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  subordin- 
ate to  the  parietal  rules  and  regulations  heretofore  adopted  in  connec- 
tion with  the  authorization  of  outstanding  bonds  issued  for  and  on  behalf 
of  said  University  to  provide  like  facilities  for  students  at  said  Univer- 
sity insofar  as  there  may  be  any  conflict  therewith. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,   and  the  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted.

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  payment  for  the  initial  premium 
of  said  surety  bond  be  made  from  the   "Illinois  State  University  1970 
University  Facilities  Revenue  Bonds  Construction  Account"  and  that  pay- 
ment for  subsequent  premiums  on  said  surety  bond  be  made  from  the 
"University  Facilities  Revenue  Bond  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account 
for  Illinois  State  University.  " 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted. 

Dr.    Lund  moved  for  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution:

To  purchase  bonds,    stocks,    securities,    and  other  property  and  to 
sign  orders  and  issue  instructions  in  connection  with  the  purchase, 
the  payment,    the  registration,    and  the  delivery  thereof;  and 

To  sell,   pledge,    transfer,    assign,    exchange,    deposit  with  any 
reorganization  committee,    bondholders  protective,    or  other  simi- 
lar committee,    or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  bonds,    stocks,    securi- 
ties,   and  other  property  belonging  to  or  standing  in  the  name  of 
this  Board    or  its  nominee  or  held  by  this  Board  for  the  account  of 
others,    and  to  sign  orders  and  issue  instructions  regarding  the 
handling  of  any  matters  connected  with  such  transactions;  and 
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To  identify  and  guarantee  assignments,    transfers,    and  endorse- 
ments for  transfer  on  bonds,    stock  certificates,    interim,    parti- 
cipation,   and  other  certificates  and  to  identify  and  guarantee 
signatures  on  bond  and  stock  powers  of  attorney. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  or  any 
two  of  the  following:     The  Chairman  of  the  Board,    Vice- Chairman,    the 
Secretary,    any  Assistant  Secretary,    or  the  Vice-President,    Dean  of  Admin- 
istrative Services  of  Illinois  State   University  be  and  hereby  are  further 
authorized,    without  the  concurrence  of  any  officer  or  person: 

To  waive  presentment,    demand,    protest,    and  notice  of  dishonor 
or  protest  and  to  give  instructions  in  regard  to  the  handling  or 
delivery  of  any  negotiable  or  non-negotiable  papers  or  documents 
involved  in  any  transactions  for  or  on  behalf  of  this  Board;  and 

To  sign  reconcilements  and  certify  to  the  correctness  of  state- 
ments of  account  and  approve  and  authorize  adjustments  therein; 
and 

To  act  for  this  Board  in  the  transaction  of  all  other  business  for 
its  account  and  to  sign  orders  and  issue  instructions  to  said  Banks 
in  connection  therewith. 

AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Secretary  or  any  other 
officer  of  this  Board  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  certify  to  said  Banks 
a  copy  of  these  resolutions  and  the  names  and  signatures  of  this  Board's 
officers  or  employees  hereby  authorized  to  act  in  the  premises,    and  said 
Banks  are  hereby  authorized  to  rely  upon  such  certificate  until  formally 
advised  by  a  like  certificate  of  any  changes  therein,    and  are  authorized 
to  rely  on  any  such  additional  certificates.

Mr.  Shields  advised  that  the  above  actions  of  the  Board  completed  everything  re- 
quired of  the  Board.  The  mechanics  remaining  before  delivery  of  the  bonds  will 
be  handled  by  staff. 
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Section  III  -  Academic  and  Athletic  Association  of  Midwest  Universities 

Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  for  the  information  of  the  Board  the  history  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  suggested  what  the  relationship  of  the  Board  of  Regents,    as  a  governing 
board,    should  be  to  the  Association. 

Section  IV  -   Travel  Regulations 

The  Regency  universities  have  been  advised  by  the  Central  Staff  to  defer  any  changes 
in  travel  regulations  until  questions  raised  regarding  the  new  regulations  issued  by 
the  Department  of  Finance  have  been  resolved.  When  the  effective  date  for  the  new 
regulations  is  determined  for  higher  education,  the  Board  will  be  informed  of  their 
content,  and  at  that  time  the  staff  will  recommend  what  Board  action  is  required  to 
implement  the  regulations. 

Section  V  -  Schedule  for  Submission  and  Review  of  Capital  and  Operating  Appropri- 
ations  Requests  for  E  Y  1971-72 

Dr.    Matsler  informed  the  Board  of  the  schedule  for  review  of  capital  and  operating 
budget  requests  preparatory  to  action  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  in  December 
1970  on  the  capital  requests,    and  in  January  1971  on  the  operating  budget  requests. 

Section  VI  -   Board  of  Higher  Education  Actions,    September  1970 

Dr.  Matsler  reported  on  the  progress  of  Master  Plan  Phase  III,  due  in  March  1971. 
This  will  be  a  definitive  study  relative  to  existing  and  projected  graduate  programs 
at  the  senior  institutions. 

The  BHE  has  approved  a  fiscal  allocation  reporting  procedure  for  FY71  on  an 
experimental  basis,    reported  Dr.    Matsler,    for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  common 
format  among  all  institutions  of  higher  education. 

Another  action  of  the  BHE  in  September  was  reaffirmation  of  the  Illinois  State 
University  Union- Auditorium  project.

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Section  VII  -  Illinois  Building  Authority  Releases 

IBA  projects  approved  by  the  75th  General  Assembly  have  been  released  by  the 
Governor.     It  is  estimated  that  construction  costs  for  these  projects  will  be  in 
excess  of  monies  authorized,    due  to  escalation  during  the  freeze.     It  is  hoped  that 
a  solution  to  this  problem  will  be  resolved  by  the  BHE  at  its  October  meeting, 
possibly  by  using  sufficient  authorized  Federal  funds  and  the  total  State  appropri- 
ations to  complete  the  projects. 

Section  VIII  -  Report  of  Legal  Counsel 

Mr.    Winning  reported  on  matters  pending: 

(a)  George  Cohen  Matter  -  Request  for  hearing  before  the  Board  or  a 
committee  of  the  Board  was  denied. 

(b)  Miller- Davis  Company  v.    Board  of  Regents     -     The  Court  has  denied 

a  motion  for  reconsideration  and  has  remanded  the  cause  for  a  hearing 
before  the  arbitrators.  It  is  anticipated  arbitration  will  take  place  this 
Fall. 

(c)  Frazer  v.    Board  of  Regents     -     Counsel  for  Frazer  has  requested  Board 
counsel  to  authorize  execution  of  a  collective  bargaining  agreement  based 
upon  negotiations  between  his  Union  representatives  and  NIU  representa- 
tives,  but  excluding  the  five  contested  classifications.      This  appears  to 
be  in  accordance  with  earlier  Board  action  and  is  recommended  subject 
to  concurrence  by  counsel  for  NIU. 

(d)  DeGarmo  Education  Building  and  Eastgate  Hall,    ISU     -     No  action  taken 
on  instruments  of  transfer  to  IBA. 

(e)  Mirada  v.  Board  of  Regents  -  A  favorable  decision  received  from 
Circuit  Court  of  Sangamon  County,  and  the  question  of  consolidated 
bidding  resolved  in  favor  of  the  Board. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  Board  approve  the  Executive  Director's  Report  No.    25 
as  submitted.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously.

The   Board,    in 
declining  to  act  on  the  resolution,    directed  the  Executive  Director  to  work  with 
Board  counsel  and  university  counsels  to  develop  whatever  resolutions  are  needed 
to  make  it  clear  what  the  Governing  Policy  for  the  Regency  Universities  intended 
so  far  as  the  delegation  of  management  responsibilities  to  the  Presidents  is  con- 
cerned. 

Dr.    Geigle  advised  that  the  Illinois  State  University  policy  on  campus  disorders  is 
being  revised,    and  that  the  University  is  also  studying  the  matter  of  liability  insur- 
ance for  employees  of  the  University  -  both  items  to  be  brought  to  the   Board  with 
University  recommendations  at  a  later  meeting. 

Sangamon  State  University  -   President's  Report 

Before  presenting  his  Report  to  the  Board,    President  Spencer  requested  that  cer- 
tain corrections  be  made  on  page  3,    Interim  Facilities,    relative  to  the  lease- 
purchase  agreement.

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 


Mrs.    Masters  stated  that  Dr.    Millar  had  written  a  letter  to  members  of  the  Board 
prior  to  the  meeting    suggesting  that  the  Board  engage  an  engineering  firm  to  pre- 
pare a  study  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  on  the  best  ways  the   Board 
might  minimize  costs  of  construction.      Such  a  study  would  be  done  on  a  cost-plus 
basis,    not  to  exceed  $5000.      After  a  discussion  of  various  aspects  of  this  recom- 
mendation,   including  the  nature  of  the  study  to  be  conducted,    Dr.    Julian  moved, 
seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    that  inasmuch  as  the  two  members  who  supported 
this  recommendation  were  not  able  to  attend  the  meeting  the  matter  be  postponed 
until  the  November  meeting  at  which  time  the  Chairman  and  Vice  Chairman  would 
be  able  to  discuss  the  matter  in  more  detail  with  the  members  and  Presidents. 
Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

RECOVERY  OF  DAMAGES  -  SPRING  1970  CAMPUS  UNREST 

Dr.    Matsler  said  that  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Regents  in  June  1970,    the  presidents  of  the  Illinois  State  and  Northern  Illinois 
University  student  bodies  had  prepared  responses  to  the  proposal  by  the  Board 
that  the  student  bodies  suggest  a  method  by  which  damages  might  be  recovered. 
Mr.    Charles  Witte,    President  of  the  ISU  student  body,    made  the  first  presenta- 
tion. 

Mr.    J.    Patrick  McAtee,    President  of  the  NIU  student  body,    followed  with  his 
presentation. 

In  summary,    both  presentations  concluded  that  no  attempt  should  be  made  to 
assess  the  student  bodies  for  damages  already  incurred.      Copies  of  both  state- 
ments are  on  file  with  the  official  minutes  of  this  meeting. 

Board  members  commended  both  gentlemen  for  excellent  presentations.      In  his 
comments,    Mr.    Barr  said  he  would  like  to  see  some  system  devised  whereby 
a  form  of  self-insurance  fund  financed  in  part  through  student  fees,    in  part  by 
revenue  bond  monies,    and  in  part  by  appropriated  funds  could  be  established; 
and  he  urged  the   Board  and  the  Universities  to  give  consideration  to  such  a  plan. 

Dr.    Julian  commented  that  he  wished  the  student  bodies  could  have  a  firm  reso- 
lution that  the  95%  of  the  students  not  involved  in  such  activities  would  not  stand 
for  this  sort  of  outrage,    and  he  added  that  he  believed  that  such  a  resolution 
would  be  one  of  the  greatest  bits  of  progress  ever  in  student  relations  with  the 
universities. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  stated  he  had  sympathy  with  much  of  what  Mr.    Barr  and  Dr. 
Julian  had  said.      "We  talk  glibly,  "  he  said,    "about  punishing  the  guilty,    but 
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it  cannot  be  left  up  to  students  to  tattle  on  students,  "    He  believes,    he  added, 
that  we  must  arrive  at  a  situation  where  we  accept  the  notion  that  the  detection 
of  criminals  is  part  of  the  moral  obligation  of  the  society  and  we  must  be  will- 
ing to  follow  through    on  it.      Society  must  accept  the  theory  that  the  guilty  must 
be  detected  by  representatives  of  organized  society  whose  business  it  is  to  do 
this.       Much  of  the  unrest  is  inspired  by  students,    by  outsiders,    and  sometimes 
by  faculty,     he  said.      But,    he  added,    he  would  not  want  students  paying  for  what 
faculty  or  outsiders  had  inspired.      He  stated  that  the  Board  has  asked  the 
students  to  make  these  presentations,    they  had  done  so,    and  the  issue  should 
now  be  closed  and  everyone  go  on  from  here.      He  added  that  what  society 
wastes  it  must  restore,    but  the  ijssue  should  now  be  closed. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the   Board  receive  the  reports  by  Mr.    Witte  and 
Mr.    McAtee.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and 
the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  NO.    26 

Section  I  -  Student  Participation  in  Governance 

Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  briefly  some  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Ad  Hoc 
Student  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  the  responses 
of  the  BHE  to  these  recommendations  which  call  for  consideration  by  the  respec- 
tive governing  boards  and  a  response  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 

Following  a  discussion  it  was  moved  by  Mr.    Smith,    seconded  by  Mr.    Barr, 
and  unanimously  adopted  that  the  following  response  be  made  to  the  Board  of 
Higher  Education: 

1.  The   Board  of  Regents  is  cognizant  of  the  desirability  for  faculty 
and  student  input  in  the  governance  of  universities. 

2.  The  Board  of  Regents  has  developed  and  intends  to  improve  pro- 
cedures for  better  student  and  faculty  participation  at  board 
meetings. 

3.  Copies  of  the  Board  of  Regents  Governing  Policy  and  university 
constitutions  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education 
showing  how  faculty,    students  and  non-academic  personnel  parti- 
cipate in  university  governance  at  the  Regency  universities. 

4.  The  Board  of  Regents  is  opposed  to  action  by  the  General  Assembly 
providing  for  student  membership  at  this  time. 

Section  II  -  Revision  of  Regents  Governing  Policy  Document 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  staff  recommendations  regarding  procedures  for  changes 
in  existing  policy  with  respect  to  improving  present  student-faculty  input  at  Board 
meetings,    and  after  a  discussion  by  the  Board  Dr.    Knoblauch  moved,    seconded 
by  Mr.    Barr,   that  the  following  procedural  recommendations  be  approved: 
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1.  The  Central  Staff  be  directed  to  compile  the  recommended  revi- 
sions after  conferring  with  the  institutions  through  the  Joint 
Faculty  Advisory  Committee. 

2.  The  compilation  of  these  revisions  should  be   submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Regents  for  review  prior  to  formal  adoption. 

3.  The  target  date  for  bringing  the  final  recommendations  to  the 
Board  should  be  the  January  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  III  -   Tuition  Study 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  he  had  received  a  statement  from  Dr.    Holderman  of 
the   Board  of  Higher  Education  regarding  the   special  subcommittee  studying 
tuition  at  the  public  senior  institutions  in  Illinois,    and  that  draft  copies  of  the 
report  which  has  been  developed  will  be  mailed  to  members  of  the  Board. 

Dr.    Matsler  also  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  report  which  had  been 
mailed  to  each  member  at  the  request  of  Dr.    Julian,    and  which  listed  the  tuition 
rates  at  the  major  state  universities  throughout  the  country. 

Section  IV  -   Liability  Insurance 

Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  several  lawsuits  in  which  the  Regents,    officers  of  the   Board 
or  employees  had  been  named  as  defendants  within  the  past  several  years.     In  view 
of  past  history  and  current  problems  which  exist  on  most  campuses,    Dr.    Matsler 
advised  that  the   staff  had  prepared  some  recommendations  regarding  liability 
insurance  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board. 

After  a  brief  discussion  of  the  staff  recommendations,    Mr.    Barr  moved  that  the 
Board  defer  any  action  on  the  matter  of  liability  insurance  and  that  the  staff  be 
directed  to  explore  alternatives  available  and  report  the  results  of  such  a  study 
to  the  Board  at  the  November  meeting.       The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mr.    Smith, 
roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  V  -   Board  of  Higher  Education  Actions 

Dr.    Matsler  reported  on  BHE  actions  at  its  October  meeting: 

1.  Academic  programs  are  to  be  written  by  Sangamon  State  University, 
be  presented  to  the  Regents  in  March,  and  then  be  considered  by  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education  at  its  April  1971  meeting. 

2.  BHE  policy  relative  to  bidding  procedures  and  the  use  of  federal  funds 
was  revised,  enabling  maximum  use  of  federal  funds  to  offset  escala- 
tion of  costs. 

3.  BHE  approved  general  policy  that  presidents'  residences  may  be 
built  at  a  cost  of  up  to  $150,  000,     excluding  land  costs,    and  may  be 
paid  for  on  a  yearly  basis  out  of  operating  funds. 
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4.  BHE  directed  its  Executive  Director  to  study  the  matter  of  tenure 

and  report  back  to  the  Board. 

Mr.    Smith  moved  that  the  Joint  Faculty  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Board  of 
Regents  be  requested  to  initiate  a  study  of  the  question  of  tenure  and  report  its 
views  to  the  Board.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,  roll  was  called, 
and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  VI  -   Revenue  Bonds,    Series  1970,    for  ISU  Union- Auditorium 
Dr.    Matsler  reported  on  actions  taken  since  the  closing  of  this  bond  issue  on 
September  30  relative  to  establishment  of  bank  accounts  and  investments  made. 
A  detailed  report  will  be  made  to  the  Board  at  the  November  meeting,    if  not 
prior  to  that  time. 

Section  VII  -  Report  of  Legal  Counsel 

Mr.    Herman  Bodewes  of  the  Giffin,    Winning,    Lindner,    Newkirk  &  Cohen  firm 
asked  Mr.    Templin  of  Northern  Illinois  University  to  report  to  the  Board  on  the 
disposition  of  the  petition  to  appeal  before  the  Illinoi  s  Supreme  Court  in  the  case 
of  Saro  v.    Maupin.      Mr,    Templin  reviewed  briefly  the  history  of  this  litigation 
and  reported  that  the  petition  to  appeal  had  been  denied,    which  should  be  the  final 
disposition  in  the  matter. 

The  Resolution  having  been  reviewed  and  approved  by  legal  counsel  as  to  form, 
Mr.    Barr  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  the  following:

Northern  Illinois  University  -   President's  Report 

President  Smith  distributed  and  reviewed  with  the  Board  information  regarding 
the  enrollment  situation  at  Northern  for  the  past  summer  session  and  the  1970 
Fall  Semester.     He  also  called  attention  to  the  report  on  tuition  waivers. 

Before  presenting  his  Report,    the  President  called  attention  to  several  addenda, 
Item  B-7  and  the  NIU  Constitution. 
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President  Smith  requested  that  Item  A- 2,    Proposal  for  Housing  Computer 
Equipment,    be  deleted  from  his  Report,    also  Item  B-4,    Request  for  Architec- 
tural Services.

The  Chairman  announced  that  there  would  be  some  rearrangement  of  the  published 
agenda,    and  proceeded  to 

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 


1.  With  respect  to  correspondence  received  by  the  Chairman,    Dr.    Millar  stated 

that  he  often  makes  copies  of  letters  he  receives  available  to  Board  members  and 
Presidents,    and  asked  Mr.    Scott  Eatherly,    Professor  of  English  at  ISU  to  comment  on 
a  particular  letter.      Dr.    Eatherly  objected  to  unnecessary  distribution  of  such 
correspondence. 
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2.  Dr.    Millar  said  he  had  received  a  letter  from  Mr.    Mark  Plummer,    President 

of  the  ISU  Chapter  of  the  AAUP,    which  letter  conveyed  the  thought  of  the  chapter 
that  the   Board  is  transgressing  the  prerogatives  of  the  faculty  by  its  action  some 
months  ago  asking  that  the  University  reexamine  the  performance  of  Professor  Cox 
and  whether  or  not  he  should  continue  as  a  faculty  member.      Dr.    Millar  said  the 
Board  had  taken  no  direct  action,    but  did  encourage  the  University,    in  fact,    to 
implement  those  processes  which  are  a  part  of  its  constitution.      Board  members 
had  received  Mr.    Plummer1  s  letter,    he  added,    and  believed  that  the  matter  required 
no  further  discussion  at  this  time. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  October  15,    1970,    be  approved 
as  distributed.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY  -  NO.    27 

Section  I  -   Title  III  (HEFA),    Annual  Interest  Grants  Program 

Dr.    Matsler  reported  for  the  information  of  the   Board  that  because  of  time  constraints 
the  applications  for  interest  subsidy  grants  for  the  Psychology- Mathematics  and  the 
Music   Buildings  at  Northern,    and  the  Education  and  South  Mall  Art  Buildings  at  Illinoi  s 
State  had  been  submitted  by  the   Central  Office  directly  to  the   Board  of  Higher  Education. 
If  approved,    these  grants  will  assist  the  institutions  or  building  agencies  in  reducing 
the  cost  of  long  term  financing. 

Section  II  -  Initial  Investment  of  ISU    Union- Auditorium  Revenue   Bond  Funds 

Dr.    Matsler  described  the  various  initial  investments  to  which  the  proceeds  of  the 

bond  issue  had  been  applied,    stating  that  if  held  to  maturity  dates  the  investments 

will  yield  interest  income  of  $742,  202,    representing  an  average  annual  yield  of  6.  856%. 

Mr.    Smith  said  he  believed  Mr.    Keating    had  done  an  excellent  job  in  managing  the 
funds  and  should  receive  the  whole-hearted  commendation  of  the  Board. 

Section  ILL  -   Change  in  Board  Regulations  -   Civil  Service  Staff  Benefits 
Dr.    Matsler  submitted  for  information  and  first  reading  of  the  Board  the  proposed 
new  Board  Regulation  regarding  Civil  Service  Staff  Benefits.      The  Merit  Board  had 
established  a  Joint  Benefits  Committee  composed  of  representatives  of  the  governing 
boards  and  the  University  Civil  Service  Advisory  Committee  to  study  the  current 
benefits  practices  and  to  make  recommendations  toward  a  uniform  policy  for  all 
employees  covered  by  the  System.      The  proposed  Regulation  is  a  result  of  the  work 
of  the  joint  committee. 

After  a  thorough  discussion  of  the  Regulation  as  submitted,    it  was  moved  by  Mr. 
Cornwell,    seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    that  prior  to  the  December  meeting  of  the  Regents 
the  Personnel  Coordinator  for  the  Central  Staff  prepare  an  analysis  and  comparison 
and  such  other  information  as  is  pertinent  for  the  information  of  the  Board  and  as  a 
basis  for  whatever  action  it  may  take;  and  further,    that  the  Personnel  Coordinator 
explore  with  other  board  executives  what  has  been  the  attitude  of  other  boards  in 
adopting  the  changes  proposed  by  the  Merit  Board;  and  that  the  requested  analysis 
and  comparison  be  furnished  to  members  of  the  Board  a  week  or  two  in  advance  of 
the  December  meeting  to  afford  ample  time  for  study. 
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Roll  was    called  and  the  motion    carried  unanimously. 

Section  IV  -   Board  of  Higher  Education  Actions,    November  1970 

Dr.    Matsler  reported  for  information  the  current  staff  and  organization  of  the   BHE, 
describing  the  different  areas  of  concern.      He  then  reported  on  the  recommendations 
of  the  Tuition  and  Financial  Aids  Study  Committee  of  the   BHE  which  proposed  to 
increase  tuition  at  the  public   senior  institutions  beginning  in  the  fall  term  of  1971, 
both  resident  and  non-resident,    and  to  eliminate  teacher  education,    county,    General 
Assembly  and  Department  of  Public  Aid  scholarships.      This  would  not  negate  those 
scholarships  already  issued. 

At  this  point,  Dr.  Millar  stated  it  would  be  appropriate  to  ask  for  reactions  from 
the  campuses  and  he  recognized  Dr.  Charles  Morris,  President  of  the  Academic 
Senate  of  Illinois  State  University. 

Dr.    Morris  advised  that  the  Academic  Senate  had  voted  to  register  its  concern  about 
the  deliberations  of  the  staff  of  the  BHE  concerning  any  direction  which  will  mean 
increased  tuitions  or  elimination  of  waivers.      He  advised  that  their  concerns  had 
been  communicated  by  letter  to  Dr.    Millar  with  a  copy  to  the   BHE.      It  would  seem 
appropriate,    he  thought,    to  study  the  effect  of  currently  approved  tuition  increases 
before  imposing  any  additional  increases,    and  the  effect  of  placing  the  burden  of 
increased  costs  in   education  on  the  undergraduate  student.     Also  appropriate  for 
study,    he  said,    is  the  need  for  student  exchange  between  Illinois  and  other  states, 
rather  than  eliminating  much  of  the  exchange  at  the  national  and  international  levels. 
Also,    he  said,    if  it  is  true  that  there  is  no  longer  a  need  for  teacher  education  waivers, 
this  needs  to  be  documented,    and  if  so,    then  these  monies  should  be  transferred  to 
other  areas  of  need.      In  brief,    he  said,    the  overall  effect  of  some  of  the  actions  or 
the  direction  now  taken  would  be  to  price  some  students  out  of  higher  education. 

Dr.    Charles  Hicklin,    ISU,    said  that  as  Chairman  of  the  Faculty  Advisory  Committee 
to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education,    he  will  also  be  making  his  concerns  known  to  that 
Board,    and  said  he  supported  the  remarks  of  Dr.    Morris.       Dr.    Lipscomb  advised 
that  the  University  Council  at  NIU  has  not  taken  a  position  as  yet  or  written  a  state- 
ment. 

Dr.    Lund  said  he  also  supported  Dr.    Morris  in  his  statement  and  added  that  he  would 
hope  that  Illinois  would  take  the  lead  in  initiating  a  conference  in  conjunction  with 
other  states  to  consider  the  problem  and  perhaps   seek  a  method  of  accomplishing 
some  sort  of  reciprocal  agreement.      This  is  a  complex  question,    he  stated,    but 
thought  that  Illinois  and  other  states  are  reversing  their  history  and  heritage  and 
said  he  believed  it  to  be  a  serious  mistake  to  wall  each  other  off.      Illinois  in  one 
sense  can  make  its  position  precarious,    in  bringing  its  program  into  line  with  what 
other  states  have  done.      Dr.    Lund  said  he  thought  it  crucial  that  someone  relay 
by  direct  approach  to  the  Governor  this  concern,     inasmuch  as  the  Governor  functions 
within  the  Education  Commission  of  the  States  where  educational  problems  of  the 
nation  are   considered.      The  Commission,     he   said,     has  the  staff  that  could  dissemin- 
ate this  information. 

Dr.    Millar   stated  he  would  convey  to  the   BHE  the  concern  of  the  Regents  and  he  asked 
Dr.    Lund  to  frame  a  letter  to  the  Governor  conveying  this  information. 
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Dr.    Matsler  reported  that  the   BHE  had  authorized  a  study  of  the  existing  public  uni- 
versity presses.;,    the  possible  need  for  new  presses,    and  the  location  of  university 

presses. 

Another  action  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  was  approval  of  the  lower  efficiency 
ratio  for  the  NIU  Psychology-Mathematics   Building. 

The  BHE  had  also  approved  the  release  of  $1,  047,  269  from  cost  increase  reserves 
and  federal  funding  reserves  for  the  construction  of  the  Education  Building  at  Illinois 
State  University.     Of  this  amount  $320,  800  is  cost  increase  reserve  and  $726,  469 
is  federal  funding  reserve. 

Addendum  to  Executive  Director's  Report    -   Construction  Consultant 

Dr.    Matsler  distributed  copies  of  the  Addendum  to  his  Report  which  recommended 

that  a  consultant  be  hired  to  make  a  study  to  include  the  following: 

1.  An  evaluation  of  existing  procedures  relative  to  (a)  the  relationship  and 
responsibilities  of  the  university,    board,    staff,    higher  board  and  the  Illinois  Building 
Authority,    and  (b)  activities  of  university  and  board  staff,    architects,    inspectors 
and  contractors  during  periods  of  construction. 

2.  Recommendations  which  would  lead  to  minimizing  construction  costs. 

Mr,    Comwell  requested  that  the  study  also  include  the  examination  of  specifications. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved,    seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    that  the  Executive  Director  be  author- 
ized to  employ  the  Wayne  Claasen  Engineering  firm  to  prepare  a  study  of  the  construc- 
tion pro:,  esses  as  recommended,    at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $5,  000,    during  the  next  two 
months.     Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  V  -  Report  of  Legal  Counsel 

1.  Mr,    Mathias  reported  on  the  inclusion  of  the  Board  of  Regents  in  an  amicus 
curiae  brief  in  the  matter  of  Roth  vs.    Board  of  Regents,    U.  S.    Court  of  Appeals, 
Seventh  Circuit. 

2.  Legal  Counsel  reviewed  alternatives  available  for  providing  liability  insurance 
or  indemnification  for  the  Board  of  Regents,    the  Regency  Universities,    Board  mem- 
bers,   and  officers  and  employees  of  each.      Legal  counsel  for  the  Board  of  Governors 
has  drafted  a  bill  which  it  hopes  to  introduce  in  the  next  session  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly.     This  has  been  presented  to  the  Joint  Council  for  Higher  Education  which  has 

in  turn  asked  legal  counsels  for  the  systems  to  work  together  on  the  drafting  of  a 
satisfactory  bill  to  submit. 

3.  Land  Acquisition  -  Illinois  State  University 

Dr.    Knoblauch   presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution 
authorizing  acquisition  of  land  for  the  use  of  Illinois  State  University.      The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was 
adopted  unanimously. 


RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Regents  finds  that  acquisition  of  the  following 
described  property  is  necessary  for  campus  development,  building  sites  and 
educational  purposes  of  Illinois  State  University: 

East  Half  of  the  West  Half  of  Lots  5  and  6  in  Block  2  in  the 
Twenty- Third  Addition  to  the  Town  of  Normal,    McLean  County, 
Illinois, 

more  commonly  known  as  408  West  Locust  Street;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  University  Development  Corporation  organized  to  act 
as  an  agent  for  the  Board  of  Regents  for  Illinois  State  University;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  said  University  Development  Corporation  has  arranged 
to  borrow  funds  through  the  First  National  Bank  of  Normal,    Normal,    Illinois, 
on  behalf  of  the   said  Board  of  Regents  for  Illinois  State  University  in  order 
to  acquire  the  above  described  premises  for  the  Board  of  Regents  and  the 
Board  of  Regents  agrees  to  reimburse  the  University  Development  Corpora- 
tion for  sums  expended  in  the  purchase  of  said  property,    together  with  inte- 
rest and  expenses  incident  thereto:

00  together  with  necessary  and  incidental  expenses  and 
this  Board  will  guarantee  repayment  of  said  loan,    subject  to  the  limitations 
imposed  by  Statute,    and  will  reimburse  the  University  Development  Corpor- 
ation for  such  sums  borrowed,    together  with  interest  and  expenses  incident 
thereto,    such  payment  to  be  made  from  funds  appropriated  by  the  General 
Assembly  or  from  revenue  bond  surplus; 

That  the  officers  of  this  Board  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into 
such  an  agreement  and  to  do  all  things  necessary  to  carry  out  the  intent    of 
this  Resolution.

Section  VI  -  New  Departments  at  ISU  -   Modification  of  Proposal  Approved  7/16/70 
Dr.    Matsler  asked  Dr.    Charles  Brim  to  present  this  request  from  Illinois  State  Uni- 
versity for  the  modification  of  a  proposal  for  the  creation  of  two  new  Departments 
which  had  received  approval  of  the  Board    in  July  1970.       Dr.    Brim  explained  that  in 
July  the   Board  had  approved  the  creation  of  a  Department  of  Theatre  and  a  Depart- 
ment of  Speech  Pathology  and  Audiology  and  had  directed  that  the  proposals  be  for- 
warded to  the   BHE  for  review  and  approval.      Subsequently  the  staff  of  the    BHE 
indicated  that  there  had  not  been  a  formally  approved  Master's  Degree  program  in 
the  area  of  Theatre,    although  for  many  years  ISU  had  offered  work  in  Theatre  as  a 
field  of  emphasis  within  the  Department  of  Speech.      Because  of  the  fact  that  a  sepa- 
rate Master's  degree  in  Theatre  had  not  been  requested  nor  approved,    ISU  has  re- 
vised its  proposal  for  the  creation  of  a  Department  of  Theatre  to  indicate  that  the 
Bachelor's  degree  program  in  Theatre  will  be  administered  by  the  Department  of 
Theatre  and  will  continue  to  advise  master's  degree  candidates  in  Speech  who  have 
selected  a  field  of  emphasis  in  Theatre. 

Mr,    Smith  moved,    seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    that  the  Board  approve  the  request 
of  Illinois  State  University  for  the  creation  of  two  new  departments,    the  Department 
of  Theatre  and  the  Department  of  Speech  Pathology  and  Audiology  (as  modified  to 
indicate  that  the  Department  of  Theatre  will  be  authorized  to  grant  baccalaureate 
degrees  only),    and  that  the  revised  proposals  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  for  its  review  and  approval. 

Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried.       Dr.    Knoblauch  directed  that  his  affirma- 
tive vote    be  qualified  to  indicate  his  dissatisfaction  with  the  arrangement  on  the 
program  in  Theatre. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  Executive    Director's  Report  No.    27  be  approved  as 
amended  and  submitted,    with  the  exception  of  those  sections  acted  on  separately. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Lund,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

Because  of  a  business  commitment,    Dr.    Lund  left  the  meeting  at  11:45  a.m. 
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REPORT  OF  AD  HOC    COMMITTEE  ON  ISU  UNION- AUDITORIUM  ADDITIVE  ALTER 
NATES  AND  RELATED  PROBLEMS 

Committee  members    (Dr.    Knoblauch,    Mr,    Cornwell  and  Mr.    Keating)  explained  in 
detail  the  options  explored  by  the  committee  at  its  meeting  on  November  3,    1970, 
with  regard  to  the  financing  of  alternates  to  the  Union- Auditorium  project  at  Illinois 
State  University. 

After  a  lengthy  discussion  of  the  different  approaches,     Dr.    Knoblauch  presented  and 
moved  for  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution: 

RESOLUTION  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  USE  OF  SURPLUS 
FUNDS  BY  ILLINOIS  STATE  UNIVERSITY  IN  THE 
AUXILIARY  ENTERPRISES  ACCOUNT  OF  SAID  UNIVER- 
SITY FOR  ADDITIONS  TO  THE  PROPOSED  NEW  UNIVER- 
SITY UNION-AUDITORIUM 


WHEREAS,    the  proposed  new  University  Union  -  Auditorium  Building 
is  being  built  with  the  proceeds  of  $11,  800,  000  Series  of  1970  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  provide  site  development 
work  in  the  amount  of  $90,  000  plus  architects'  fees  therefor  in  the  amount 
of  $4,  050  all  in  connection  with  and  in  addition  to  the  project  costs   scheduled 
to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  $11,  800,  000  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  Auxiliary  Enterprises  Account  of 
said  Illinois  State  University  surplus  to  all  needs  of  said  account  exceeds 
$94,  050, 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents  that: 

1.  Site  development  work  in  connection  with  the  University  Union- 

Auditorium    Building  now  under  construction  be  undertaken 
in  the  amount  of  $94,  050  in  addition  to  the  project  budget  for 
said  University  Union  -  Auditorium  Building  to  be  paid  from 
the  proceeds  of  $11,  800,  000  Series  of  1970  bonds. 

Z.  The  $94,  050  cost  of  said  additional  site  development  work, 

including  architects'  fees,    be  paid  from  the  Auxiliary  Enter- 
prises Account  at  Illinois  State  University. 

3.  This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  immediately 

on  its  passage. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted.

Dr.    Millar  inquired  whether  the  same  committee  would  continue  in  existence  for 
the  purpose  of  addressing  themselves  to  the  problem  of  the  revolving  fund  and 
report  to  the  Board  in  January  of  1971.      The  committee  agreed  to  undertake  the 
assignment. 

Dr.  Eric  Johnson  advised  the   Board  that  other  additive  alternates  would  be  presented 
later  in  the  meeting  when  the  ISU  President's  Report  would  be  modified  to  reflect 
the  agreed  upon  method  of  financing  the  alternates. 

The  ad  hoc  committee  had  also  considered  arrangements  for  the   sale  of  bonds  for 
the  Married  Student  Housing  project  at  Illinois  State   University.      It  was  the  advice 
of  Mr.    John  Shields  that  the  November  15  meeting  of  the   Board  be  adjourned  to 
reconvene  on  Monday,    November  30,    1970  at  which  time  bids  could  be  received  by 
the  Board  and  necessary  action  taken. 

Mr.    Smith  moved  that  the  Executive  Director  be  authorized  to  retain  the  firm  of 
Chapman  and  Cutler  for  legal  work  in  connection  with  the  proposed  $1.  6  million 
bond  issue  at  Illinois  State  University  for  student  housing  facilities  on  the  campus 
at  Normal;  and  further  that  the  Executive  Director  and  Legal  Counsel  for  the  Board 
explore  with  the  firm  of  Chapman  and  Cutler  the  matter  of  fees  covering  work  in 
connection  with  the  issue  of  bonds.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch, 
roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

The  Board  recessed  for  luncheon  at  12:15  p.m.    and  reconvened  in  public   session  at 
1:20  p.m. 


JOINT  UNIVERSITY  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  STATEMENT 

Dr.    Ira  Cohen,    Chairman  of  the  Joint  Faculty  Advisory  Committee,    advised  the  Board 
that  time  had  not  allowed  for  the  preparation  of  a  unified  statement  from  Illinois 
State  and  Northern  with  regard  to  the  proposed  faculty  salary  increases  for  the  next 
fiscal  year.      He   said  there  would  be  three  brief  presentations,    the  first  by  Mr.    James 
Koch,    Assistant  Professor  of  Economics  at  ISU,    followed  by  Dr.    Donald  Polzin, 
President  of  the  NIU  Chapter  of  AAUP,    and  Dr.    Arnold  A.    Slan,    President,    ISU-IAHE. 

Dr.    Millar  requested  that  the  prepared  statements  be  distributed  to  the  Regents  for 
study  and  that  the  speakers  confine  themselves  to  commenting  on  the  highlights    of 
the  statements. 

The  Chairman  thanked  all  three  for  their  presentations,    and  asked  that  copies  of  the 
statements  be  sent  to  Dr.    Matsler. 


OPERATING  APPROPRIATIONS  REQUESTS,    FY  72 

The  Chairman  stated  that  some  months  ago  when  preliminary  budgets  were  being 
formulated  there  had  been  appointed  a  committee  of  the  Board  and  staff  members 
of  the   Board.      Over  a  period  of  months  these  people  had  in  fact  examined  in  detail 
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the  budgets  which  the   Board  would  receive  today.      The   staff  has  looked  at  these 
requests  very  carefully  and  there  have  been  additions  and  deletions  as  well  as  re- 
assignment of  funds,    so  that  these  requests  are  not  unknown  to  the   Board.      He   said 
that  obviously  the  Regents  cannot  go  through  the  requests  in  as  much  detail  as  those 
who  create  them,    but  said  he  would  like  to  dispel  any  thought  that  the  details  and  the 
line  items  are  foreign  to  Board  members.      He  said  the   Board  would  act  in  good  con- 
science on  what  they  had  had  a  part  in  formulating. 

Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  with  the  Board  the  staff  analysis  of  the  budget  requests  which 
had  been  distributed  with  other  Board  materials  and  called  attention  to  some  slight 
revisions.      He  asked  whether  the  Chairman  or  Regents  would  care  to  question  the 
Presidents  or  himself  on  any  of  the  items. 

The   Chairman  responded  that  he  saw  no  need  for  that  inasmuch  as  Regents  had  met 
with  the  Presidents  and  staff  and  the  requests  had   been  submitted  in  good  faith. 
These  requests  are  the  net  result  of  the  examination  process,    but  thought  everyone 
should  recognize  that  these  are  just  requsts  and  they  will  still  be  judged   by.others, 
namely  the   Board  of  Higher  Education  and  its  staff,    and  ultimately  the  legislature, 
within  the  availability  of  funds.      Many  are  concerned  about  this  process,     he   said, 
and  the  role  a  governing  board  can  play  to  make  the  best  use  of  funds  available  to  its 
institutions.      He  added  he  would  like  to  go  on  record  in  transmitting  these  requests 
to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  that  once  the  availability  of  funds  becomes  known, 
and  should  there  be  any  revision  in  the  amount  of  the  Regency  request,    the  budgets 
should  be.  returned  to  the  Board  of  Regents  in  order  for  the  Board  to  work  with  its 
universities  to  determine  the  most  appropriate  use  of  the  funds  available. 

Mr.    Cornwell  presented  the  moved  for  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution: 

WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  has  reviewed  the  operating  budget 
requests  of  the  Regency  system  in  considerable  detail,    both  in  work  sessions 
with  its  staff  and  the  staffs  of  the  Universities,    and  in  public   session,    and 
has  examined  new  programs;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Regents  that  the  programs 
and  the  amounts  requested  by  the  Regency  Universities  are  in  accordance  with 
the  missions  assigned  to  the  Regency  Universities; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  operating  budget  requests 
for  fiscal  year  1972  in  the  amount  of  $93,  469,  682  be  approved  and  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  when  the  operating  budget  requests  for  the  Regency  Univer- 
sities are  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  as  authorized  by  the  above 
Resolution,    and  when  the  availability  of  funds  becomes  known,    should  there  be  any 
revision  in  the  amount  of  the  Regency  budget  request,    that  the  operating  budget  request 
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be  returned  to  the  Board  of  Regents  to  enable  it  to  work  with  its  universities  to 
determine  the  most  appropriate  use  of  the  funds  available. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

EMPLOYER   CONTRIBUTIONS  TO  STATE  UNIVERSITIES  RETIREMENT  SYSTEM 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  procedures  for  the  development  and  submission  of  operating 
appropriation  requests  for  1971-72,    as  issued  by  the   Board  of  Higher  Education, 
require  that  requests  for  employer  retirement  contributions  be  submitted  as  a  sepa- 
rate item.      The  total  request,    as  calculated  in  accordance  with    BHE  instructions 
and  those  of  the    State  Universities  Retirement  System,    amounts  to  $10,  346,  066  for 
the  Regency  Universities  and  the  Central  Office. 

On  motion  by  Dr.    Knoblauch: 

RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents  approve  the  request  for 
employer  retirement  contributions  for  1971-72  in  the  amount  of 
$10,  346,  066  for  the  Regency  System,    subject  to  any  subsequent  arith- 
metical and/or  clerical  adjustments;  that  the  Executive  Director  be 
authorized  to  approve   such  adjustments,    if  any,    and  report  them  to 
the  Board  at  its  next  meeting;  and  that  the  request  be  transmitted  to 
the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

NOTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY  CONSTITUTION 

After  a  considerable  discussion  of  the  Northern  Illinois  University  Constitution,    it 
was  moved  by  Dr.    Knoblauch  that  the  Northern  Illinois  University  Constitution  be 
approved  with  the  exception  of  the  Annex  and  the  Bylaws,    and  with  the  deletion  of 
the  second  paragraph  of  Section  3,    Part  1.  ,    Article  VIII,    which  reads  as  follows: 

"No  candidate   shall  be  included  for  final  selection  if  a  majority  of  either 
board  representatives  or  university  representatives  on  the  committee 
oppose  his  inclusion.  " 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,     and  the  motion  carried  with 
Dr.    Knoblauch,    Mrs.    Masters  and  Mr.    Smith  requesting  that  the  record  show  their 
votes  were  qualified. 

Dr.     Knoblauch  stated  that   he  felt  all  segments  of  the  University  should  be  included. 
Mrs.    Masters  stated  that  she  was  disturbed  by  the  fact  that  the  framers  inappropriately 
neglected  to  consider  the  legal  responsibilities  of  the  Board  of  Regents.      Mr.    Smith 
stated  that  his  ob  jections  remained  the  same  as  those  contained  in  a  letter  he  had 
directed  to  President  Smith  in  February  1970,    and  he  read  a  portion  of  that  letter: 
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"...    in  my  judgment  it  is  not  a  basic  document.      It  set  forth  many- 
detailed  rules  and  procedures  rather  than  a  broad  framework  for  a 
functioning  community.      I  fear  it  will  produce  an  over- structured  en- 
vironment and  actually  limit  freedom  and  flexibility  for  the  individual 
scholar  and  the  individual  student.      We  may  well  find  these  procedures 
rigid  and  cumbersome,    and  in  these  times  a  university  must  be  able  to 
adapt  readily  to  changing  condition.  " 

Dr.    Millar  stated  that  he  thought  it  would  be  extremely  difficult  to    change  the  Con- 
stitution,   that  it    is  not  flexible,    scholarly  or  sensitive  to  the  times.

(b)  Request  for  authorization  to  make  periodic  payments  for  assessments  to 
the  Academic  and  Athletic  Association  of  Midwest  Universities  not  to 
exceed  $25,  000  for  fiscal  year  1971.      Payable  from  General  Revenue 
contractual  and  from  the  Athletic  Association. 

(c)  After  a  presentation  by  Miss  Diane  Sutherland,    President  of  the  Inter-

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 

Dr.    Millar  stated  that  the  election  of  officers  of  the  Board  normally  takes  place  at 
the  January  meeting  of  the   Board.      Because  the  terms  of  three  members  expire  in 
January  1971,    and  to  allow  the  Governor  time  to  announce  his  appointments,     Dr. 
Millar  said  it  would  seem  appropriate  to  delay  the  election  of  officers  until  a  later 
meeting.     He  thought  this  would  allow  the  elections  to  be  carried  out  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  Board.     Another  factor  to  be  considered  is  the  delivery  of  the  bonds 
recently  sold  for  the  Married  Student  Housing  project  at  Illinois  State. 

Dr.    Millar  said  that  there  were  some  modifications  to  be  proposed  in  the  Governing 
Policy,    and  he  inquired  whether  Dr.    Matsler  would  like  to  review  these  with  the 
Board.      Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the  proposed  changes  had  been  sent  to  the  Regents, 
the  Presidents  and  the  members  of  the  Joint  Faculty  Advisory  Committee.     He  re- 
quested that  any  additional  proposals  for  changes  or  modifications  be  sent  to  him  to 
be  incorporated  into  a  document  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  for  a  first  reading  in 
January. 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

Mr.    Cornwell  and  Dr.    Charles  Morris,    Co- Chairmen  of  the  Presidential  Search 
Committee  for  Illinois  State  University,    reported  on  progress  made  in  the  screening 
of  candidates  for  the  Presidency,    noting  that  the  Committee  has  come  up  with  some 
very  promising  names. 

Dr.    Percy  L.    Julian  entered  the  meeting  at  9:45  a.  m. 

LONG  RANGE  POLICY  MATTERS 

Report  on  Tenure 

The  Chairman  introduced   Dr.    Ira  Cohen,     Chairman  of  the  Joint  Faculty  Advisory 
Committee,    who  then  presented  other  members  of  the  Committee  in  attendance: 
Mr.    Roger  Sweet  and  Mr.    Larry  Golden  of  Sangamon  State;  Dr.    Donald  Verene, 
Dr.    William  Hendrichson  and  Dr.    Charles  Canon  of  Northern  Illinois;  and  Dr.    Ben 
Hubbard,    Dr.    Charles  Hicklin,    and  Dr.    Charles  Morris  of  Illinois  State. 
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Dr.    Cohen  advised  that  their  report  on  tenure  had  been  divided  into  three  parts: 
the  first,    a  brief  survey  of  the  history  of  the  origins  of  tenure  to  be  presented  by 
himself;  the   second,    a  definition  of  the  terms  and  a  statement  of  the  "facts  of  the 
system"  to  be  presented  by  Dr.    Verene;  and  the  last,    a  model  dismissal  hearing, 
to  be  presented  by  Dr.    Hicklin. 

Because  of  the  interest  evidenced  in  this  important  topic  and  the   time  constraints 
which  prevented  a  more  thorough  discussion,    it  was  suggested  by  Dr.    Lund  that 
the  Committee  explore  the  possibility  of  arranging  a  one  or  two    day  seminar  on 
the  subject  that  Regents  and  other  interested  parties  might  attend. 

SPECIAL  INSTITUTIONAL  MATTERS 

The  Montgomery  Arboretum  -  Northern  Illinois  University 

Dr.    Millar  stated  that  there  had  been  a  great  concern  expressed  by  a  number  of 
persons  as  to  the  location  of  the  proposed  Psychology- Mathematics  Building  on  the 
campus  of  Northern  Illinois  University,    and  that  the  matter  had  been  placed  on  the 
agenda  at  the  request  of  Mr.    Don  Byers,    President  of  the  NIU  Student  Chapter  of 
the  American  Institute  of  Biological  Sciences,    and  also  Chairman  of  the  Save  the 
Arboretum  Committee. 

Mr.    Byers  distributed  copies  of  a  prepared  statement  to  the  Regents  in  which  he 
urged  the  Board  to  stop  all  ground-clearing  activities,   to  move  the  new  Psychology 
Building  to  another  site  on  the  campus,    and  to  turn  over  ownership  of  the  arboretum 
to  the  Illinois  Nature  Preserves  Commission  or  the  Illinois  Department  of  Conserva- 
tion to  be  preserved  for  posterity. 

Among  those  supporting  Mr.    Byers  in  his  request  were  Miss  Kay  Englemeyer, 
Mr.    John  Ryan,    Professor  Jack  Bennett  and  Assistant  Professor  Paul  Sorenson  of 
the  NIU  faculty,    Mr.    Roger  Sweet  of  Sangamon  State  and  others.      The  Chairman 
stated  that  because  the  matter  was  sufficiently  important,    it  would  be  continued 
when  the  Board  reconvened  after  luncheon. 

The  Board  reconvened  at  1:30  p.m.    and  the  Chairman  recognized  Representative 
R.    Bruce  Waddell  of  the  33rd  District.     Mr.    Waddell  said  that  he  would  like  to  con- 
gratulate the  students  for  the  orderly  manner  in  which  their  arguments  had  been 
presented  to  the  Regents,   noting  that  this  also  reflected  well  on  the  University. 
He  continued  that  he  had  been  an  ardert  conservationist  for  many  years    and  believed 
that  the  whole  question  reflected  a  lack  of  planning  which  went  back  many  years. 
He  suggested  to  the  students  that  they   must  accept  a  compromise  and  he  urged  the 
Board  to  give  serious  thought  to  setting  aside  adequate  land  which  might  replace  the 
tract  to  be  used  for  the  site  of  the  building. 

President  Smith  said  that  he  had  no  specific  recommendation  at  this  time,    but  that 
a  recommendation  would  be  made  to  the  Board  in  January;  and  that  at  that  meeting 
he  would  also  hope  to  have  a  least  a  beginning  of  a  plan  such  as  suggested  by  Mr. 
Waddell  to  present  to  the  Board. 
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REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR   -  NO.    28 

Section  I  -   Board  of  Higher  Education  Actions,     December  1970 

In  reviewing  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  action  on  capital  budget  requests,    Dr. 
Matsler  noted  that  only  3  3%  of  the  total  request  of  the  Regency  system  had  been 
approved,    including  the  Physical  Plant  Addition  at  ISU;    the  interim  facilities  at 
Sangamon  State;  and  the  College  of  Education  at  NIU,    which  will  be  constructed 
as  a  part  of  the   "fast  track  system"  pilot  study. 

Another  action  of  the   BHE  was  approval  of  the  Department  of  Theatre  and  the 
Department  of  Speech  Pathology  and  Audiology  at  ISU. 

Also  approved  was  the  budget  for  the  Illinois  State  Scholarship  Commission  in  the 
amount  of  $50.  3  million.      Of  this  total,    $2.  1  million  will  provide  for  anticipated 
tuition  increases  in  the  Fall  of  1971;  administration  costs  will  amount  to  $1.  3    million; 
and  with  the  exception  of  the  $1.  2  million  for  community  college  veterans'   awards, 
special  education  stipends  and  general  support  grants,    the  remainder  will  be  distri- 
buted on  the  basis  of  financial  need. 

Dr.    Matsler  reported  on  the  recommendations  of  Committee  L  as  to  ceiling  enroll- 
ments for  each  of  the  public  campuses.       Dr.    Lund  proposed  that  each  of  the  univer- 
sities be  prepared  to  set  its  own  percentages  as  to  lower  division,   upper  division 
and  graduate  students,    in  the  event  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  are  adopted. 
Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the  staff  would  be  exploring  with  the  Committee  in  January 
these  recommendations. 

Also  announced  by  the  BHE  in  December  was  the  current  priority  order  among 
capital  construction  projects.      Regency  system  projects  rank  as  follows: 
Psychology- Mathematics  Building  at  NIU  -  No.    3;  General  Purpose  Classroom 
Building  at  NIU   -  No.    5;  Music  Building  at  NIU  -  No.    6;  and  the  Library  at  ISU  -  No.  22. 

Section  II  -  Travel  Regulations 

All  systems  of  higher  education  are  required  to  implement  the  new  travel  regulations 
promulgated  by  the  Department  of  Finance  as  of  January  1,    1971,    and  it  was  the 
recommendation  of  Dr.    Matsler  that  the  regulations  as  appended  to  his  Report  be 
approved.      (Appendix  D.      Board  Regulations,      Section  VI.      Financial  Affairs, 
Subsection    C.      Travel  Regulations)     Pocket  sized  booklets  containing  the  significant 
provisions  will  be  printed  for  distribution  to  faculty  and  staff  of  the  institutions. 

Section  III  -   Change  in  Tuition  Rates 

After  a  discussion  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  commit- 
tee in  its  Report  on  Tuition  and  Financial  Aids,     Dr.    Matsler  withdrew  his  recom- 
mendations for  Regents'   action  on  the  proposed  tuition  increases  to  allow  the   Board 
time  to  explore  the  matter  further. 

He  did  request,    however,    that  the  Board  approve  the  recommendation  that  for  the 
period  January  1,    1971  through  August  31,    1971,    the  tuition  rates  per  credit  hour  for 
students  in  extension  courses  be  as  follows  for  both  residents  of  Illinois  and  non- 
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residents  of  Illinois:     $27.  00  at  Illinois  State  University;  $30.  00  at  Northern  Illinois 
University;  and  $18.  00  at  Sangamon  State  University. 

Section  IV  -   Staff  Automobile 

Approval  was  requested  to  accept  the  low  bid  received  for  the  purchase  of  a  new 

automobile  for  the  Executive  Director. 

Section  V  -   Change  in  Board  Regulations  -    Civil  Service  Staff  Benefits 
Dr.    Matsler  asked  Mr,    Hatch  to  review  for  the   Board  the  proposed   changes  to 
conform  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Merit  Board  to  assure  uniform  benefits 
among  all  public  institutions  of  higher  education  in  the  State.      The  staff  recommen- 
dations were  that  the  Board  approve  the  revised  benefits  subsection  of  the  Board 
Regulations  (Appendix  D.      Board  Regulations,     Section  (IV).      Operating  Staff, 
Subsection  C.      Benefits);  that  the  changes  be  effective  upon  adoption;  and  that  the 
changes  be  implemented  in  such  a  way  that  no  current  employee   suffer  a  loss  of 
benefits  due  to  this  revision. 

In  approving  the  proposed   changes,    the  Board  directed  that  the  Central  Staff  examine 
the  total  compensation  package  for  Civil  Service  employees,   with  a  view  toward  re- 
visions which  would  provide  adequate  benefits. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Lund,    that  the  Executive  Director's  Report 
No.    28  (with  the  exception  of  the  Report  of  Legal  Counsel,    and  the  item  withdrawn 
by  the  Executive  Director)  be  approved  as  submitted.     Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
carried, 

REPORT  OF  LEGAL  COUNSEL 

Mr.    Mathias  reported  on  the  status  of  the  suit  filed  in  the  Circuit  Court  against 
Telander  Bros.    Contractors  Inc.    and  the  United  States  Fidelity  and  Guaranty  Company 
on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

He  reported  that  in  executive  session  the  Board  had  been  advised  of  recent  develop- 
ments in  the  case  pending  in  the  United  States  District  Court  filed  by  L.    Verdelle 
Clark. 

In  connection  with  the  completion  of  the  Administrative  Services  Building  at  Illinois 
State  University,    Mr.    Mathias  stated  it  would  be  necessary  to  transfer  a  small 
amount  of  additional  land  to  the  Illinois  Building  Authority.      Dr.    Lund  presented  and 
moved  for  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution: 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Regents  has  heretofore  authorized  an 
Instrument  of  Transfer  to  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  for  a  site  on 
the  campus  of  Illinois  State  University,    Normal,    Illinois,   for  the 
Administrative  Services  Building;  and 

WHEREAS,    it  is  necessary  to  transfer  jurisdiction  of  additional 
premises  in  connection  with  the  chiller  line  extension  for  the  Admini- 
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strative  Services  Building  and  other  premises  on  the  campus  of  Illinois 
State  University; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  officers  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  an  Instrument 
of  Transfer  of  certain  described  real  estate  to  the  Illinois  Building 
Authority  to  construct  and  complete  the  Administrative  Services  Build- 
ing and  the  chiller  line  extension  thereof. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimou  sly . 

Mr.    Mathias  reported  that  in  December  1967  the  Board  adopted  a  resolution  request- 
ing the  IBA  to  build  the  Education  Building  and  a  Graduate  Study  Center  Building  at 
ISU  and  authorizing  the  officers  to  execute  a  conveyance  lease  and  other  necessary 
documents  to  carry  out  the  project.      Recently,    the  IBA    has  requested  and  the    officers 
have  executed  a  lease  for  each  of  these  buildings,    and  the  IBA  now  requires  a  resolu- 
tion ratifying  the  execution  of  the  leases  and  setting  forth  the  dollar  amounts  involved. 

Dr.    Knoblauch   moved  for  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution: 

WHEREAS,  the  76th  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois  has  declared 
it  to  be  in  the  public  interest  for  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  to  construct  cer- 
tain building  projects  for  the  Board  of  Regents,    and 

WHEREAS,    the  76th  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois  has  appropri- 
ated funds  to  said  Board  of  Regents  to  be  paid  to  the  Illinois  Building  Authority 
as  rent  under  the  terms  of  leases  to  be  entered  into  between  said  Authority  as 
Lessor  and  said  Board  as  Lessee  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  said  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  officers  of  this  Board,    pursuant  to  general  authority  hereto- 
fore given,    have  executed  leases  for  each  of  said  projects; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents  that:

The  Chairman  announced  that  the  next  item  on  the  agenda  was  consideration  of  the 
authorization  of  $1,600,000  University  Facilities  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1970A 
for  Illinois  State  University  to  be  issued  on  a  parity  with  and  under  the  restrictions 
of  $11,800,000  University  Facilities  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1970  for  Illinois 
State  University. 

The  Chairman  called  upon  Mr.    William  Keating,    Treasurer  of  the  Board,    for  a 
statement  with  respect  to  those  matters  contained  in  Article  8  of  the  resolution  adopted 
by  the  Board  September  17,    1970  concerning  situations  prerequisite  to  the  issuance  of 
additional  bonds  on  a  parity  with  said  Series  of  1970  bonds. 

Mr.    Keating,    as  Treasurer  of  the  Board,    submitted  a  certificate  in  the  following 
form: 

I,    William  Keating,    Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,    do  hereby  certify  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Article  8  of  the 
resolution  adopted  by  said  Board  on  September  17,    1970  authorizing  an 
issue  of  $11,800,000  University  Facilities  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1970 
of  Illinois  State  University,    as  follows:

Facilities  and  Surplus  Net  Revenues  of  the  Existing  Uni- 
versity Facilities,    all  as  defined  in  said  resolution,    and 
the  amount  of  the  Net  Revenues  of  the  additional  student 
housing  facilities  to  be  constructed  with  the  proceeds  of 
$1,  600,  000  Series  of  1970A  bonds  (consisting  of  50   - 
1-bedroom  and  50  -  2-bedroom  units)  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,    1972   (being  the  first  full  fiscal  year  of 
the  operation  of  such  additional  student  housing  facilities) 
will  be  in  the  aggregate  $1,  554,495,    which  is  not  less  than 
one  and  one-fourth  (1-1/4)  times  $1,  118,  443  due  in  the  year 
ending  June  30,    1973,    being  the  maximum  amount  of  inte- 
rest on  and  principal  of  said  Series  1970  bonds  and  the  pro- 
posed $1,  600,  000  Series  of  1970A  bonds  coming  due  in  any 
future  fiscal  year  ending  June   30.

1970  $38  per  semester 

And  a  fee  charged  each  part-time  student  enrolled  of 
$19   per  semester  for  said  University  Union- Auditorium 
Building  with  all  such  respective  fees  for  the  summer 
session  to  be  one-half  of  the  amount  applicable  to  the 
regular  semester. 
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Charges  for  all  services  rendered  in  any  and  all  of  the  University  Facil- 
ities and  Existing  University  Facilities  other  than  the  right  of  occupancy 
and  food  served  as  regular  meals  for  the  occupants  of  the  residence  halls 
shall  be  set  from  time  to  time  by  the  Dean  of  Administrative  Services  of 
Illinois  State  University  and  shall  be  sufficient  at  all  times  to  produce 
gross  revenues  equal  to  not  less  than  110%  of  the  direct  operating  expenses 
incurred  in  providing  such  service.     All  the  foregoing  rates  and  charges 
shall  be  effective  immediately  upon  passage  of  this  resolution  except  the 
fee  to  be  charged  each  student  enrolled  for  the  University    Union- 
Auditorium  Building  financed  with  bonds  dated  August  1,    1970,    which 
shall  be  initiated  with  the  1972  summer  session. 

Section  2.      That  the  rates  and  charges,    including  the  fee  to  be  charged 
each  student  enrolled  for  the  University  Union- Auditorium  Building, 
established  in  Section  1  hereof,    hereby  determined  to  be  initially  neces- 
sary and  adequate,    shall  be  revised  by  the  Board  of  Regents  from  time  to 
time  so  as  always  to  satisfy  the  covenant  set  forth  in  Section  7.

WHEREAS  said  Board  of  Regents  recognizes  the  social  and  educational

Facilities  to  the  fullest  extent  practicable,    even  if  such  preference 
and  priority  results  in  the  non-use    of  all  or  a  part  of  similar  space 
or  facilities  available  at  said  University,    which  may  be  suitable 

or  usable  for  said  purposes. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  surplus   space  or  facility  should  become  available 
in  said  University  Facilities  or  Existing  University  Facilities, 
the  officers  of  said  University  are  hereby  directed  to  require 
occupancy  and  use  of  said  University  Facilities  and  Existing 
University  Facilities  to  the  fullest  extent  practicable. 

(c)  The  officers  of  said  University  are  hereby  directed  to  utilize 
and  cause  the  utilization  of  said  University  Facilities    and 
Existing  University  Facilities  in  such  manner  to  yield  continu- 
ously the  maximum  revenues  of  which  said  University  Facilities 
and  Existing  University  Facilities  are  reasonably  capable. 

Section  2.      That  this  Board  reserves  the  right  to  amend  these  rules  and 
regulations  to  meet  changing  conditions  for  the  use  of  the  facilities  and 
services  afforded  by  the  University  Facilities  and  Existing  University 
Facilities  to  fulfill  the  covenants  made  by  said  Board  in  the  pledge  of 
revenues  to  be  derived   from  said  University  Facilities  and  Existing 
University  Facilities  under  said  resolution  adopted  on  even  date  here- 
with providing  for  the  issue  of  said  $1,  600,  000  University  Facilities 
Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1970A  for  Illinois  State  University.

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  increase  the  amount  pre- 
sently available  for  contingency  incident  to  the  construction  of  said  Univer 
sity  Union  -  Auditorium  building;  and 

WHEREAS  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  Auxiliary  Enterprises  Account  of 
said  Illinois  State  University  surplus  to  all  needs  of  said  account  exceeds 
$195,  000; 

NOW,    THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents  that: 
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1.  There  be  transferred  $195,  000  from  the  Auxiliary- 
Enterprises  Account  at  Illinois  State  University  to 
the  Illinois  State  University  1970  University  Facilities 
Revenue  Bonds  Construction  Account,    established  by 
Section  10.  02  (ii)  of  the  resolution  adopted  by  said  Board 
September  17,    1970  authorizing  said  $11,800,000  Series 

of  1970  bonds  to  augment  the  Contingency  Fund  established 
in  connection  with  the  construction  of  said  University 
Union  -  Auditorium  building. 

2.  This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  immedi- 
ately on  its  passage.

on  Sunday,    January  17,    1971  in  the  Embassy  Room  of  the  Sheraton- Blackstone 
Hotel,    Chicago,    Illinois.      Dr.    Gordon  H.    Millar,    Chairman,    presided. 

Dr.    Millar  welcomed  Dr.    Michael  J„    Bakalis,    the  newly  inaugurated  Superinten- 
dent of  Public  Instruction,    and  ex  officio  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents.

Among  others  in  attendance  were  the  staffs  of  the  universities  and  the  Central  Office; 
Mr.    Paul  E.    Mathias,    Legal  Counsel  to  the  Board;  Mr.    John  Shields  representing 
the  Barcus-Kindred  firm;  members  of  the  Joint  Faculty  Advisory  Committee;   and 
representatives  of  the  news  media. 

Dr.    Millar  announced  that  the  public  meeting  would  run  through  12  Noon,    at  which 
time  the    Regents  would  adjourn  for  luncheon  to  be  followed  by  an  executive   session 
until  2:00  p.m.      He  did  not  anticipate  that  the  public  session  would  reconvene. 

Dr.    Millar  stated  that  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  December  20,    1970  had  been 
distributed  and  inquired  whether  there  were  any  additions  or  corrections.       Dr. 
Matsler  requested  that  on  page  17,    item  No.    4  under  Northern  Illinois  University 
be  corrected  to  read  as  follows:     "Final  plans  and  specifications  having  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Board,    permission  was  requested  to  release  the  project  for  bids.  " 
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Dr.    Knoblauch  moved,    seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    that  the  minutes  of  December  ZO, 
1970  be  approved  as  corrected.     Roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 

Dr.    Millar  announced  that  he  would  read,    to  be  inserted  into  the  record,    the  letter 
dated  January  Z,    1971  directed  to  him  and  in  which  President  Rhoten  A.    Smith  of 
Northern  Illinois  University  had  tendered  his  resignation: 

January  Z,    197  1 

Dear  Gordon; 

With  this  letter  I  submit  to  you  and  to  the  Board  of  Regents  my 
resignation  as  President  of  Northern  Illinois  University.     If  agreeable 
to  you  and  the  Board,    I  should  like  to  make  this  effective  July  31,    1971 
with  the  last  month  constituting  earned  vacation  time. 

Despite  the  "relentless  pressures"  of  the  presidency,    about  which 
Bud  Geigle  wrote  in  his  newsletter  last  month;  despite  problems  that 
sometimes  seemed  incapable  of  satisfactory  solution;  despite  burdens  of 
responsibility  that  approached  the  unbearable  on  occasion  --  despite  all 
these,    I  have  enjoyed  immensely  these  four  years  as  Northern's  presi- 
dent.     Indeed,    I  would  not  have  missed  the  opportunity  for  anything. 

Now,    however,    the  opportunity  afforded  for  a  different  kind  of 
experience  as  Provost  for  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  seems  to  make 
sense  for  me  at  this  stage  in  my  career,,       The  decision  was  not  an  easy 
one  to  make,    I  can  assure  you,    but  I  have  decided  it  is  the  right  one  for 
us  at  this  juncture. 

Working  with  you  and  other  members  of  the  Board  of  Regents  has 
been  one  of  the  most  rewarding  and  satisfying  experiences  of  my  life. 
Indeed,     it  has  been  a  distinct  honor  and  privilege  for  me  --  as  I  shall 
try  to  tell  you  more  personally  when  I  see  you  again. 

A  letter  has  gone  to  each  of  the  members  of  the   Board  today. 
Announcement  to  the  public  will  take  place  the  afternoon  of  January  6 
at  the  University  Council  meeting.

It  was  moved  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    that  the  Board  accept 
the  resignation  of  Dr.    Rhoten  A.    Smith  as  President  of  Northern  Illinois  Univer- 
sity.    Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 
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In  commenting  on  President  Smith's  resignation,    Dr.    Millar  stated  that  the 
Regents  are  losing  an  exceptionally  fine  president  under  whose  leadership  Northern 
Illinois  University  had  grown  and  many  of  the  old  problems  had  begun  to  dissipate. 
Dr.    Millar  said  he  wished  to  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  President  Smith  for 
his  work,    to  wish  him  well   in   his  new  endeavors,    and  to  state  that  it  had  been  a 
privilege  to  work  with  him. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  suggested  that  the  Executive  Director  should  prepare  a  suitable 
commendation  for  President  Smith  on  behalf  of  the    Regents. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  the  Board  must  now  implement  the  procedure  for  seeking 
another  president.      He  said  he  had  talked  with  the  University  Council  at  Northern, 
and  representatives  of  that  body  would  meet  with  the  Board  in  executive   session 
after  which  a  public  announcement  would  be  made  so  that  all  concerned  will  know 
the   structure  of  the  selection  committee.     He  continued  that  one  of  the  main  prob- 
lems is  that  the  university  has  no  constitution,    and  therefore  no  specific  plan  is 
prescribed  for  the  selection  of  a  president.      He  named  Mr.    J.    Robert  Barr, 
Mr.    Loren  Smith  and  Mr.    Anthony  Varese  as  representatives  of  the   Board  to  the 
selection  committee. 

An  attempt  would  be  made,    Dr.    Millar  stated,    to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the 
search  committees  for  Northern  Illinois  and  Illinois  State  through  the  office  of  the 
Executive  Director  of  the  Board.     He  said  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  offer 
to  a  broad  spectrum  of  candidates  some  commonality  and  eliminate  any  question 
of  artificial  competition  between  the  two  universities.      It  had  been  his  observation, 
he  stated,    that  as  management  of  education  becomes  more  complex,    a  candidate 
for  the  presidence  of  a  large  university  must  clearly  have  qualifications  and  capa- 
bilities broader  than  have  been  traditional.      There  are  some  extremely  difficult 
problems  to  face  with  regard  to  the  management  of  a  $50  million  enterprise  when 
the   source  of  funds  is  not  unlimited,    and  this  requires  a  very  special  kind  of 
managerial  skill.     He  said  the  Board  would  encourage  both  search  committees  to 
broaden  the  aspect  of  the  search,    to  take  off  the  traditional  constraints  in  order  to 
attract  people  to  the  university  who  may  not  have  been  so  attracted   in  the  past,    and 
he  said  he  hoped  that  in  the  long  run  the  Board  would  be  able  to  select  and  install, 
hopefully  by  the  Fall  of  1971,    two  exceptionally  qualified  presidents. 

PSYCHOLOGY-MATHEMATICS  BUILDING  -  NIU 

There  being  no  Committee  reports  to  be  presented,    the  Chairman  said  the  next 
matter  to  be  considered  by  the  Board  would  be  the  Psychology- Mathematics 
Building  at  Northern  Illinois  University. 

The    Chairman  said  that  before  calling  upon  President  Smith  to  make  his  recommend- 
ation,   he  wished  to  state  that  this  is  the  building  about  which  the  Board  had  heard  so 
much  discussion  because  of  the  fact  that  it  will  occupy  a  spot  on  the  campus  currently 
used  as  an  arboretum.      At  the  December  meeting  several  delegations  had  presented 
arguments  to  save  this  particular  piece  of  ground  and  to  move  the  building  to  another 
site.      Everyone,    he   said,    appreciates  that  at  this  particular  stage  moving  the  build- 
ing would  be  a  very  costly  process.      The  President  had  assured  him,     Dr.    Millar 
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said,    that  he  has  structured  a  committee  to  examine  land  use  at  Northern  and  to 
set  aside  areas  which  will  be  determined  in  concert  with  the  Biology  Department 
for  the  special  purposes  required.      The  Board  had  expected  to  hear  a  report  from 
that  committee  at  this  meeting,    he  said,    but  due  to  illness  this  had  not  been  possible. 

President  Smith  assured  the  Board  that  the  committee  has  been  formed  and  that  it 
would  report  to  the  Board  in  the  very  near  future.     He  then  introduced  Mr.    Shigeo 
Okamoto  of  The  Perkins  &  Will  Partnership,    who  presented  a  tabulation  of  bids 
received  for  the  Psychology- Mathematics  Building  at  the  offices  of  the  Illinois 
Building  Authority  on  December  30,    1970. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  architect,    President  Smith  requested  that  the 
Board  recommend  to  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  that  contract  be  awarded  to 
Paul  Jacobson  &  Co.  ,    DeKalb,    Illinois,    as  follows:

Amount  of  Contract  $3,784,200.00 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    that  the    Board  accept 
the  bid  as  presented  and  recommend  to  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  the  award 
of  contract  to  Paul  Jacobson  &  Co.    for  construction  of  the  Psychology- Mathematics 
Building.     Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.    William  H.    Moluf  of  the  S.    W.    Knetsch  &  Associates,    Inc.     engineering  firm 
presented  a  tabulation  of  bids  received  for  Site  Improvements  for  the  Psychology- 
Mathematics  Building,    Phase  I  -  Utility  Extensions,    on  December  30,    1970  at  the 
Illinois  Building  Authority  offices. 

President  Smith  said  the  University  concurred  in  the  recommendation  of  the 
engineers  that  the  Board  accept  the  low  bid  of  Elliott  &  Wood,    Inc.  ,    DeKalb,    111.  , 
and  recommend  to  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  the  award  of  contract  as  follows:

It  was  moved  by  Mr.    Smith,    seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    that  the  Board  accept  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  engineering  firm  and  recommend  award  of  contract  to  the    Illinois 
Building  Authority.      Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously.

WHEREAS,    the  74th  and  75th  General  Assemblies  have  declared  the 
construction  of  Illinois  Building  Authority  Project  No.    76-118   (75-54)   (70-30), 
the  Psychology- Mathematics  Building  at  Northern  Illinois  University,    DeKalb, 
to  be  in  the  public  interest;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Higher  Education  is  empowered  by  IRS   Chap-

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  has  heretofore  requested  that  the

EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  -  NO.    29 

Se  ction  I  -   Board  of  Higher  Education  Actions,    January  1971 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  revised  figures  for  the  FY72  Operating  Appropriations  as 

recommended  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 

The  report  of  Committee  N  on  governance  was  deferred  at  the  January  meeting  of 
the  BHE,     Dr.    Matsler  reported,    to  be  presented  possibly  in  February. 
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The  Board  of  Higher  Education  has  reactivated  a  committee  to  examine  the  need 
for  new  campuses  in  the  State,    with  a  report  scheduled  for  November  1971. 

The  Regents'   request  for  authorization  to  construct  a  facility  at  NIU  to  house  computer 
equipment  was  approved,    and  the  BHE  also  reaffirmed  its  prior  approval  of  the  Married 
Student  Housing  project  at  ISU. 

Section  II  -   Tentative  Report  Schedule  for  Calendar  Year  1971 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  for  information  of  the  Board  the  Report  Schedule  for  1971. 

Section  III  -   Board  Regulation:     Non-Appropriated  Funds 

Dr.  Matsler  presented  for  approval  of  the  Board  a  proposed  regulation  providing 
for  uniform  procedures  regarding  non-appropriated  funds  which  would  formalize 
and  extend  as  system-wide  policy  many  of  the  currently  existing  practices  at  the 
Regency  universities  and  insure  adequate  measures  of  control,  safeguarding  and 
disclosure  in  the  use  and  handling  of  such  funds. 

After  a  thorough  discussion  of  the  proposed  regulation,    it  was  moved  by  Dr.    Knoblauch, 
seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    that  the  regulation  (Appendix  D.    Board  Regulation,    Section  VI. 
Financial  Affairs,    Subsection  D.     Non- Appropriated  Funds)  be  approved  as  submitted 
and  subsequently  revised.     Roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried  unanimously.       The 
text  of  the  regulation  as  revised  appears  below; 

Financial  resources  available  to  the  Board  of  Regents  for  the  operation  of  the 
Regency  Universities  include  appropriations  by  the  Illinois  General  Assembly 
and  certain  other  non-appropriated  funds  as  permitted  by  statute.     Section  6A-4 
of  the  State  Finance  Act*  provides  that  certain  non-appropriated  funds  may  be 
retained  by  the  universities  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Regents  and 
used  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes  set  forth  therein.      This  Regulation  is 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Regents  to  establish  uniform  procedures  relating  to  the 
use  and  handling  of  such  funds  as  receipts  from  revenue  bond  operations, 
auxiliary  enterprise  operations,    and  other  self-supporting  activities;  govern- 
mental and  private  gifts,    grants  and  contracts;  a  working  cash  fund;  unrestricted 
institutional  funds;  activity  fees;  athletic  fees;  and  such  other  funds  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  approved  by  the  Board. 

1.  DEPOSITARIES 

All  funds    not  required  to  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  shall  be  deposited 
in  banks  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Regents  to  serve  as  depositaries. 
Such  designated  banks   shall  be  required  insofar  as  may  be  practicable  to 
deposit  securities  equal  in  market  value  to  the  amount  of  funds  so  deposited 
with  them  as  authorized  by  an  "Act  in  Relation  to  the  Deposit  of  Public 
Funds"  approved  July   16,    1963  (I.  R.  S.    Ch.    102,    Sec.    34). 

Each  year  each  of  the  Universities  shall  file  with  the  Board  of  Regents  a 
report  of  beginning  balances,    deposits,    withdrawals,    and  ending  balances 
for  all  bank  accounts. 


*    Chapter  127,    paragraph  142  A4,    Illinois  Revised  Statutes   (1969) 
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2.  DISBURSEMENTS 

The  Board  of  Regents  shall  designate  those  persons  duly  authorized  to 
sign  checks,    drafts,    or  orders  drawing  upon  funds  deposited  in  author- 
ized banks  in  accordance  with  procedures  approved  by  the  Board. 

3.  INVESTMENT  OF  FUNDS 

Several  funds  of  the  same  general  category  or  classification  may  be 
combined  in  a  single  account  with  an  authorized  depositary;  however, 
the  books  and  records  of  the  University  shall  reflect  the  amount  in  each 
such  fund  so  deposited  and  the  charges  against  each  fund.      Any  amount 
of  such  deposits  in  excess  of  the  amount  reasonably  necessary  to  meet 
the  anticipated  expenses  of  such  funds  shall  be  invested  either  in    direct 
obligations  of,    or  obligations  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  which  are 
fully  guaranteed  by,    the  United  States  of  America. 

4.  BUDGETS 

Each  year  the  Universities   shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Board  for 
approval  an  annual  operating  budget  reflecting  estimated  income  and  pro- 
jected expenditures  by  major  categories  for  the  various  non-appropriated 
funds. 

5.  RECORDS  AND  AUDITS 

The  Universities  shall  prepare  and  maintain  such  financial  records  and 
reports  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  principles  and  standards 
of  accounting  and  financial  reporting  for  colleges  and  universities  as  are 
necessary  for  sound  financial  management  and  adequate  disclosure.      Each 
year  the  Universities  shall  file  with  the  Board  a  copy  of  their  annual  finan- 
cial report. 

A  copy  of  the    audit  by  the  Auditor  General  shall  be  filed  with  the  Board 
of  Regents  and  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  Board  as  the  official  audit 
of  such  funds. 

6.  INSURANCE  PROTECTION 

The  Regency  System  shall  obtain  and  carry  a  blanket  crime  policy  which 
extends  protection  to  the  non-appropriated  financial  assets  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  the   Board,    the  cost  to  be  borne  in  proportion  to  the  coverage 
afforded. 

7.  PAYMENT  OF  WAGES  AND  BENEFITS 

Employees  receiving  payment  of  wages  and  benefits  from  non- appropriated 
funds,     including  but  not  limited  to  revenue  bond  operations,    shall  be 
treated  on  an  equal  basis  with  employees  receiving  payment  of  wages  and 
benefits  from  appropriated  funds. 
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8. 


BOND  RESOLUTIONS 


In  the  event  of  a  conflict  between  the  provisions  of  these  regulations 
and  the  requirements  of  specific  bond  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Regents,    the  latter  shall  govern.

The  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents  convened  at  9:00  a.  m. 
on  Sunday,    February  21,    1971  in  the  Embassy  Room  of  the  Sheraton- Blackstone 
Hotel,    Chicago,    Illinois.     In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,    Mr.    Guy  E.    Cornwell, 
Vice  Chairman,    presided. 

Mr.    Cornwell  called  the  meeting  to  order,    roll  was  called,    and  the  following 
members  were  present:

Among  others    in  attendance  were  the  staffs  of  the  Universities  and  the  Central 
Office;  Mr.    Paul  E.    Mathias,    Legal  Counsel  to  the  Board;  members  of  the  Joint 
Faculty  Advisory  Committee;  and  representatives  of  the  news  media. 

Mr.    Cornwell  referred  to  the  printed  agenda  and  stated  that  according  to  the  time 
schedule  he  hoped  to  complete  most  of  the  agenda  items  to  "Other  Matters"  by 
12:00  Noon,    at  which  time  the  Regents  would  adjourn  for  luncheon.     He  stated  the 
meeting  would  reconvene  at  2:00  p.  m.    at  which  time  presentations  from  architects 
would  be  heard  and  he  hoped  the  meeting  could  be  adjourned  by  3:00  p.m. 

Mr.    Cornwell  announced  that  President  Robert  C.    Spencer  of  Sangamon  State  Uni- 
versity had  arrived  in  Chicago  on  Saturday  evening  to  attend  the  meeting,    but  had 
received  word  that  his  son  had  been  injured  in  an  automobile  accident,    and  he  had 
returned  to  Springfield. 
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Mr.    Cornwell    stated  that  the  Minutes  of  the  meeting  of  January   17,    1971  had  been 
distributed  and  he  inquired  whether  there  were  any  additions  or  corrections. 
There  being  none,    Dr.    Knoblauch  moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Julian,   that  the  Minutes 
of  January  17,    1971,    be  approved.     Roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 

Carrol  B.     Cox,    Jr. 

Mr.    Cornwell  reminded  the  Board  of  the  action  taken  at  its  meeting  on 
August  11,    1970  at  which  time  the  Board  had  expressed  its  intention  to  review  the 
fitness  of  Assistant  Professor  Carrol  Cox  to  remain  on  the  academic  staff  at 
Illinois  State  University  beyond  the  1970-71  academic  year  and  to  take  appropriate 
action  upon  the  conclusion  of  that  review.     He  stated  that  Illinois  State  University 
had  been  requested  to  develop  procedures  for  this  review,    to  make  the  review,    and 
report  to  the  Board  of  Regents. 

He  further  stated  that  Illinois  State  University,    through  appropriate  commit- 
tees,   had  made  such  a  review  and  had  made  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Regents  at  an 
executive   session  held  on  February  20,    1971.      Mr.    Cornwell  called  upon  Dr.    Geigle 
to  present  his  report  and  recommendations.      Dr.    Geigle  reported  as  follows: 

"The  review  of  Assistant  Professor  Carrol  B.    Cox,    Jr.    has  been 
submitted  to  you,    as  requested.      It  is  my  opinion  that  the  report  is  excep- 
tionally well  done.     It  is  thorough,    objective,    clear  and  sensitive  to  the 
full  dimensions  of  the  issues  involved.      The  personnel  who  conducted  the 
review  are  to  be  complimented,    not  only  for  addressing  themselves  to  a 
review  of  Professor  Cox,    but  to  the  attention  given  to  academic  freedom 
through  their  examination  and  critical  evaluation  of  the  review  procedures. 
All  of  us,    I  think,    have  benefited  from  having  the  review  accomplished. 

"I  hope  you  can  concur  with  the  actions  I  intend  to  take  which  are 
as  follows: 

1.  I  will  communicate  to  Professor  Cox  that 

a.  His  fitness  as  a  faculty  member  has  been  seriously  ques- 
tioned by  his  peers. 

b.  He  will  be  given  an  official  notice  of  his  inadequacies  and 
copies  of  all  relevant  university  documents  governing 
ethical  behavior  and  faculty  responsibilities. 

c.  The  Faculty  Status  Committee  report  be  made  a  part  of 
his  permanent  file  and  be  available  for  consideration  in 
the  event  of  further  violations  of  professional  standards. 
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d„  There  will  be  an  in-depth  review  of  his  teaching  performance, 

scholarly  productivity  and  professional  service  prior  to  May  1, 
1972.     If  there  has  not  been  improvement  as  measured  by  the 
criteria  then  in  effect  for  evaluating  other  faculty  members, 
Dr.    Cox  will  be  given  a  notice  of  termination  of  employment. 

e„  He  will  be  notified  that  any  violation  of  ethical  standards  will 

be  investigated  by  the  appropriate  agency  and,    subject  to    due 
process,    any  serious  violation  will  be  cause  for  immediate 
dismissal,, 

2.  I  will  request  that  the  Department  of  English  work  closely  with 

Dr.    Cox  in  improving  the  effectiveness  of  his  performance." 

It  was  moved   by  Mr.    Smith,    seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    that  the  Board  approve  the 
above  recommendations.      Roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried,    with  Dr.    Knoblauch 
voting  "No". 

Dr.    Geigle  further  reported  additional  recommendations  with  regard  to  univer- 
sity procedures  as  follows: 

a.  That  the  university  college  and  department  Appointment,    Promotion 
and  Tenure  Committees  immediately  review  their  criteria  for  evalu- 
ation and  their  evaluation  procedures,, 

b.  That  the  Faculty  Status  Committee  be  instructed  to  study  the  advisa- 
bility of  regularized  periodic  reviews  of  all  faculty  members  on  tenure. 

c.  That  the  Academic  Senate  clarify  the  relationship  of  the  Faculty  Status 
Committee  to  cases  arising  out  of  the  Code  of  Ethics. 

d.  That  the  Academic  Senate  be  instructed  to  initiate  a  study  of  a  wide 
variety  of  sanctions  for  violation  of  its   Code  of  Ethics  which  may  be 
intermediate  between  warning  and  dismissal,    and  which  may  include 
suspension  and/or    probation. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    seconded  by  Dr.    Julian,   that  the  Board  receive 
the  above  report.      Roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

ISU  Search  Committee  -  Mr.    Cornwell 


Mr.    Cornwell  reported  that  great  strides  had  been  made  in  the  search  for  a 
president  for  Illinois  State  University.     Dr.    Charles  Morris,    Co-Chairman    of  the 
Presidential  Search  Committee,    stated  that  in  the  last  two  weeks  they  had  been 
involved  in  interviewing  about   13  persons  and  that  a  few  more  will  be  interviewed 
shortly.      He  advised  there  will  be  some  persons  whom  they  will  want  to  consider 
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further  by  making  visits  to  sites  where  they  are  now  employed  and  that  there  would 
be  schedules  for  campus  visits  in  the  next  three  weeks.     He   stated  there  had  been 
approximately  ZOO  names  of  candidates  considered  by  the  committee. 

Mrs.    Masters  stated  she  would  like  to  commend  the  ISU  Presidential  Search 
Committee  for  the  thoroughness  they  had  shown.      Mr.    Cornwell  said  he  was  deeply 
impressed  with  the  work  of  the  Committee. 

NIU  Search  Committee  -  Mr.    Barr 

Mr.    Barr,    Committee  member  of  the  Presidential  Search  Committee,    Northern 
Illinois  University,    stated  that  Chairman  Millar  had  appointed  Dr.    D.    Richard  Little 
and  himself  a  committee  of  two  to  report  to  the  Board  with  recommendations  regard- 
ing the  structure  of  the  Presidential  Search  Committee  for  Northern  Illinois  Univer- 
sity,   and  he  submitted  the  following  written  report: 

REPORT  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  REGENTS 
FEBRUARY  21,  1971 


Presidential  Selection  Process  --  Northern  Illinois  University 

I.  Nature  of  the  Selection  Process. 

The  selection  process  should  be  an  open  and  comprehensive  one 
in  which  the  major  constituent  groups  of  the  University  community  would 
have  significant  input.     Initially,    a  number  of  groups  and  organizations  have 
been  invited  to  submit  to  the  Search  Committee  written  statements  of  their 
views  on  the  criteria  which  should  be  established  for  potential  presidential 
candidates.      The  Committee  may  also  decide  to  hear  oral  statements  from 
representatives  of  these  groups.      The  groups  include  the  alumni,    student 
organizations,    minority  groups,    faculty  organizations,    academic  college 
councils  and  administrators,    and  non-academic  personnel. 

We  think  that  the  criteria  which  the  Search    Committee  will  apply 
to  potential  candidates  should  emerge  out  of  this  broad  consultation  with  the 
university  community.      We  are  particularly  concerned  that  the  next  president 
be  not  only  generally  well  qualified  and  experienced,    but  that  his  experience 
and  skills  be  directly  relevant  to  the  particular  problems  and  challenges  which 
will  face  NIU  during  the  next  few  years.      Therefore  we  are  encouraging  a  wide 
variety  of  groups  in  the  University  to  address  themselves  to  these  problems 
and  to  communicate  their  views  to  the  Committee. 

At  a  later  date,    several  major  constitutent  groups  will  be  invited 
to  form  advisory  committees  for  the  purpose  of  interviewing  candidates  who 
will  come  to  campus  at  the  request  of  the  Selection  Committee    later  in  the 
selection  process.     The  groups  will  probably  include  students,    alumni,    resi- 
dents of  DeKalb-Sycamore,    administrators,    non-academic  personnel  and 
faculty. 
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II.  Composition  of  the  Search  Committee. 

We  propose  a  Search  Committee    composed  of  1 1  members  distri- 
buted as  follows:      3  members  of  the  Board  of  Regents,    already  appointed; 
5  faculty  members  (1  from  the  University  Council,    and  1  each   from  the  four 
academic  colleges)  all  of  whom  have  now  been  elected   pursuant  to  procedures 
established  by  the  University  Council  on  January  13,    1971;    and  3  students, 
to  be  selected  by  a  special  student  screening  committee   (which  has  now  been 
formed).

The  Search  Committee  shall  elect  a  Chairman  and  such  other  officers  as  it 
shall  deem  necessary. 

III.  Coordination  of  the  NIU  and  ISU  search  procedures,    and  use  of  Board 
Staff. 

The  fact  that  ISU  and  NIU  are  searching  for  new  presidents  simul- 
taneously presents  both  opportunities  and  problems  for  our  selection  process. 
In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  duplication  of  effort  and  at  the  same  time  en- 
sure that  our  search  will  be  comprehensive,    we  think  it  essential  that  the 
Board  of  Regents  staff  play  a  coordinating  role  in  our   selection  process. 
This  would  entail  such  measures  as  the  maintenance  of  duplicate  files  of  all 
records  and  correspondence  in  the  Board  office  and  on  campus;  frequent  con- 
sultation between  the  Search  Committee  and  the   staff  on  matters  of  procedure, 
timing.,    and  individual  candidates,    particularly  where  there  is  a  possible  over- 
lap with  the  ISU  search  process;  and  the  assistance  of  the  Board  staff  in 
identifying  potential  presidential  candidates. 

IV.  Budget. 

A  proposed  budget  is  attached  to  this  report.      The  estimated 
expenditures  are  necessarily  tentative,    based  on  comparisons  of  expenditures 
of  the  ISU  search  and  previous  NIU  search  in  1966.      The  Committee  will  work 
closely  with  NIU  budget  officers,    and  with  the  Board  itself  on  this  matter. 
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V.  Progress  to  date. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing,  the  faculty  and  Board  representatives 
on  the  Search  Committee  have  been  chosen,  and  the  student  members  will  be 
chosen  soon. 

A    recently-acquired  house  has  been  provided  by  the  University 
for  the  Search  Committee's  use.     It  has  been  furnished  and  equipped  to  serve 
the  committee.      It  contains  a  secretary's    office,    an  office  for  the  Chairman 
of  the  Search  Committee  which  is  also  available   for  use  by  any  member  of 
the  Committee,    and  a  conference  room  for  meetings  of  the  entire  committee. 
The  house,    located  at  543  Lucinda  Avenue,    has  been  fully  furnished  and 
equipped  for  the  committee,    and  will  be  open  from  8:00  a.m.   to  noon  every 
day.      A  part-time   secretary  has  been  hired  and  will  be  in  the  house  daring 
those  hours. 

Mr.    Barr  stated  that  since  the  date  of  the  report,    three  students  had  been 
selected  to  serve  on  the  Committee:     Raymond  Richardson,    Renard  Jackson,    and 
Leslie  Starks.     He  said  that  the  structure  recommended  had  been  approved  by  the 
University  Council  at  Northern  Illinois  University,    and  that  he  and  Mr.    Loren 
Smith  had  held  discussions  with  representatives  of  other  groups,    and  had  assured 
themselves  that  these  groups  are  satisfied  with  this  structure. 

Dr.    Little  reported  that  there  would  be  a  public  meeting  on  Monday,    Febru- 
ary 22,    1971  on  campus.     He  said  releases  had  been  sent  to  approximately  250 
groups  in  which  they  have  been  asked  to  prepare  and  give  out  statements  as  to  what 
they  expect  in  selecting  a  President.     Dr.    Little  also  advised  they  had  met  with 
Mr.    Quaintance  as  a  part  of  their  interest  in  looking  for  outside  assistance  in  the 
search. 

Mr.    Cornwell  inquired  of  the  efforts  to  coordinate  with  the  Illinois  State  Uni- 
versity Presidential  Search  Committee  as  had  been  discussed  at  the  January  meeting, 
Dr.    Little  advised  that  they  had  had  informal  meetings  and  that  they  will  try  to 
coordinate  efforts  as  much  as  possible  in  order  not  to  duplicate  work. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.     Smith,    seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,   that  the  Board  accept 
the  reports  of  both  the  Illinois  State  University  and  Northern  Illinois  University 
Presidential  Search  Committees.     Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unani- 
mously. 

SPECIAL  INSTITUTIONAL  MATTERS 

Progress  Report  on  Academic  Affairs  Program  -  SSU 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Robert  C.  Spencer,  President  of  Sangamon  State  Univer- 
sity, Dr.  Asa  Ruyle,  Acting  Vice  President  for  Business  Affairs,  presented  a  letter 
from  President  Spencer  advising  the  Board  of  developments  at  SSU. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    that  the  letter 
be  received  and  placed  on  file.     The  motion  was  unanimously  carried. 
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Campus  Environment  and  Outdoor  Resources  -  NIU 

President  Smith  reported  that  steps  were  being  taken  to  minimize  the  loss 
represented  by  buildind  the   Psychology- Mathematics  Building  in  the  wooded  area 
known  as  Montgomery  Arboretum.      He   stated  there  are  three  kinds  of  losses 
involved:     (1)  a  loss  of  research  in  a  natural  area,    (2)  a  loss  of  study  area  because 
of  trees  as  a  natural  resource  on  campus  and  (3)  a  loss  of  trees,    which  cannot  be 
fully  compensated  for.     He  stated  meetings  had  been  held  between  the  Physical 
Plant  people  and  interested  students  and  faculty  and  they   have  drawn  up  careful 
guidelines  to  minimize  environmental  damage  and  destruction  of  plant  and  animal 
life  during  construction,    and  that  these  guidelines  will  soon  be  reviewed  with  the 
construction  firms  to  assure  their  cooperation  in  saving  as  many  trees  as  possible 
to  maintain  the  area  as  a  very  pleasant  environment. 

He  reported  on  the  establishment  of  a  committee  on  campus  environment 
which  will  work  through  and  with  the  University  Facilities  Committee  to  develop 
a  comprehensive  plantings  plan  to  utilize  the  total  campus  as  a  formal  arboretum. 
He  also  reported  upon  surveys  being  made  of  available  areas  for  acquisition, 
particularly  those  within  15  miles  of  the  campus  and  stated  that  the  University  is 
exploring  a  variety  of  means  of  acquisition. 

Mr.    Smith  complimented  President  Smith  on  his  report  and  stated  there 
certainly  is  a  special  need  for  landscaping,    etc.    on  campuses. 

EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  NO.    30 

Section  I  -   Proposed  Changes  in  the  Governing  Policy 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  for  first  reading  of  the  Board  the  proposed  changes  in  the 
Governing  Policy.     He  asked  that  the  Regents  examine  the  proposed  changes  and 
think  about  how  they  will  act  upon  them.     He  called  particular  attention  to   page  3 
where  a  new  Paragraph  E.    to  Section  3  had  been  added  to  read  as  follows: 

The  Board  of  Regents  shall  invite  one  student  and  one  faculty 
member  to  be  chosen  by  and  from  the  membership  of  the  Joint  Univer- 
sity Advisory  Committee  to  sit  as  participating  non-voting   advisors  at 
the   Board  table  during  open  sessions  of  scheduled  Board  meetings. 

He   stated  that  some  Board  members  had  indicated  they  were  not  in  favor  of  this 
while  others  indicated  they  did  favor  this  addition,    and  he  asked  for  discussion  at 
this  time,    stating  that  he  would  be  happy  to  reexamine   it  with  the    idea  of  redrafting 
it. 

A  number  of  the  Regents  and  members  of  the  Joint  Faculty  Advisory  Committee 
stated  their  positions  with  respect  to  this  proposal.     Dr.    Matsler  stated  that  if 
the  Regents  were  going  to  move  in  the  area  of  such  participation  he  would  search 
for  a  possible  alternate  model,   but  that   as  yet  he  had   not  heard  one   suggested. 
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Section  II  -  Regents'  Work  Schedule 

Dr.    Matsler   presented  as  an  information  item  a  suggestion  for  the  Board  of  Regents' 
Work  Schedule  which  would  include  a  study   leading  to  a  possible  three  year  bachelor's 
program.     If  such  a  study  were  to  be  made,    he  stated,    it  would  have  to  be  initiated 
by  the  faculty.     He  suggested  that  a  system-wide,    in-depth  study  of  this  subject  be 
considered.      He  reported  that  if  changes  were  to  be   made,    pushing  ahead  at  this 
time  would  be  appropriate. 

Several  members  of  the  Board  expressed  opinions  and  made  suggestions    concerning 
additional  studies  and  broad  issues  to  be  considered  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Section  III  -   Board  of  Higher  Education  Actions 

Dr.    Matsler  asked  Mr.    Keating  of  the  Central  Staff  to  give  a  report  on  the  Operating 
Appropriation  Requests  for  FY  1971-72.     Mr.    Keating  reported  that  at  its  January  5, 
1971  meeting  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  approved  a  total  of  $82,  217,142  for  the 
fiscal  year  1971-72.      This  amount  represented  88%  of  the  total  amount  requested. 
He   stated  that  while  the  Board  of  Regents  had  not  taken  action  upon  the  question  of 
tuition  increases,    instructions  from  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  stated  that  all  budget 
request  forms  submitted  to  that  office  should  reflect  the  tuition  increase  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.     He  requested  authorization  to  prepare  the 
necessary  appropriation  bills  reflecting  the  higher  tuition  rates. 

A  few  members  of  the  Joint  Faculty  Advisory  Committee  and  students  expressed 
their  opposition  to  the  higher  tuition  rate  and  requested  the  Board  to  take  a  stand 
against  the  higher  tuition  increase. 

Mr.    Mathias  read  a  resolution  and  discussion  followed  as  to  the  Board  being  on 
record  as  opposed  to  the  higher  tuition  charges.      Mr.    Mathias  then  presented  the 
revised  resolution  as  follows: 

RESOLUTION 

RESOLVED,   that  pursuant  to  the  instructions  of  the  Bureau  of  the 
Budget,   the  staff  of  the  Board    of  Regents  is  authorized  to  prepare  the 
appropriation  bills  for  the  Board  of  Regents  and  the  Regency  Universities 
upon  the  basis  of  the  higher  tuition  rates  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Higher  Education  with  the  understanding  that  such  action  does  not  commit 
this  Board  to  support  the  increased  tuition  rates. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  for  adoption  of  the  foregoing  Resolution.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Roger  Sweet,     Larry  Golden  and  Robert  Jackson  expressed  opposition  to  the  higher 
tuition  rate    and  stated  that  the  Board  should  take  a  stand  as  being  against  the 
increase  in  tuition. 

Report  of  the  Ad  Hoc    Committee  on  Admissions  Policies 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  attorneys  for  the  several  university  systems  are 
considering  criteria  to  be  followed  in  determining    residency.      This  question 
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becomes  increasingly  important  with  the  proposed  tuition  increases  for  out-of-state 
students.      The  proposals  will  be  considered  by  the  attorneys  and  discussed  with  the 
admissions  officers  for  the  several  universities,    and  a  report  will  then  be  made  to 
the  governing  boards  of  the  university  systems  for  their  consideration. 

Proposal  for  Aid  to  Non- Public  Higher  Education 

Dr.    Matsler  reported  the  action  of  the  BHE  recommending  aid  to  private 
higher  education  in  Illinois,   total  amount  to  be  $13.  3  million. 

Section  IV  -   Travel  Expenses  for  Joint  Faculty  Advisory  Committee 
Dr.    Matsler  reported  that  there  are  at  present  no  procedures  for  paying  travel 
expenses  of  the  Committee,    although  the  Central  Office  has  been  paying  the  expenses 
for  one  member  from  each  university.     The  Committee  has  had  a  very  good  record 
of  attendance,    and  it  has  now  asked  that  their  travel  expenses  be  paid.     He  stated 
it  would  cost  close  to  17%  of  the  Central  staff's  total  budget  to  pay  these  expenses 
and  suggested  that  each  university  pay  for  its  own  members.     He  added,    however, 
that  there  is  some  dissatisfaction  with  this  proposal   and  he   suggested  that  the  Board 
should  address  itself  to  the  question  of  who  should  pay  these  expenses.      The  staff 
recommendation,    he  said,     is  that  travel   expenses  to  Board  meetings  for  the  Joint 
University  Advisory  Committee  be  provided  by  the  respective  universities. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.    Barr,    seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    that  each  of  the  Regency 
Universities  provide  for  travel  expenses  of  its  members  of  the  Joint  Faculty  Advisory 
Committee   (to  be  called  the  Joint  University  Advisory  Committee,    upon  approval  by 
the  Board)  to  attend  the  regularly  scheduled  Board  meetings;  and  further  that  such 
expenses  be  budgeted  at  the  Board  level  for  FY  73.     Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

Section  V  -   Pilot  Program  for  the  Design  and  Construction  of  Higher  Education 

Buildings 

Dr.    Matsler  recommended  that  the  College  of  Education  Building  at  Northern  Illinois 
University  be  included  in  the  proposed  pilot  program  for  the  design  and  construction 
of  higher  education  buildings,    and  he  requested  authorization  to  move  ahead  with  this 
program. 

It  was   moved  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,   to  approve  the  pilot  program 
as  outlined  in  the  Executive  Director's  Report  for  the  design  and  construction  of 
higher  education  buildings.      Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  VI  -   Public  Service  Careers  Program 

Dr.    Matsler  spoke  on  the  Public  Service  Careers  Program.     He  stated  he  had   been 
in  contact  with  Dr.    James  Holderman,     Executive  Director  of  the  BHE,    and  had  been 
assured  that  the  universities  would  be  using  their  own  personnel  on  the  campuses  to 
implement  the  program.     He  called  on  Mr.    W.    Jerome  Hatch,    Personnel  Coordinator, 
to  give  a  short  report. 
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Mr.    Hatch  reported  that  the  universities  were  concerned  with  Board  of  Higher 
Education  personnel  being  on  their  campuses.     He  stated,    however,    the    univer- 
sities would  be  doing  the  recruiting,    hiring,    etc.    involving  full  time  people. 
He  stated  there  would  be  some  problems  involved  with  Civil  Service  rules,    but 
these  would  have  to  be  resolved. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.    Smith,    seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    that  the  Board  approve 
proceeding  with  the  PSC  program  with  the  stipulation  that  the  universities  must 
be  in  complete  agreement  with  the  administrative  procedures  of  the  program 
prior  to  the  initiation  of  the  program.     Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

Section  VII  -  Report  of  Legal  Counsel 

Mr.    Mathias,    Legal  Counsel,    presented  his  report.     He  stated  that  it  was  neces- 
sary to  grant  an  easement  to  Northern  Illinois  Gas   Company  for  utility  extensions 
to  the  Married  Student  Apartment  project  site  in  Normal.     He  presented  the 
following  Resolution: 

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,    the  Northern  Illinois  Gas  Company  proposes  to 
expand  its  facilities  to  better  serve  the  needs  of  Illinois  State  Univer- 
sity at  Normal,    Illinois,    by  the  expansion  of  natural  gas  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  Northern  Illinois  Gas  Company  has  requested 
an  easement  over  the  campus  of  Illinois  State  University  at  Normal  in 
order  to  expand  an  underground  gas  main; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED   that  the  Board  of  Regents 
for  Illinois  State  University  at  Normal  hereby  authorizes  and  directs 
its  Vice- Chairman  and  Secretary,    on  behalf  of  said  Board,    to  execute  a 
grant  of  easement  to  Northern  Illinois  Gas  Company  for  the  installation, 
operation  and  maintenance  of  an  underground  gas  main  to  be  located  on 
the  following  described  real  estate,    to-wit: 

Part  of  the  Northeast  Quarter  Section  Zl  and  the 
Northwest  Quarter  Section  22,    Township  24  North 
Range    2  East  of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian, 
Normal  Township,    McLean  County,    Illinois. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.    Smith,    seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,   that  the  foregoing  Resolution 
be  adopted.      Roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Mr.  Mathias  then  presented  a  Resolution  authorizing  the  grant  of  an  easement  to 
Northern  Illinois  Gas  Company  along  the  east  line  of  the  golf  course  premises  at 
Illinois  State  University  as  follows: 
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RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,    the  Northern  Illinois  Gas  Company  proposes  to  expand 
its  facilities  to  better  serve  the  needs  of  Illinois  State  University  at 
Normal,    Illinois,    by  the  expansion  of  natural  gas  facilities,    and 

WHEREAS,    the  Northern  Illinois  Gas  Company  has  requested  an 
easement  over  the  campus  of  Illinois  State  University  at  Normal  in  order 
to  expand  an  underground  gas  main, 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents 
for  Illinois  State  University  at  Normal  hereby  authorizes  and  directs  its 
Vice- Chairman  and  Secretary,     on  behalf  of  said  Board,    to  execute  a 
grant  of  easement  to  Northern  Illinois  Gas  Company  for  the  installation, 
operation  and  maintenance  of  an  underground  gas  main  to  be  located  on 
the  following  described  real  estate,    to- wit: 

The  West  10  feet  of  the  East  30  feet  of  the  South 
8Z0  feet  of  the  Southeast  Quarter  of  Section  Z0 
in  Township  24  North,    Range  2  East  of  the  Third 
Principal  Meridian,    Normal  Township,    McLean 
County,    Illinois. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.    Smith,    seconded  by  Dr.   Knoblauch,    that  the  foregoing  Resolu- 
tion be  adopted.      Roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Mr.    Mathias  advised  that  it  is  proposed  that  Illinois  Power  Company  operate  an 
electric  substation  and  other  equipment  in  order  to  better  serve  Illinois  State 
University  and  he  presented  the  following  Resolution: 

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,    the  Illinois  Power  Company,    an  Illinois    corporation, 
proposes  to  expand  its  facilities  to  better  serve  the  needs  of  Illinois  State 
University,    and  such  expansion  requires  the  grant  of  a  perpetual  easement 
to  the  said  Illinois  Power  Company  for  the  construction,     operation  and 
maintenance  of  an  electric  sub- station  and  other  equipment  appurtenant 
thereto  situated  on  a  certain  parcel  of  land  owned  by  Grantor  situated  in 
the  County  of  McLean,    State  of  Illinois,    and  described  as  follows: 

A  part  of  Lots  3,    4,    5  and  6  and  a  portion  of  the  vacated  20  feet 
wide  North- South  alley,    all  being  in  Block  6    in  the  Third  Addition 
to  the  Town  of  Normal,    being  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  South  line  of  said  Block  6,    said  point 
being  88.  2  feet  West  of  the  Southeast  corner  thereof;  thence 
North  130  feet  parallel  with  the  East  line  of  said  Block  6,   thence 
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West  160  feet  parallel  with  the  South  line  of  said  Block  6, 
thence  South  130  feet  parellel  with  the  East  line  of  said 
Block  6  to  the  South  line  of  said  Block  6,    thence  East  160 
feet  along  the  South  line  of  said  Block  6  to  the  Point  of 
Beginning; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents 
for  Illinois  State  University  at  Normal,    Illinois,    hereby  authorizes  and 
directs  it's  Vice- Chairman  and  Secretary  on  behalf  of  said  Board  to 
execute  a  grant  of  easement  to  the  Illinois  Power  Company  for  the  con- 
struction,   operation  and  maintenance  of  an  electric  sub- station  and  other 
equipment  appurtenant  thereto  to  be  located  on  the  above-described  real 
estate. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.    Barr,    seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    that  the  foregoing  Resolu- 
tion be  adopted.     Roll  was  called  and  the  Resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 
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Mr.    Mathias  further  recommended  that  the  Board  authorize  negotiations  for  and 
the  obtaining  of  easements  from  the  Town  of  Normal  for  electric  transmission 
extension  and  utility  lines  across  and  along  University  Street  for  utility  tunnel 
across    College  Avenue  at  the  University  Street  intersection  and  an  easement  to 
construct  a  storm  sewer  in  Locust  Street  from  School  Street  to  Main  Street. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    seconded  by  Dr.    Julian  that  the  Board  authorize 
negotiations  for  and  the  obtaining  of  the  foregoing  easements.      Roll  was  called, 
and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.    Mathias  reported  that  there  had  been  requests  that  the   Board  authorize  the 
manner  of  destruction  of  cancelled  securities  and  presented  the  following  Resolution; 

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,    it  may  be  desirable  from  time  to  time  to  destroy  securities 
issued  by  the   Board  of  Regents  or  its  predecessors  which  have  been  paid, 
redeemed,    or  cancelled  and  the  Board  should  authorize  the  method  of  destruc- 
tion, 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED   by  the   Board  of  Regents  that 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Regents  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  pro- 
vide for  the  cremation,    effective  mutilation,    or  destruction  by  disintegration 
of  bonds,    refunding  bonds,    or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  including 
interest  coupons  relating  thereto,    heretofore  or  hereafter  issued  by  the  Board 
of  Regents  or  its  predecessors  which  are  in  the  possession  of  or  under  the 
control  of  the  Treasurer  or  any  depositary  or  paying  agent  of  the   Board  and 
which  have  been  paid,    redeemed,    or  cancelled  at  least  one  year  prior  to  the 
date  of  cremation,    mutilation,    or  destruction.      The  authority  herein  contained 
shall  extend  to  any  portion  of  any  serial  issue  of  such  bonds,    refunding  bonds, 
evidences  of  indebtedness,    and  interest  coupons  which  have  been  so  paid, 
redeemed,    or  cancelled,    and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,    that  the  cremation,    effective  mutilation,    or 
destruction  by  disintegration  shall  be  conducted  in  the  presence  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Regents  or  persons  duly  authorized  by  him,    and 
the  Treasurer  or  the  persons  so  authorized  by  him  shall  at  such  time  execute 
a  certificate  of  cremation,    mutilation  or  destruction  by  disintegration,    which 
certificate  shall  contain  a  brief  description  or  identification  of  the  bonds, 
refunding  bonds,    or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  or  interest  coupons  so 
cremated,    mutilated,    or  destroyed,    and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,    that  such  certificate  of  cremation,    mutilation, 
or  destruction  by  disintegration  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Regents  and  retained  among  the  permanent  records  of  the  Board. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.    Barr,    seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,   that  the  foregoing   Resolution 
be  adopted.      Roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 
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Mr.    Mathias  discussed  briefly  the  claim  submitted  by  the  State's  Attorney  of 
DeKalb  County  in  the  amount  of  $4,  5  91.  75  for  overtime  payments  to  deputy 
sheriffs  in  connection  with  the  May  1970  disturbances  at  Northern  Illinois  Univer- 
sity.    He  recommended  that  the  claim  be  denied  and  that  the  State's  Attorney  of 
DeKalb  County  be  advised  accordingly. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Knoblauch,  seconded  by  Mr.  Barr,  that  the  Board  deny 
this  claim.     Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.    Mathias  commented  upon  a  number  of  bills  pending  in  the  current  session  of 
the  Illinois  General  Assembly  which  affect  the  Regency  Universities. 

Mr.  Cornwell  commented  that  the  Board  should  devise  a  system  whereby  the 
Regents  could  be  advised  of  pending  legislation  and  procedures  developed  for 
determining  the  position  of  the  Board  of  Regents  upon  pending  bills.

RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Regents  request  the  Illinois  Building 
Authority  to  let  construction  contracts  for  the  South  Mall  Art  Build- 
ing at  a  total  cost  of  not  to  exceed  $4,  763,  650,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  $4,  628,  000  of  such  cost  will  be  paid  by  the  Illinois  Building 
Authority  and  that  the  remainder  of  the  cost  of  such  building  will  be 
paid  by  the  Board  of  Regents  from  Federal  funds  made  available  by 
the  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare  in  accordance 
with  the  policies  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Varese,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

President  Geigle  advised  the  Board  that  they  had  received  and  briefly  reviewed  a 
copy  of  Master  Plan  Phase  III  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education,    and  he  stated  that 
he  takes  strong  exception  to  certain  parts  of  the  plan  as  it  is  written  and  applies 
to  Illinois  State  University.     He  stated  that  of  greatest  import  are  the  limitations 
the  plan  will  place  upon  Illinois  State  University,    and  which  are  a  complete  reversal 
and  change  in  direction  from  Master  Plan  Phase  II.     ISU  will  present  its  objections 
at  the  March  10  hearing  upon  the  plan. 

The  Board  requested  that  copies  of  Master  Plan  Phase  III  be  furnished  to  each  of 
the  Regents.     Mr.    Cornwell  stated  that  it  was  his  understanding  that  the  Board  of 
Higher  Education  intended  to  hold  a  series  of  hearings  throughout  the  State,   the 
first  to  be  at  DeKalb  on  March  3.

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Knoblauch,  seconded  by  Mr.  Smith,  that  the  preliminary  plan 
as  presented  be  approved,  and  that  the  engineers  be  authorized  to  proceed  with  the 
contract  documents.

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Phase   B  Interim  Facilities  -  SSU 

Mr.    Joseph  Murphy  of  the  architectural  firm  of  Murphy,    Downey,    Wofford  & 
Richman  presented  the  plans  for  the  Phase  B  Interim  facilities  project.      He  re- 
viewed the  plans  and  outlined  alternatives  for  which  bids  would  be  taken.      Phase   B 
Interim  Facilities    is  a  General  Revenue  project  and  consists  of  38,  000  sq.    ft.    for 
science  laboratories,    classrooms,    faculty  office  area,    darkrooms  and  library  space. 
Certain  facilities  have  been  excluded  from  the  bidding  documents  with  the  expecta- 
tion that  funds  will  remain  or  become  available  to  enable   subsequent  bidding  proced- 
ures,   i„  e.    office  and  classroom  partitions,    built-in  laboratory  furniture,    carpeting, 
greenhouse,    media  classroom  seating  and  library  stacks. 

There  was  discussion  of  the  priority  of  alternates  and  particularly   a  discussion  of 
the  office  and  classroom  partitions.     Mr.    Murphy  explained  that  from  figures  he  had 
he  felt  confident  that  they  would  be  very  close  to  their  budget,    and  that  he  had  excluded 
$50,  000  for  partition  work  from  the  total  amount. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    that  the  plans  as  presented 
be  approved  and  that  the  Board  authorize  advertising  for  and  receiving  of  bids  for 
the  project.      Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously.

University  Library  and  Classroom/Office   Building

and 

That  the  presentation  of  any  such  authorized  position  before  the 
legislature  or  any  committee  thereof  shall  be  coordinated  by  such  Commit- 
tee. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

There  being  no  further  business  before  the  Board,    Mr.    Cornwell  declared  the 
meeting  adjourned  until  the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  Board  on 
March  18,    1971,    at  DeKalb,    Illinois.

Mr.    Oates1 
statement  to  the  Board  is  on  file  with  the  Secretary.     It  requested  the  Board  of

Regents  to  authorize  the  signing  of  the  contract  with  union  employees,    delayed 
because  of  the  jurisdictional  dispute  between  the  Teamsters  Union  Local  330  and 
Council  #34.     After  a  brief  discussion,    it  was  agreed  that  the  matter  would  be 
referred  to  the   University  for  reaction  and  that  the   Board  would  then  re-examine 
the  matter  and  reply  to  the  Illinois  State  Employees  Union  request  on  April  15,    1971. 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

Illinois  State  University  President  Search  Committee 

Mr.    Cornwell,     Co- Chairman  of  the  committee,    advised  that  the  committee  had 
been  very  active  within  the  past  30  days.      Two  prospective  candidates  had  been  on 
campus  and  others  are  scheduled  for  visits  very  soon.      He   stated  that  in  conversa- 
tion with  Dr.    Charles  Morris,    Co- Chairman,    they  had  agreed  there  is  a  possibility 
the  committee  could  make  recommendations  to  the   Board  in  the  form  of  nominations 
for  consideration  within  thirty  days.      The  committee  at  that  time   should  be  prepared 
to  present  a  relatively  small  number  of  prospective  candidates  to  the  Board  for  its 
consideration. 

Northern  Illinois  University  President  Search  Committee 

Mr.    Barr,    a  Board  representative  to  the  Search  Committee,    called  upon  Dr.    Richard 
Little,    Chairman  of  the  committee,    to  report  on  its  activities,    adding  that  a  written 
report  had  been  distributed  to   Board  members,    'with  a  general  distribution  having 
been  made  of  the  criteria  developed. 

Dr.    Little  said  that  the  committee  had  met  8  times   since  the  last  Regents'  meeting. 
The  statement  of  criteria  had  been  essentially  developed  out  of  an  open  forum  held 
several  weeks  ago.      Also  of  help  were  two  conversations  with  presidents  of  univer- 
sities  -   President  Smith  of  NIU  and  President  Harrington  of  the  University  of  Wiscon- 
sin.     The  committee  has  completed  the  period  of  soliciting  nominations,    he   said, 
although  they  will  still  be  accepted.      The  committee  is  now  looking  at  the  information 
it  has  in  terms  of  individuals.      It  has  examined  materials  from  the  files  of  the  ISU 
search  committee  and  has  invited  the  campus  to  submit  names.      The  Central  Staff 
has  been  helpful,    Dr.    Little  said,    and  has  identified  some  individuals  who  might  be 
considered.      No  personal  contacfehave  been  made  as  yet,    he  said,    and  added  that 
assistance  of  faculty  and  administrators  would  be   solicited.       The  committee  remains 
hopeful,     he   said,    of  inaugurating  a  new  president  in  the  Fall  of  197L 

Committee  on  Presidents'   Residences 

Mrs.    Masters  reported  that  the  Committee  had  requested  certain  people  to  give 
recommendations  on  the  matter  of  housing  for  the  Presidents,    and  after  study,    these 
suggestions  had  been  coordinated  into  the  following  recommendations: 

The  committee  recommends  a  continuation  of  the  policy  of  the   Board  of 
Regents  to  furnish  housing  for  presidents  because  of  the  public   stature 
and  functions  held  by  the  universities,    and  also    as  an  inducement  to 
presidents,    and  further  recommends  that  the  universities  should  provide 
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all  maintenance  of  the  residences    and  also  ^provide  furniture  for  the  resi- 
dences in  the  public  areas  only. 

Each  of  the  universities  is   set  up  differently.      At  Northern  Illinois  Univer- 
sity the    president's  residence  is  owned  by  the  Foundation.      It  is  an  attrac- 
tive house,    not  wholly  adequate,    but  for  the  time  being  suitable,    and  the 
committee  recommends  no  change  at  the  present  time.     At  Sangamon  State 
University,    when  the   Board  acquired  the  site  for  the  campus  it  also  acquired 
a  house  which  has  now  been  put  into  condition  for  the  president.      This  house 
is  reasonably  comfortable;  however,    the  committee  recognizes  this  is  a 
temporary  situation  and  that  in  the  future   some  different  arrangement  should 
be  worked  out,    but  there  is  no  immediate  pressure  to  do  so  at  this  time. 
At  Illinois  State  University  the  house  in  which  the  president  lives  is  over    100 
years  old  and    is  no  longer  in  good  condition  and  suitable  for  living  quarters 
for  the  president.      The  University  owns  a  suitable  lot  and  has  drawings  to 
provide  a  home  within  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 
An  alternative  would  be  to  authorize  the  University  to  begin  a   search  for  an 
existing  house  which  might  be  acquired  through  the  Foundation  upon  approval 
by  the   Board,    or  through  some  other  suitable  means  of  financing. 

Dr.    Lund,     a  member  of  the  committee,    stated  that  the  thinking  of  the  committee  was 
that  the  Board  should  furnish  direction  and  leadership  to  the  staff  so  that  they  might 
proceed  and  bring  something  more  tangible  back  to  the  Board  for  consideration,    to 
continue  to  seek  a  solution  to  the  problem  at  Illinois  State  University,    and  to  hold  the 
others  in  abeyance  for  the  time  being. 

Mrs.  Masters  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Knoblauch,  that  the  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  on  Presidents'  Residences  be  approved.  Roll  was  called  and  the  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

LONG  RANGE    POLICIES  AND  ISSUES 

Consultant's  Report  on  Construction  Procedures 

Mr.    B.    William  Parker  of  the  Wayne  Claassen  Engineering  firm,    Waterloo,    Iowa, 
presented  his  report  to  the   Board  and  reviewed  the  recommendations  with  the 
Regents.     It  was  moved  by  Mr.    Barr,    seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    that  the  Board 
receive  the  Report,    refer  it  to  the  Central  Staff  and  the  Universities  for  examination 
and  a  subsequent  recommendation  for  implementation  to  the  Board.      Roll  was  called 
and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.    Millar  stated  that  along  with  Mr.    Cornwell  he  wished  to  assure  everyone  that 
the  Board  would  take   specific  action  on  the  report  and  recommendations,    feeling 
that  this  is  an  area  where  the   Board  can  save  the  State  of  Illinois   substantial  sums 
of  money  and  at  the   same  better  fulfill  its  responsibilities.      He  add,ed  that  he  hoped 
such  specific  action  would  be  taken  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 
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EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  -  NO.    31 

Section  I  -    1971  Schedule  -   Policy  and  Long  Range  Planning  Issues 
Dr.    Matsler  presented  and  reviewed  with  the  Regents  the  schedule  of  policy  and 
long  range  planning  issues  to  be  presented  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  by 
the  universities  and  the  Central  Staff  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board. 

Mr.    Barr  moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,   that  the  schedule  as  presented  be 
approved  and  that  the  Universities  and  Central  Staff  be  directed  to  develop  the 
appropriate  reports.     Roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  II  -   Proposed  Changes  in  Governing  Policy 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  for  second  reading  the  proposed  changes  in  Governing  Policy 
and  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  letter  which  had  been  distributed  by  Dr. 
Donald  E.    Polzin,    President,    American  Association  of  University  Professors, 
Northern  Illinois  University,    regarding  these  proposals. 

Mr.    Larry  Golden,    Secretary  of  the  Joint  Faculty  Advisory  Committee,    said  the 
Committee  had  not  had  time  to  take  a  position  on  the  issues  raised  by  Dr.    Polzin' s 
letter  and  that  he,    therefore,    was  not  presenting  a  collective  position  of  the    Com- 
mittee,   but  rather  some  personal  reactions  to  suggestions  made  in  the  latter. 

After  a  discussion,  it  was  moved  by  Dr.  Knoblauch,  seconded  by  Mr.  Barr,  that 
the  Board  defer  any  action  on  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Governing  Policy  until 
the  April  meeting.     Roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried. 

Section  III  -   Presidents'  Reports 

Because  of  the  desire  expressed  by  the  Board  to  devote  more  of  its  convened  time 
on  significant  and  broad  policy  matters,    Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the  Central 
Staff  had  reviewed  with  the  universities  the  materials  heretofore  reported  to  the 
Board  as  appendices  to  the  Presidents'  Reports.     He  then  submitted  some  proposed 
changes  in  Presidents'  Reports  for  Board  consideration. 

After  a  brief  discussion,    Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  section  of  the  Executive 
Director's  Report  No.    31   relating  to  Presidents'  Reports  be  approved,    with  the 
exception  of  that  part  modifying  procedures  relative  to  change  orders,    and  that 
the   Central  Staff   be  directed  to  promulgate  appropriate  Board  Regulations.      The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried  unani- 
mously. 

Section  IV  -    Board  of  Higher  Education  Actions 

For  the  information  of  the  Board  Dr.    Matsler  reported  on  Board  of  Higher  Education 

actions  at  its  March  meeting. 

The  timing  for  the  approval  of  Master  Plan  Phase  III  would  delay  BHE  approval 
of   the  Plan  until  after  its  May  1971  meeting. 

The  Board  had  received  from  the  Executive  Director  of  the  State  Universities 
Retirement  System  a  report  explaining  the  problems  in  State  funding  of  the  system. 
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The  Board  of  Higher  Education  at  its  March  meeting  approved  a  proposal  assuring 
equitable  representation  among  the  public,    private,    junior  and  senior  institutions 
on  a  continuing  basis,    Dr.    Matsler  reported. 

In  another  action,    the   BHE  clarified  the  2%  limitation  on  institutional  tuition  waivers 
by  adopting  the  following  recommendation;     "The  2%  limitation  will  be  based  upon  the 
respective  new  full  time  equivalent  undergraduate  students  each  year  for  the  next 
three  years.      T/hu.s,    by  1974-75    each  institution  will  have  established  the  objective 
of  2%  of  the  total  Fall  full  time  equivalent  undergraduate  enrollment.  :|    Also  excluded 
from  the  limitation  were  students  enrolled  in  professional  colleges  and  employed  as 
part  time  teaching  or  research  assistants,    and  academic   staff  members  who  are 
recipients  of  institutional  waivers. 

Phase  I  of  the  Library  at  Illinois  State  University  was   shown  as  13th  in  priority  in 
the  April- May- June  1971  quarter  listing  of  major  capital  projects  for  all  of  the  public 
higher  education,    Dr.    Matsler  advised. 

At  its  March  meeting  the  BHE  also  authorized  its  staff  to  enter  into  a  contract  with 
the  Rand  Corporation  for  implementing  the  health  education  manpower  analysis   models 
previously  adopted. 

Another  action  of  the  BHE  was  adoption  of  a  resolution  to  jointly  seek  a  supplemental 
appropriation  from  the  legislature  for  additional  scholarships  should  the  demand  for 
these  scholarships  exceed  the  1972  appropriation  to  the  Illinois  State  Scholarship 
Commission. 

Section  V  -    Governor's  Budget  Message  for  Fiscal  Year  1972 

Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  for  the  Board  the  recommendations  regarding  higher  education 
as  contained  in  the  Governor's  Budget  Message.     He  noted  that  of  the  $854,885,100 
higher  education  budget  as   submitted  to  the  Governor  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion,   14.2%  ($121,097,400)    is  the  share  for  the  Regency  Universities  system.     Of 
this  amount,    Dr.    Matsler  said,    $7  million  represents  the  statutory  requirement 
for  full  funding  of  the  retirement  system;  and  some  $10  million  represents  deferrals 
of  capital  projects  from  previous  years.     Also  reflected  in  the  $121  million  figure, 
Dr.    Matsler  advised,   was  income  calculated  in  accordance  with  the  recommended 
tuition  increases  as  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education,    adding  that  he 
hoped  the   Board  would  take  action  at  this  time  on  the  proposed  tuition  increases. 

Dr.    Millar  commented  that  when  the  universities  first  submitted  their  budget  requests 
the  Regents  had  had  some  very  intense  meetings  with  staff  and  modifications  were 
made  in  the  requests  before  submitting  the    budgets  to  the  BHE.     After  the   BHE 
reviewed  the  requests  additional  modifications  were  made  before  submitting  them 
to  the  Governor.     It  would  appear  to  him,     he  said,    that  the  budget  requests  as 
submitted  to  the  Governor  represent  a  fairly  factual  budget  for  the  Regency  system. 

Dr.    Millar  continued  that  the  Regents  could  take  no  action  at  this  time  because  the 
budget  requests  had  been  returned  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.     The  Chairman 
of  that  board,     Dr.    Millar  said,    had  stated  he  feels  the  budgets  are  factual  and  that 
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he  intends  to  return  them  to  the  Governor  with  no    modification.      Dr.    Millar  said 
he  felt  the  Regents  could  probably  help  their  cause  by  approving  a  resolution  sup- 
porting the  Chairman  of  the   Board  of  Higher  Education  in  his  efforts  to  have  the 
budgets  reinstated  as   submitted  to  the  Governor. 

One  thing  which  presents  a  difficulty,    he  said,    is  the  retirement  funding,    and  he 
said  he  wondered  whether  the  General  Assembly  should  be  asked  to  fund  the  entire 
retirement  system  separate  and  apart  from  the  operating  and  capital  requests  of 
the  universities.      The  figure  necessary  to  fund  the  retirement  system  obscures 
the  real  meaning  of  the  budget  and  clouds  the  whole  issue    inasmuch  as  the  whole 
amount  is  never  appropriated  anyway. 

Dr.    Lund  moved,    seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    that  the  Board  of  Regents  restate  its 
support  of  the  budget  as   submitted  to  the  Governor  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education, 
and  further  that  it  ask  that  the  total  retirement  question  be  reexamined  legislatively 
so  that  it  is  not  an  intrinsic  part  of  the  operating  and  capital  budgets.     Roll  was 
called  and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.    Millar  said  the  time  had  come  when  the  Regents  must  look  at  and  review  their 
position  as  a  Board    on  the  question  of  tuition.      The  Regents,    he  said,    as  a  Board 
believe  that  tuition  should  be  low  enough  so  that  no  one  is  denied  an  education 
because  of  financial  limitations,    and  also  believe  that  tuition  should  not  be  raised 
to  a  level  where  people  are  denied  an  opportunity  to  be  a  part  of  the  public  educa- 
tion system.     It  had  been  the  judgment  of  the   Board  at  the  time  of  the  last  tuition 
increase  that  33%  of  instructional  costs  for  in- state  students  was  probably  a  level 
with  which  the  majority  of  people  in  the  State  could  live,    and  the  Regents  did  not 
oppose  that  particular  tuition  increase.        The  Regents'  concern  had  centered  around 
the  out-of-state  students,    and  the  major  thrust  of  that  concern  was  that  not  only  did 
out-of-state  tuition  of  100%  of  costs   seem  prohibitive  so  far  as  bringing  such  students 
into  the  State,    but  that  it  would  accomplish  exactly  the  opposite  of  what  highe  r  educa- 
tion in  America  was  designed  to  do  by  building  walls  of  provincialism  around  the 
State  and    discouraging  the  cross-fertilization  of  ideas  which  in  fact  provide  a 
broader  education  to  those  who  attend  public  institutions  by  exposing  them  to  a 
broader  community  than  contained  in  the  local  geographical  area.     The  Regents 
felt,    he  said,    that  75%  of  instructional  costs  was  the  upper  limit  and  they  did 
approve  that  with  some  reservations.      He  further  stated  that  Dr.    Lund  had  written 
to  the  Governor  asking  that  he   seek  some   sort  of  reciprocal  program  with  other 
states,    but  that,  the  whole  issue  has  lost  some  of  its  thrust  and  is  not  currently 
getting  any  attention. 

The  Board  of  Regents,    he  continued,    is  now  in  the  position  of  saying  that  essen- 
tially they  support  the  tuition  increase  to  one-third  of  instructional  costs  for  in- state 
students,    but  oppose  the  idea  of  100%  of  costs  for  out-of-state  students,    and  to  this 
end  a  resolution  had  been  prepared. 

Mr.    Barr  stated  that  he   subscribed  to  what  the   Chairman  had  stated,    but  had  one 
further  comment.      The   Board  for  good  reasons  had  delayed  taking  a  position  on 
tuition  for  the  next  academic  year  and  the  future.      They  had  stood  together  as 
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members  of  the  Board  and  at  the  last  meeting  were  very  careful  to  state  the  Board's 
position,    but  nevertheless,    the  press  continues  to  carry  stories  that  the  Board  of 
Regents  has  rejected  the  proposal  to  increase  tuition,    while  in  fact  this  is  not  the 
case.      It  is  incumbent  upon  the  Board,    he   said,    to  take  a  position  because  of  the 
misinterpretations  that  have  occurred   and  because  of  budgetary   problems. 

Mr.    Barr  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution: 

WHEREAS,  the  Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Education  has  recommended 
certain  tuition  increa.ses  for.  Illinois  public  institutions  of  higher  education 
beginning  with  the  1971  Fall  term;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Regents  regretfully  recognizes  the  ever- 
increasing  demands  on  the  financial  resources  of  the  State  and  the  ever- 
increasing  needs  of  the  Regency  Universities;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  is  regretfully  convinced  of  t>he 
necessity  of  increasing  the  tuition  charged  resident  students  in  the  amount 
recommended  by  the  Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Education  to  prevent  further 
substantial  cuts   in  the  budgets  of  the  Regency  Universities;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Regents  does  not  believe  that  an  increase 
in  the  tuition  charged  non-resident  students  is  justified  for  any  reason; 

RESOLVED  that  tuition  rates  for  the  Regency  Universities  for  the 
1971-72  academic  year  are  hereby  established  in  accordance  with  the 
attached  Table.

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The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Board  recessed  at  12:30  for  luncheon  and  executive  session.      The  open  session 
was  reconvened  at  2:55  p.  m.      Dr.    Julian  and  Dr.    Lund  did  not  return  to  the  open 
session. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  in  the  deliberations  leading  to  the  adoption  of  the  Reso- 
lution relative  to  tuition  at  the  Regency  Universities  at  the  morning  session,    it 
became  apparent  that  contingent  is  the  whole  question  of  scholarships  and  how  they 
can  be  improved  and  what  encouragement  the  Regents  should  give  to  the  Illinois  State 
Scholarship  Commission.      He  advised  that  Mr.    Scott  Buckles  of  the  NIU  Student 
Association  had  taken  it  upon  himself  to  draft  a  resolution  in  this  regard. 

Mr.    Buckles  presented  and  Mr.    Barr  moved  for  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution: 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  has  taken  a  stand   in  favor  of 
raising  the  in- state  tuition  to  one -third  instructional  cost  per  academic 
year;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  recognizes  the  need  for  increased 
financial  aid  for  students; 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents  requests  that  the  Illinois 
State  Scholarship  Commission  reevaluate  its  methods  of  allocating  financial 
aid  to  students  and  counseling  them  as  to  the  availability  of  Illinois  State 
Scholarship  Commission  scholarships,    and  to  reevaluate  the  Illinois  State 
Scholarship  Commission  budget  request  of  $53.  9million  dollars   in  order 
to  achieve  a  possible  increase  in  that  request. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Varese,    roll  was  called  and  the  Resolution  was 
adopted.

Section  VI  -  Appointment  to  Vacancy  on  Central  Staff 

Dr.    Matsler  requested  approval  of  the  appointment  of  Mr.    Peter  C.    Tschaepe  as 
an  Administrative  Assistant  in  the  Central  Office,    to  work  in  the  financial  area 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.    Keating.      The  date  of  Mr.    Tschaepe' s  appointment 
was  March  1,    1971,    at  a  monthly  salary  of  $725.00. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved,    seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    that  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Peter  Tschaepe  be  approved.      Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried. 

Section  VII  -  Additions  and  Deletions  of  Units  of  Instruction,    Research  and 

Public  Services 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  a  summary  of  the  reports  on  courses  added  or  deleted  during 
1970  at  the  Regency  Universities,   the  full  reports  having  been  distributed  by  the 
universities.     Mr.    Barr  moved,    seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,   that  the  Central  Staff 
be  directed  to  forward  the  reports  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.

Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

SPECIAL  INSTITUTIONAL  MATTERS 

Progress  Report  on  Public  Affairs  Program  -  Sangamon  State  University 

Sangamon  State  University,    Dr.    Millar  stated,    started  in  the  Fall  of  1970  with  the 
express  mission  of  becoming  a  university  devoted  primarily  to  preparing  people 
for  public  service.       Recently,   he  continued,    the  Governor  had  addressed  himself 
to  this  question,    and  now  a  formal  statement  would  be  made  by  the  President  of 
Sangamon  State  University,    examining   the  question  of  a  public  affairs  university 
and  how  the  special  quality  of  Sangamon  State  prepares  people  in  this  particular 
way. 

Dr.    Spencer's  prepared  statement  will  be  filed  with  the  minutes  of  this  meeting 
and  kept  on  file  at  the  Central  Office. 
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RECURRING  INSTITUTIONAL  MATTERS 

Northern  Illinois  University  -    President's  Report 

Before  presenting  his  Report,    President  Smith  said  he  wished  to  call  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Board  a  number  of  steps  which  have  been  taken  to  contribute  to  the 
environment    on  campus,    esthetically  as  well  as  for  study  facilities.       The  Facilities 
Planning  Committee  had  been  asked  to  form  a  subcommittee  on  campus  environment, 
and  the  President  asked  Mr.    David  Piatek  and  Mr.    Paul  Sorenson  to  explain  the    plan 
as  developed  thus  far  for  the  creation  of  "eco-systems". 

The  President  then  presented  his  report  to  the  Board  and  requested  approval  of  the 
following  items: 

1.  Personnel  transactions  for  faculty  and  other  employees,    including  a  request 
for  new  positions  not  previously  budgeted  but  for  which  funds  are  available, 
and  a  simultaneous  request  for  permission  to  employ.       A  list  of  the  persons 
involved  in  these  transactions  is  appended  to  the  President's  Report  and  will 
be  kept  on  file  at  the  University  and  in  the  Central  Office.

Dr.    Millar  advised  that  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  March  18   had  been  distri- 
buted and  inquired  whether  there  were  any  corrections,    additions,    or  deletions  to 
be  made.      There  being  none,    Dr.    Knoblauch  moved,    seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters, 
that  the  minutes  of  March  18,    1971,    be  approved  as  distributed.     Roll  was  called 
and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 


Northern  Illinois  University  -   President  Search  Committee 

Mr.    Barr  reported  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,     Dr.    D.    Richard  Little, 

had  been  unable  to  attend  the  meeting,    but  had  distributed  to  Board  members  a 
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report  of  the  activities  of  the  committee  during  the  past  month.      The  committee 
is  progressing  very  well,    Mr.    Barr  stated,    and  has  reached  the  stage  where 
approximately  30  persons  are  being  given  serious  consideration.      Faculty  and 
student  input  to  the  work  of  the  committee  has  been  very  helpful,     he  said,    and 
the  committee  is  still  optimistic  that  it  can  submit  recommendations  to  the 
Board  for  the  selection  of  a  new  President  to  assume  office  in  September. 

Illinois  State  University  -   President  Search  Committee 

Mr.    Cornwell,    Co- Chairman  of  the  ISU  Search  Committee,    asked  Dr.    Charles 
Morris  to  report  to  the  Board  on  their  progress.      Dr.    Morris  said  that  the  com- 
mittee has  now  determined  it  will  not  be  able  to  complete  its  initial  timetable  and 
submit  its  recommendations  at  this  time,    as  had  been  in  indicated  in  March. 
The  committee  is  continuing  its  deliberations  and  review,    he  said,    and   hopefully 
expects  to  complete  the  process  within  a  month  and  submit  recommendations  to 
the  Board  in  May. 

LONG  RANGE  POLICIES  AND  ISSUES 

Master  Plan  Phase  III 

Dr.    Matsler  briefly  reviewed  the  staff  analysis  of  Master  Plan  Phase  III  which 
had  been  distributed  with  Board  materials  prior  to  the  meeting.     He  stated  that 
there  were  some  exceptions,    but  that  in  the  main  the  institutions  had  agreed  with 
the  recommendations  contained  in  the  staff  analysis. 

The  document  prepared  at  the  Central  Staff  level,    he  said,    had  two  main  thrusts. 
The  first  would  be  found  throughout  the  document  in  the  criticisms  of  many  of 
the  BHE  recommendations  which  tended  toward  added  state  centralization.     The 
second  was  concerned  with  the  BHE  defined  scope  and  mission  statements  of  the 
Regency   Universities. 

President  Geigle  said  he  felt  that  MP  III  would  have  a  greater  impact  on  Illinois 
State  University  than  any  of  the  other  institutions  primarily  because  of  the  change 
in  the  mandate  to  ISU  as  contained  in  Phase  II  of  the  Master  Plan.      The  first 
draft  of  Phase  III,    he  said,    completely  reversed  and  changed  the  mission  and 
scope  of  Illinois  State  University.      When  hearings  had  been  held  on  the  ISU  campus, 
it  was  evident  by  the  number  of  people  who  testified  that  there  is  a  great  deal  of 
interest  and  concern  on  the  part  of  the  academic  community,    students,    and  persons 
from  the  industrial  and  commercial  fields.       Dr.    Geigle  said  he  understood  the 
second  draft  of  MP  III  would  be  completed  on  April  23,    and  he  suggested  that  it 
would  seem  appropriate,   because  of  the  importance  of  the  document  in  the  long 
range  plans  of  the  universities,   that  the  institutions  and  systems  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  review  the  second  draft  thoroughly  before  any  action  is  taken  by  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education.     He  thought  that  the  present  schedule  would  not  allow 
sufficient  time  for  the  universities  and  the  systems  to  react  to  the  second  draft 
and  suggested  that  perhaps  BHE  action  might  be  postponed  until  June. 

Dr.    Millar  said  he  had  confidence  that  if  a  good  plan  could  not  be  worked  out,   the 
Board  of  Higher  Education  would  not  act  on  it.     He  suggested  that  if  Dr.    Carter 
would  convey  the  Regents'  thoughts    on  the  matter  to  Dr.    Holderman,   he  would   do 
the  same  with  Mr.    Clements  and  convey  the  concerns  of  the  Regents  to  him.

President  Geigle  continued  that  there  were  three  areas  with  which  Illinois  State 
University  wished  to  take  issue  -  the  enrollment  ceilings  of  the  University,    the 
scope  and  mission  for  ISU,    and  the  phasing  out  of  the  laboratory  schools.     Dean 
Bond,    he  said,    would   address  himself  to  the  two  having  academic  overtones. 
As  to  the  enrollment  ceiling  for  ISU,    Dr.    Geigle  said  he  had  spoken  to  this  in   his 
presentation  to  the  BHE  hearing.     He  stated  he  had  indicated  to  the  BHE  that 
ISU  was  interested  in  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  ceiling  of  21,500  FTE, 
thinking  that  this  would  provide  the  University  with  the  needed   flexibility  to 
meet  the  incursion  of  students.     After  discussing  this  further  with  the  Executive 
Director  and  his  staff,   he  saidlSU  feels  it  can  go  along  with  a  20,  000  FTE  ceiling. 
President  Geigle  said  he  wished  also  to  emphasize  one  important  point  -  that 
when  one  speaks  about  increasing  enrollments  by  1,  000   each  year,    it  is  absolutely 
meaningless  unless  funds  are  provided  to  recruit  staff  to  meet  the  needs.     As  to 
the  scope  and  mission  of  ISU,     Dr.    Geigle   said  for  the  past  five  years  the  Univer- 
sity has  been  tooling  up  for  the  mandate  as  presented  in  MP  II,    and  said  he  thought 
it  would  be  unfortunate  and  a  tremendous  loss  and  waste  if  the  mission  in  MP  III 
should  prevail. 

Dr.    Bond  then  presented  a  prepared  statement  which  is  on  file  with  the  Secretary. 
Dr.    Charles  Morris  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  ISU  Academic  Senate 
presented  that  body's  statement  to  the  Board  of  Regents  on  their  concerns  with 
MP  HI. 

President  Smith  said  the  response  which  NIU  is  making  to  the  initial  draft  of 
MP  HI  is  not  quite  as  fundamental  as  the  statement  of  concern  of  ISU.     Northern's 
concern   deals  with  details  more  than  it  deals  with  the  fundamental  approach  of 
this  first  draft.     He  said  that  all  members  of  the  Board  had  seen  his  response  to 
the  BHE  and  its  staff,    and  he  would  not  attempt  to  repeat  that  today.     He  said 
that  at  this  time  he  would  ask   Dr.    Bowers  to  present  a  statement  which  he  had 
prepared   and  which  attempts  to  summarize  the  views  of  a  number  of  people  who 
had  testified  at  the  public  hearing  as  these  views  had  developed  and  matured 
since  that  time. 

Dr.    Bowers  distributed  copies  of  his  prepared  statement  which  is  on  file  with 
the    Secretary. 

Mr.  Barr  said  he  was  concerned  with  the  assumption  by  certain  persons  that 
MP  HI  contemplates  the  phasing  out  of  certain  Ph.  D.  programs,  and  said  he 
believed  that  this  may  not  have  been  intended  nor  stated  in  the  draft  of  MP  III. 

Dr.    Matsler  responded  that  the  staff  analysis  of  the  first  draft  states  that  a 
review  should  be  made  of  all  Ph.  D.    programs. 

The  Chairman  said  he  would  propose  that  the  Board  accept  the  statements  presented 
by  Northern  fllinois  University  and  Illinois  State  University  and  the  staff  analysis 
of  the  Plan  on  their  merits  and  transmit  them  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education, 
recognizing  that  in  some  areas  there  may  be  minor  conflicts  and  disagreements, 
as  the  output  of  the  deliberations  the  Regents  had  had  on  the  initial  draft  of  MP  HI. 
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Mr.    Barr    said  he  believed  that  merely  passing  on  these  statements  to  the  BHE 
without  some  kind  of  a  statement  from  the  Regency  System  or  the  Board  of 
Regents  would  not  be  very  meaningful  or  helpful. 

Mr.    Smith  said  he  would  concur  with  this,    thinking  it  important  that  the  Board 
pass  on  some  consensus  to  the  Board  of  Higher    Education,    even  if  it  were 
limited  to  the  philosophical  issue  of  the  Regency  Universities. 

Dr.    Lund  said  he  would  suggest  that  the  tyranny  of  time  is  the  reason  for  the 
Regents'  concern,    and  he  would  suggest  that  the  Regents  make  it  clear  to  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education  that  they  do  have  a  position  with  respect  to  the  mission 
of  the  Regency  Universities  and  that  this  should  be  discussed  at  the  staff  and  board 
levels  with  the  BHE.     It  would  be  logical,    he    thought,    for  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  to  offer  a  second  draft  of  MP  III  and  then  agree  to  meet  board-to-board 
with  each  of  the  systems. 

Dr.    Millar  then  suggested  that  if  it  were  agreeable  with  Board  members  they 
should  draft  a  statement  and  append  it  to  the  staff  analysis  and  the  statements 
from  the  universities  and  whatever  else  the  Board  thought  appropriate  and  forward 
all  of  this  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education,    pointing  out  that  there  might  still 
remain  some  inconsistencies  in  details. 

President  Spencer  stated  that  MP  III  did  not  distinguish  between  advanced  study 
and  the  master's  degree,    and  said  he  would  hope  that  the  validity  of  the  upper 
level  structure  could  be  reexamined.     Also,     he  said,     Sangamon  State  had  been 
given  a  unique  mission  in  public  affairs,    liberal  arts  and  the  preparation  of 
teachers,    but  this  mission  had  been  reaffirmed  in  just  one  sentence  in  the  first 
draft  of  MP  III.     He  said  he  believed  that  this  was  not  enough  to  really  help  SSU 
to  develop  and  maintain  the  thrust  which  it  has  going.     Sangamon  State,    he  con- 
tinued,   thought  that  this  feeling  should  be  attached  to  and  related  to  the  Board's 
comments  to  the  BHE.      The  most  serious  thing  in  the  initial  draft,   he  thought, 
is  the    general  tone.     While  MP  II  related  to  growth,    diversification  and  balance, 
MP  III  is  relating  to  constraints,    retrenchment  and  specialization.      This  threatens 
the  nature  of  the  university  itself,   he  said.      Because  we  live  in  an  age  of  diminish- 
ing trust  in  the  university,    President  Spencer  said  he  felt  MP  III  should  contain  a 
strong  philosophical  statement  reaffirming  faith  in  university  education  and  the 
prominent  role  it  should  play. 

The  meeting  recessed  for  luncheon  and  executive  session,    and  reconvened  at 
1:50  p.m.      The  Chairman  announced  at  that  time  that  the  Board  would  consider 
other  agenda  items  before  returning  to  Master  Plan  Phase  III. 

EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  NO.    32 

Section  I  -   Change  in  Board  Regulation;    Appointments  and  Promotions 
Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the  Central  Staff  had  prepared  a  clarification  of  the 
policy  to  provide  authorization  for  the  Universities  to  establish  equivalencies  to 
education  requirements  for  appointments  and  promotions  in  academic  ranks.     He 
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anticipated  that  the  Joint  University  Advisory  Committee  and  the  Presidents 
will  have  reviewed  the  proposed  changes  so  that  the  new  Regulation  could  be 
presented  to  the  Board  for  action  at  the  May  meeting. 

Section  II  -   Board  Regulation:     Retirement 

After  the  presentation  of  the  proposed  Board  Regulation,  considerable  discussion 
developed  regarding  the  age  guidelines.  The  matter  was  left  with  the  Presidents 
and  the  Joint  University  Advisory  Committee  for  study  and  recommendations. 

Section  III  -  Amendment  of  Travel  Regulations 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  on  March  17,    1971  the  Department  of  Finance  had  issued 
an  amendment  to  the  State  Travel  Regulations,    increasing  the  maximum  amounts 
reimbursable  for  lodging  to  $13.  00  downstate  and  to  $16.  00  in  the  Chicago  metro- 
politan area,    and  defining  the  Chicago  metropolitan  area  to  include  the  counties 
of  Cook,    Will,  DuPage,    Kane,    McHenry  and  Lake.      To  makes  these  increased 
maximums  available  to  employees  of  the  Regency   system,    Dr.    Matsler  presented 
a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Board  of  Regents  Travel  Regulations  (APPENDIX  D, 
BOARD  REGULATIONS.     SECTION  VI  -  FINANCIAL  AFFAIRS.     SUBSECTION  C.  ■ 
TRAVEL  REGULATIONS.     ITEM  I.    -  EMPLOYEE  TRAVEL). 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    that  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  Board  of  Regents  Travel  Regulations  be  approved.     Roll  was 
called  and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  IV  -  Academic  Freedom  and  Tenure  Conference 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the  conference  is  being  scheduled  for  May  19  in  Spring- 
field,   the  day   prior  to  the  regular  May  meeting  of  the  Board,    beginning  with  a 
luncheon  at  Noon  and  continuing  through  the  dinner  hour. 

Section  V  -  Report  on  Construction  Procedures 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  an  in-depth  study  of  the  recommendations  contained  in 
the  Claassen  report  (received  by  the  Board  in  March)  was  already  underway  by 
the  Central  Staff  and  the  Vice  Presidents  of  the  universities.     At  the  appropriate 
time,    he  continued,    the  Board  would  be  asked  to  appoint  an  ad  hoc  committee  to 
work  with  the  Board  staff  and  universities  in  reviewing  the  results  of  the  addi- 
tional studies  and  to  furnish  some  input  as  to  the  apparent  problems  which  Board 
members  see  in  the  area  of  construction.     A  preliminary  report  will  be  made  to 
the  Board  at  the  May  meeting. 

Section  VI  -   Wayne  Claassen  Contract 

Approval  was  requested  for  payment  of  an  additional  $817.  16  over  and  above  the 
$5,  000  previously  approved  to  provide  for  fees  and  expenses  incurred  in  con- 
cluding the  Construction  Report  submitted  to  the  Regents  in  March. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.    Masters,    seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    that  the  Central  Office 
be  authorized  to  pay  the  additional  amount  requested  to  the  Wayne  Claassen 
Engineering  firm.     Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried,   with  Mr.    Barr  and 
Dr.    Knoblauch  casting  dissenting  votes. 
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Section  VII  -  Proposed  Changes  in  the  Governing  Policy  for  the  Regency  Universities 

and  the  Bylaws  of  the  Board  of  Regents  

Dr.    Matsler  presented  for  second  reading  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Governing 
Policy  for  the  Regency  Universities  of  the    State  of  Illinois,    Bylaws  of  the  Board 
of  Regents  . 

After  a  brief   discussion  and  some  minor  clarifications,    Mr,    Smith  moved, 
seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    that  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Governing 
Policy  and  the  Bylaws  be  approved.     Roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimously.      The  sections  as  amended  appear  below: 

(on  page  5) 

Section  3.     Academic  Freedom 

The  Regency  universities  exist  for  the  common  good  and  not  to  further 
the  interest  of  either  the  individual  teacher  or  the  institution  as  a  whole. 
The  common  good  depends  upon  the  free  search  for  knowledge  and  its  free 
exposition.     Accordingly,    the  Regency  universities  shall  ensure  that  each 
member  of  the  faculty  and  student  body  have  freedom  in  teaching,    learning 
and  publication,    as  well  as  in  the  expression  of  opinion  on  university  affairs. 

The  Board  recognizes  a  responsibility  to  protect  members  of  the 
faculty  and  student  body  against  forces  within  and  without  the  university  that 
threaten  academic  freedom. 

Each  university  constitution  shall  provide  for  appropriate  procedures 
to  safeguard  the  academic  freedom  of  all  members  of  the  faculty  and  student 
body  and  to  investigage  alleged  violations  with  a  view  to  redress. 

For  members  of  the  faculty  and  student  body,    academic  freedom 
entails  the  acceptance  of  important  responsibilities.      A  member  of  the 
faculty  or  student  body  has  the  responsibility  to  be  mindful  of  fairness  and 
accuracy;  to  exercise  critical  self-discipline  and  judgment  in  using,    extend- 
ing and  transmitting  knowledge;  and  in  expressing  opinions,    to  show  due 
respect  for  the  opinions  of  others. 

Each  member  of  the  academic  community  enjoys  all  the  rights,   pri- 
vileges,   and  responsibilities  guaranteed  citizens  by  the  constitutions  of  the 
United  States  and  the  State  of  Illinois.      These  freedoms  shall  not  be  abridged 
by  the  university  or  the  Board.      On  the  other  hand,    a  member  of  the  academic 
community,    when  expressing  personal  views  in  public,    should  not  give  the 
impression  that  he  is  a  spokesman  for  the  university.

Article  IV,    Section  6,   first  paragraph. 

In  order  to  promote  its  responsible  self-government,    each  university 
shall  provide  in  its  constitution  for  an  elected,    representative  University 
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organization,   which  shall  serve  as  the  primary  university  body  at  the  insti- 
tutional level  for  consultation  and  policy  formation.      The  university  consti- 
tution may  provide  for  student  representation  on  this  university  body.     In 
the  event  of  serious  disagreement  between  the  president  and  a  majority  of 
the  members  comprising  the  elected  university  organization,    that  organiza- 
tion shall  have  an  opportunity,   through  a  spokesman,    to  explain  its  views 
before  the  Board  at  the  time  the  president  brings  the  matter  to  the  Board.

Section  7.      The  Joint  University  Advisory  Committee  to  the   Board  of  Regents 

Each  university   constitution  shall  provide  that  the  elected  faculty 
body  of  the  university  elect  by  and  from  its  own  membership  five  represent- 
atives to  serve  on  a  Joint  University  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Board  of 
Regents.      The  terms  of  office   shall  be   set  by  the  individual  universities. 
These  representatives    shall  be  accountable  to  the  elected  body  of  their 
university.      Any  other  joint  agencies  which  may  advise  the  Board  shall  be 
responsible  to  the  Joint  University  Advisory  Committee.      Each  university 
constitution  shall  provide  for  a  student  representative  on  this  committee. 

The  Joint  University  Advisory  Committee  may  attend  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Regents  and  advise  the  Board. 

The  Executive  Director  of  the  Board  of  Regents  shall  provide  liaison 
between  the  Board  and  the  Joint  University  Advisory  Committee  when  the 
Board  is  not  in  session.

Section  9.      The  Council  of  Presidents 

To  promote  cooperation  among  the  Regency  universities,   the  presi- 
dents,   appropriate  colleagues,    and  the  central  staff  are  expected  to  meet 
periodically  and  discuss  matters  of  common  concern.      The  Executive 
Director  or  any  one  of  the  presidents  may  call  such  a  meeting.

Article  V,    Section  2,    second  paragraph 

From  time  to  time  the  Board  of  Regents  may  adopt  supplementary 
statements  concerning  the  Regency  universities.      These   statements  shall 
be  known  as  Board  Regulations  and  shall  be  distributed  in  writing  through 
the  presidents  to  the  academic  communities  and  shall  be  included  in  an 
Appendix  to  future  editions  of  the  Governing  Policy. 
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Article  V,    Section  5 

The  Board  of  Regents  is  charged  by  law  with  full  responsibility  for 
governing  the  universities.     Although  the  Board  properly  and  necessarily 
delegates  authority  to  designated  officers  and  agencies,    it  cannot  divest 
itself  of  its  ultimate  legal  responsibility.     Accordingly,   the  Board  expressly 
reserves  to  itself  the  power  to  act  on  its  own  initiative  in  all  matters  affect- 
ing the  Regency  universities.      The  Board  will  not  act  upon  its  own  initiative, 
however,    in  any  matter  for  which  these  policies  require  university  partici- 
pation,   without  first  obtaining  the  advice  and  recommendations  of  the  presi- 
dent and  of  the  elected  university  body  at  the  university  concerned.

Section  6,    Paragraphs  B.  1  and  B.  2 

1.  Any  member  of  the  Academic  Communities  may  propose  amendments 
to  the  Joint  University  Advisory  Committee  and  upon  review  by  the 
Joint  University  Advisory  Committee  these  proposals  shall  be  pre- 
sented with  the  committee's  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Regents 
to  be  considered  for  adoption.

The  action  of  the  officers  of  this  Board  in  executing  an 
interim  lease  for  said  project  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  approved  and  ratified 
and  said  officers  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  a  lease  requiring  payment 
of  the  annual  rental  and  total  rental  as  hereinabove  set  forth  covering  the  lease 
of  the  following  described  property: 

A  part  of  a  certain  tract  of  land  described  in  a  deed  recorded  in 
Book  94  of  Deeds,    on  Page  328,    in  the  DeKalb  County  Recorder's 
Office,    said  land  being  situated  in  the  North  Half  of  Section  22, 
Township  40  North,    Range  4  East  of  the  Third  Principal  Meri- 
dian,   more  particularly  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  the  Southwest  corner  of  the  land  described  in  the  above 
described  deed  which  point  is  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  center 
lines  of  Normal  Road  and  West  Lincoln  Highway  in  the  City  of  DeKalb;

In  order  for  this  project  to  be  included  in  a  May  1  bond  issue  of  the  Illinois 
Building  Authority,    Mr.    Mathias  presented  a  Resolution  which  would  provide 
for  a  special  committee  of  the  Board  of  Regents  to  act  for  the  Board  to 
accept  bids  and  act  on  other  matters  in  connection  with  this  project  in  the 
interim  between  April  23  (when  bids  would  be  opened)  and  the  May  1  date.

Resolution  be  adopted.      Roll  was  called  and  the  Resolution  was  adopted 
unanimously. 

RESOLUTION  AUTHORIZING  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  heretofore  released  Illinois    Building 
Authority   project  No.    76-119,    the  Music  Building  at  Northern  Illinois  Univer- 
sity,   for  the  taking  of  bids  and  bids  for  the  construction  of  this  project   are 
to  be  received  on  April  23,    1971,    and 

WHEREAS,    the  Illinois  Building  Authority  has  requested  that  action  on 
these  bids  be  taken  prior  to  May  1,    1971  in  order  that  funds  for  this  project 
may  be  included  in  a  bond  issue  to  be  authorized  as  of  such  date,    and 

WHEREAS,    it  will  facilitate  early  action  if  a  committee  of  this  Board 
is  authorized  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  Board  in  matters  relating  to  this  project, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

That  a  special  committee  of  the  Board  of  Regents,    consisting  of  three 
members  of  the  Board  appointed  by  the  Chairman,     be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
created  and  that  such  committee  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  act  for  the 
Board   in  the  following  matters:

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$451,670  for  Illinois  Building  Authority  project  No.    76-119,    the  Music 
Building  at  Northern  Illinois  University,    to  the  Illinois  Building  Authority 
for  said  project; 

3.  To  request,    on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Regents,   that  the  Board  of 
Higher  Education  release  the  reserves  for  unrealized  Federal  funding  in 
the  amount  of  $1,  000,  000  for  Illinois  Building  Authority  project  No.    76-119, 
the  Music  Building  at  Northern  Illinois  University,    to  the  Illinois  Building 
Authority  for  said  project; 

4.  To  request  the  Board  of  Higher  Education,    pursuant  to  para- 
graph d  (4)  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  Policy,    Item  No.    13a,    adopted 
October  6,    1970,    to  approve  the  deletion  of  Illinois  Building  Authority  pro- 
ject No.    76-120,   the  General  Purpose  Classroom  Building  at  Northern  Illinois 
University,    and  the  reallocation  of  funds  authorized  therefor,    to  Illinois  Build- 
ing  Authority  project  No.    7  6-119,   the  Music  Building  at  Northern  Illinois 
University; 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,    that  such  committee   shall  make  a  full  report 
of  its  action  hereunder  to  the  Board  of  Regents  at  its  meeting  on  May  20, 
1971. 

This  Resolution  shall  be  effective  from  and  after  its  adoption.

D.  Mr.    Mathias  reported  on  legislation  pending  in  the  General  Assembly  which 
may  affect  the  Regency  system. 

E.  Lease  for  Central  Office  Space 

A  lease  has  been  negotiated  for  Suite  616  Myers  Building,    Springfield,   for  use 
as  the  Central  Office  for  the  Board  for  the  two  year  period  July  1,    1971  through 
June  30,    1973.      The  current  lease  for  Suite  909  for  the  two  year  period  ending 
June  30,    1971  will  be  terminated  on  April  30,    1971  provided  Suite  616  is  avail- 
able on  that  date;  if  not  available,   the  lease  will  terminate  on  the  date  Suite 
616  is  made  available.      A  new  lease  has  been  negotiated  to  cover  the  period 
from  the  date  of  occupancy  through  June  30,    1971.      Mr.    Mathias  recommended 
that  the  Board  adopt  a  Resolution  authorizing  the  execution  of  the  two  new 
leases:

June  30,    1971,    to  be  used  for  office  and  administrative  purposes  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  at  a  monthly  rental  of  $142  9.  3  3  plus  a  further  sum  of  $2,  915.  00  to  cover 
a  portion  of  remodeling  costs  of  said  premises,    be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ap- 
proved,   and  that  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Regents  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  said  lease  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Regents;  and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  lease  between  the  partnership   known  as 
Myers    Families  and  the  Board  of  Regents  covering  the  premises  known  as 
Suite  616  on  the  Sixth  Floor  of  the  Myers  Building  at  Fifth  and  Washington 
Streets  in  the  City  of  Springfield,    Illinois,    for  the  period  beginning  July  1,    1971 
and  ending  June  30,    1973,    to  be  used  for  office  and  administrative  purposes  of 
the  Board  of  Regents  at  monthly  rentals  of  $1,  461.  00  for  the  first  twelve  month 
period  and  $1,492.  67  for  the  second  twelve  month  period,    with  the  further  pro- 
vision that  the  Lessee  shall   pay  the    Lessor  the   sum  of  $7,  890.  00  on  or  before 
June  30,    1973  provided  that  the  Lessee  fails  to  renew  the  lease  for  an  addi- 
tional one  year  period  ending  June  30,    1974,    be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
approved  subject  to  suitable  appropriations,    and  that  the  officers  of  the  Board 
of  Regents  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  said  lease  for  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 


Mr.    Smith  moved  for  adoption  of  the  Resolution  authorizing  the  execution  of 
the  two  new  leases.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    roll  was 
called,    and  the  Resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

North  Residence  Tower  (Ropp  Tower)    -  ISU 

Mr.    Mathias  reminded  the  Board  that  it  had  requested  further  information  on 
this  item  at  the  March  meeting.     He  reviewed  briefly  the  history  of  this  pro- 
ject and  presented  a  Resolution  providing  for  the  use  of  certain  surplus  funds 
for  the  North  Residence  Tower  (Ropp  Tower). 

Mr.    Smith  inquired  whether  at  the  University  and  Board  levels  there  was  a 
written  legal  opinion  that  the  Board  is  obligated  to  make  this  payment. 
Mr.    Mathias  responded  that  he  had  furnished  such  an  opinion  to  the  Executive 
Director,    as  had  Mr.    Lenz,    counsel  for  the  University. 
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Dr.    Knoblauch  then  moved  for  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution.      The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution 
was  adopted  unanimously. 

RESOLUTION  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  USE  OF  CERTAIN 

SURPLUS  FUNDS  FOR  THE  NORTH  RESIDENCE  TOWER 

(ROPP  TOWER) 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  has  heretofore  authorized  a  con- 
tract with  Evans  Associates  of  Bloomington,    Illinois,    as  architects  to 
redesign  the  North  Residence  Tower  (Ropp  Tower)  for  Illinois  State  Univer- 
sity,   Normal,    Illinois;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  aforesaid  contract  provides  for  the  payment  of  archi- 
tect services  for  work  already  completed;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  has  determined  it  to  be  necessary  and 
desirable  to  pay  certain  costs  of  construction  of  the  said  North  Residence 
Tower   (Ropp  Tower)  as  provided  for  in  the  architect's  contract  with  said 
Board  of  Regents;  and 

WHEREAS,    sufficient  surplus  funds  are  available  in  the  Auxiliary 
Enterprises  account  of  Illinois  State  University,   which  funds  have  not  hereto- 
fore been  used,    pledged,    or  hypothecated  and  which  funds  may  be  advanced 
by  the  Board  of  Regents  for  the  purpose  of  paying  some  of  the  costs  of  con- 
struction of  the  North  Residence  Tower  (Ropp  Tower),    including  architectural 
fees  to  the  extent  of  $90,  000.  00  on  the  condition  that  such  advance  shall  be 
reimbursed  to  the  Auxiliary  Enterprises  account  upon  the  sale  of  revenue 
bonds  for  the  North  Residence  Tower  (Ropp  Tower)  if  and  when  such  sale 
shall  occur. 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  REGENTS 
THAT: 

1.  The  officers  of  Illinois  State  University  be  authorized  to  expend 
the  sum  of  $90,  000.  00  from  Auxiliary  Enterprises  for  the  payment  of  some 
of  the  costs  of  construction  for  the  North  Residence  Tower  (Ropp    Tower) 
as  provided  herein. 

2.  Such  expenditures  shall  constitute  an  advance  of  a  cost  of  construc- 
tion of  the  North  Residence  Tower  (Ropp  Tower)  and  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the 
proceeds  obtained  by  the  sale  of  revenue  bonds  in  connection  with  the  said 
North  Residence  Tower  (Ropp  Tower),    which  advance   shall  be  repaid  to  the 
Auxiliary  Enterprises  account  of  Illinois  State  University  upon  the  sale  of 
revenue  bonds  for  the  North  Residence  Tower  (Ropp  Tower)    if  and  when  such 
sale  shall  occur. 

3.  This  Resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  immediately  upon 
its    passage. 
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G.  Land  Acquisition  -  NIU 

Mr.    Cornwell  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolu- 
tion was  unanimously  adopted. 

RESOLUTION  AUTHORIZING  THE  NORTHERN  ILLINOIS 
UNIVERSITY  FOUNDATION  TO  ACT  ON  BEHALF 
OF  THE  BOARD  OF  REGENTS  IN  THE 
ACQUISITION  OF  LAND  FOR  NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

WHEREAS,    the   Board  of  Regents  is  charged  by  law  with  the  manage- 
ment,   control  and  maintenance  of  Northern  Illinois  University  and  has  here- 
tofore authorized  Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation  to  act  in  its  behalf 
in  the  acquisition  of  that  certain  parcel  of  real  estate  described  as  follows: 

The  West  52-2  feet  of  Lot  One   (1)  in  Corey's    Subdivision  of 
Block  Three   (3)  of  Normal  Park  Addition  to  the  City  of 
DeKalb,    situated  in  DeKalb  County,    Illinois;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  owners  of  said  parcel  of  real  estate,    Ira  J.    Momenteller 
and  Martha  Momenteller,    have  offered  to  sell  the  same  to  the  Northern 
Illinois  University  Foundation  for  the  sum  of  $32,  500; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

THAT  the  Board  of  Regents  hereby  requests  and  authorizes  the  Northern 
Illinois  University  Foundation  to  accept  the  offer  to  sell  the  above-described 
parcel  of  real  estate  for  the  amount  above  stated;  and 

THAT    the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Regents  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  said  Foundation  under  which  the 
Foundation  will  borrow  on  behalf  of  the   Board  of  Regents  funds  necessary 
to  acquire  said  real  estate  for  Northern  Illinois  University,    and  the  Board 
of  Regents  will  guarantee  repayment  of  said  loans,    subject  to  limitations 
imposed  by  Statute,    and  will  reimburse  said  Foundation  for  the  sums  bor- 
rowed together  with  interest  thereon  and  other  necessary  expense  incidental 
thereto,    such  payment  to  be  made  from  funds  appropriated  by  the  General 
Assembly,    and  an  agreement  to  lease  said  real  estate  from  Northern  Illinois 
University  Foundation  at  a  rental  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  money  bor- 
rowed for  such  purchase  and  taxes,    maintenance  expenses  and  insurance 
premiums  on  the  real  estate  so  purchased; 

THAT  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Regents  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  execute  such  instruments  and  to  do  all  things  necessary,    proper 
and  expedient  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  the  Board  of  Regents  as  expressed 
in  this  resolution  and  the  preamble  thereto. 
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The  Board  recessed  at  2:50  p.m.    and  reconvened  at  3:10  p.m. 

Dr.  Matsler  advised  the  Board  that  the  appropriation  bill  for  the  Regency  Univer- 
sities had  been  introduced  in  the  Senate  (S.  B.  742),  requesting  appropriations  in 
the  amounts  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 

Dr.    Lund  advised  the  Chairman  that  he  was  now  ready  to  present  for  consideration 
by  the  Board  the  statement  of  the  Regents  to  accompany  the  transmittal  to  the  Board 
of  Higher  Education  of  the  staff  analysis  of  the  initial  draft  of  Master  Plan  Phase  III 
and  the  statements  presented  by  the  spokesmen  for  the  Regency  Universities: 

The  Board  of  Regents,    recognizing  its  role  as  the  governing  board  for 
the  Regency  Universities,    is  desirous  of  exercising  its  educational 
leadership  in  responding  to  the  initial  draft  of  MP  III,    and  extending 
its  full  support  to  the  educational  objectives  of  its  respective  Regency 
Universities  as  outlined  in  their  responses  to  the  initial  draft  of  MP  III. 

The  Board  is  concerned  that  the  timing  of  the  initial  draft  and  the  pro- 
posed action  upon  the  final  draft  may  result  in  inadequate  discussion  to 
a  plan  so  far -ranging  for  the  State  of  Illinois  and  with  such  immediate 
consequence  for  the  respective  universities.     It  therefore  is  taking  the 
following  action: 

1.  The  Board  requests  that  final  action  upon  MP  III  be  delayed  at 
least  until  June.      The  Board  further  requests  that  the  second 
draft  of  MP  III  along  with  the  discussions  of  the  May  BHE  meeting 
be  referred  to  the  respective  governing  boards  for  their  reactions 
prior  to  their  May  meetings.     In  a  plan  of  such  long  range  conse- 
quence the  Board  requests  that  the  BHE  schedule  time  for  repre- 
sentatives to  meet  directly  with  the  respective  boards  for  discus- 
sion of  the  Master  Plan  prior  to  the  completion  of  the  final  draft. 

2.  The  Board  views  with  concern  the  abrupt  change  in  the  mission  and 
scope  of  Illinois  State  University  from  Phase  II  of  the  Master  Plan 
and  specifically  endorses  the  attached  statement  regarding  its 
scope  and  mission. 

3.  The  Board  is  forwarding  to  the  BHE  staff  the  analysis  of  and  com- 
ments regarding  the  initial  draft  of  MP  III  by  its  staff  and  the 
staffs  of  the  respective  universities,    recognizing  that  although 
there  is  major  agreement,    there  are  minor  inconsistencies  be- 
tween them  which  the  Board,    because  of  the  pressure  of  time, 

did  not  attempt  to  resolve. 

The  Regents  recognize  that  public  unders  tanding  of  all  of  higher  education 
has  changed  dramatically  during  the  past  few  years,    so   much  so  that  some 
have  questioned  the  continued  validity  of  University  education  itself.      We 
wish  to  reaffirm  our  faith  in  the  University  as  a  center  of  learning,    a  center 
of  teaching,    and  as  a  center  of  inquiry  essential  to  the  survival  of  a  free 
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society.     We  sincerely  hope  that  nothing  in  MP  III  in  any  way  reduces 
or  alters  the  commitment  of  the  State  of  Illinois  to  the  finest  principles 
of  University  Education. 

Dr.    Lund  moved  for  adoption  of  the  foregoing  statement.      The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    roll  was  called,    and  the  statement  was  adopted  unanimously.

Housing  and  Urban  Development. 


The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    roll  was  called  and  the 
Resolution   was  unanimously  adopted. 

Dr.   Knoblauch  moved,    seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    that  the  President's  Report 
for  Illinois  State  University,    as  amended,    be  approved.

Dr.    Lund  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents  authorizes  Northern  Illinois 
University  to  obtain  an  appraisal  upon  and  negotiate  with  the  owner  and/ 
or  owners  of  a  certain  parcel  of  land,  approximately  400  acres  more  or 
less,  located  at  the  Northeast  corner  of  the  intersection  of  Glidden  Road 
and  Route  72,  DeKalb  County,  Illinois,  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  land 
to  be  held  as  a  natural  reserve  for  the  research,  instructional  and  other 
educational  uses  of  Northern  Illinois  University. 

Dr.    Millar  said  he  wished  to  comment  briefly   on  an  item  in  the  President's 
Report.     He   said  he  recalled  the  President's  statement  some  time  back  that  the 
University  desired  to  bring  outstanding  scholars  to  the  University.       Dr.    Millar 
said  at  that  time  he  had  been  in  full  agreement  with  this,    but  he  hoped  that  in 
view  of  the  budgetary  constraints  with  which  higher  education  is  faced  the  Univer- 
sity would  go  slowly  in  making  such  commitments.     President  Smith  replied  that 
the  two  recommended  appointments  in  his  report  were  the  culmination  of  two  years 
of  negotiation  with  outstanding  individuals,    and  in  fact  one  was  the  specific  person 
he  had  mentioned  when  the  matter  had  been  discussed  initially  with  the  Board. 
Mr.    Cornwell  said  there  was  no  intent  to  reflect  on  the  scholarship  or  ability  of 
either  person.      President  Smith  said  it  was  not  the  University's  intention  to  recom- 
mend a  large  number  of  such  appointments. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  stated   that  it  was  his  feeling  that  it  would  be  better  to  spend  some 
of  this  salary  money  on  those  people  who  are  lower  on  the  salary  scale. 

Mr.    Smith  moved  that  the  Report  of  the  President  for  Northern  Illinois  University 
as  amended  and  presented  be  approved.       The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Barr, 
roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  with  Dr.    Knoblauch  abstaining. 

Northern  Illinois  University  Response  to  Local  963,    AFSCME  Statement 

President  Smith  read  from  a  prepared  statement  the  response  of  Northern  Illinois 
University  to  the  request  of  March  18  that  the  Board  of  Regents  authorize  the 
signing  of  the  contract  with  union  employees  which  had  been  delayed  because  of 
the  jurisdictional  dispute  between  the  Teamsters  Union  Local  330  and  Council  #34. 
His  statement,    which  is  on  file  with  the  Secretary,    in  essence  recommended  that 
the  Board  sign  the  agreement  with  an  effective  date  of  April  15,    1971,    with  the  five 
disputed  classes  of  employees  excluded,    if  the  union  will  drop  the  Board  of  Regents 
as  a  party  defendant  in  the  litigation  in  question,    and  that  the  Board  would  agree  to 
recognize  the  union  determined  by  the  Court  to  represent  the  five  classifications  in 
controversy. 
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The  Chairman  inquired  of  Mr.    Ilgen  whether  this  would  be  satisfactory  with  the 
union.     Mr.    Ilgen  replied  that  at  this  time  he  was  not  prepared  to  say,   but  would 
prefer  to  secure  a  copy  of  the  President's  statement  and  confer  with  the  union 
attorneys  before  giving  the  Board  an  answer.      President  Smith  agreed  to  make  a 
copy  of  his  statement  available  to  Mr.    Ilgen  before  the  meeting  adjourned,    and 
Mr.    Ilgen  then  agreed  to  have  a  response  from  the  union  by  the  following  Monday. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  then  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution: 

RESOLUTION  RELATIVE  TO  COLLECTIVE  BARGAINING 
AGREEMENT  -  NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

WHEREAS,    a  collective  bargaining  agreement   which  had  been  negotiated 
between  the  Illinois  State  Employees  Council,    #34,    for  and  in  behalf  of  Local 
No.    963  of  the  American  Federation  of  State,    County  and  Municipal  Employees 
(AFL-CIO)  and  the  Board  of  Regents  for  the  use  of  Northern  Illinois  University, 
covering  certain  non-academic  employees  of  Northern  Illinois  University,    was 
presented  to  this  Board  at  its  meeting  on  October  21,    1969;  and 

WHEREAS,    a  controversy  had  arisen  as  to  whether  five  classifications 
of  such  employees  were  represented  by  said  Local  No.     963  of  the  American 
Federation  of  State,    County  and  Municipal  Employees  or  by  Local  #330, 
International  Brotherhood  of  Teamsters,    Chauffeurs,    Warehousemen,    and 
Helpers  of  America,    and  suit  had  been  filed  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Sangamon 
County,    Illinois  (entitled  Frazer  v.    Board  of  Regents,    et  al.  ,    No.    3354-69) 
for  the  determination  of  the  controversy  as  to  this  representation;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  approved  the  collective  bargaining 
agreement  and  authorized  its  execution  for  all  classifications  enumerated 
in  Schedule  A  of  said  agreement,    other  than  the  five  classifications  in  contro- 
versy (motor  vehicle  operator  and  repairman,   mechanic  automobile, 
routeman,    helper  routeman,    and  storekeeper)   but  this  authorization  was  not 
acceptable  and  said  agreement  has  not  been  executed;  and 

WHEREAS,    payment  of  wages  have  been  made  at  the  wage  rates  nego- 
tiated and  the  economic  benefits    of  said  collective  bargaining  agreement 
have  been  afforded  to  the  non-academic  employees  covered  by  said  collec- 
tive bargaining  agreement,    other  than  the  employees  ia  the  five  classifications 
in  controversy; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

That  the  Board  of  Regents  authorize  the  execution  of  said  collective 
bargaining  agreement  heretofore  negotiated  between  Illinois  State  Employees 
Council,    #34,    and  the  Board  of  Regents  for  all  classifications  enumerated  in 
Schedule  A  of  said  agreement,    other  than  the  five  classifications  in  controversy, 
said  agreement  to  be  effective  as  of  April  15,    1971,    the  date  of  the  adoption  of 
this  Resolution,    contingent  upon  dismissing  Board  of  Regents  as  party  defendant, 
with  the  understanding  that  Board  will  recognize  the  Union  determined  by  Court 

to  represent  the  five  classifications  in  controversy. 
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The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called  and  the  Resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted.

FURTHER  RESOLVED  by  said  committee,    acting  on  behalf  of  the  Board 
of  Regents,    that  Illinois  Building  Authority  be  requested  to  accept  said  bids 
and  to  let  construction  contracts  for  Illinois  Building  Authority  Project  No. 
76-119,    the  Music  Building  at  Northern  Illinois  University,    accordingly,    at 
a  total  cost  of  not  to  exceed  $7,  076,  212,    with  the  understanding  that 
$6,  076,  212  of  such  costs  will  be  paid  by  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  and 
that  the  remainder  of  such  costs  will  be  paid  by  the  Board  of  Regents  from 
federal  funds  made  available  by  the  Department  of  Health,    Education  and 
Welfare  in  accordance  with  policies  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education,    and 
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STILL  FURTHER  RESOLVED  by  said  special  committee,    acting  on 
behalf  of  the  Board  of  Regents,    that  the  committee  request  that  the  Board 
of  Higher  Education  release  the  aforesaid  cost  increase  reserves  in  the 
amount  of  $451,  670  and  the  aforesaid  reserves  for  unrealized  federal 
funding  in  the  amount  of  $1,  000,  000  for  said  Illinois  Building  Authority- 
Project  No.    76-119,   the  Music  Building  at  Northern  Illinois  University;  and 

STILL  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  special  committee,    acting  on 
behalf  of  the  Board  of  Regents,    approve  the  project  budget  for  Illinois 
Building  Authority  Project  No.    76-119,    the  Music  Building  at  Northern  Illinois 
University,     in  the  amount  of  $7,  076,  212  and  approve  the  deletion  of  Illinois 
Building  Authority  Project  No.    76-120,    the  General  Purpose  Classroom 
Building  at  Northern  Illinois  University,    and  request  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  to  approve  such  deletion  and  to  reallocate  funds  authorized  for   said 
Illinois  Building  Authority  Project  No.    76-120,   the  General  Purpose  Class- 
room Building  at  Northern  Illinois  University,    to  Illinois  Building  Authority 
Project  No.    76-119,   the  Music  Building  at  Northern  Illinois  University,    in  an 
amount  necessary  to  complete  the  project  budget  for  said  Illinois  Building 
Authority  Project  No.    76-119,   the  Music  Building  at  Northern  Illinois  Univer- 
sity. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Varese,    and  the  Resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted.

POLICY  AND  LONG  RANGE  PLANNING  ISSUES  -  REPORT  ON  ATHLETICS 

Sangamon  State  University 

Dr.    Spencer  reported  that  an  intercollegiate  baseball  team  has  been  organized 
at  Sangamon  State  and  is  presently  engaged  in  a  10 -game  schedule.     Home  games 
are  played  at  Springfield's  Lanphier  Park  through  a  cooperative  arrangement  with 
the  municipal  facilities.      An  intramural  program  of  athletics  is  being  planned  for 
the  1971-72  year  in  flag  football,    basketball,    bowling,    softball,    soccer  and  possibly 
golf  and  tennis.      In  addition,    Dr.    Spencer  said,   teams  are  being  planned  for  rowing 
and  sailing.      The  Springfield  Rowing  Association  has  been  revived  and  is  being 
combined  with  a  community  group  which  is  fielding  a  competitive  team  this  spring. 
A  national  meet  is  scheduled  for  some  time  in  June. 

Mr.    Barr  inquired  into  the  financial  support  of  the  baseball  program.      The  Presi- 
dent responded  that  thus  far  student  fees  have  supported  the  program,    and  no 
budgeted  money  has  been  put  into  the  program,    but  perhaps  some  future  improve- 
ments might  be  made  out  of  capital  funds  for  playing  fields.     He   said  he  did  not 
anticipate  that  the  university  would  be  able  to  provide  locker  rooms,    field  houses 
or  other  facilities  of  a  similar  nature  at  this  time. 
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Mr.    Barr  said  it  has  been  the  practice  at  other  institutions  to  use  student  fee  money 
for  scholarships  and  financial  aid  to  intercollegiate  athletics.     While  this  practice 
may  be  acceptable,    it  is  one  which  is  being  questioned  more  and  more,   he  said,    and 
inquired  as  to  President  Spencer's  views  on  this. 

The  President  responded  that  he  doubted  very  much  that  Sangamon  State  would  be 
involved  in  subsidizing  tuition  from  fees  for  athletic  purposes. 

Northern  Illinois  University 

To  present  Northern  Illinois  University's  report  on  athletics,    President  Smith 
introduced  Mr.    Clyde  Walton,     Chairman  of  the  Athletic  Board,    a  faculty  and  student 
group  which  governs  the  program. 

Mr.    Walton  said  that  written  reports  had  been  distributed  by  mail  and  he  would  not 
attempt  to  repeat  that  information,    but  rather  comment  briefly  on  the    report  and 
summarize  what  Northern  is  doing  in  its  athletic  program.      The  athletic    program 
at  Northern,  he- continued,    is  a  balanced  program  with  considerable  emphasis  on  the 
minor  sports.      The  goal  is  to  have  an  athletic  program  that  accurately  mirrors  NIU's 
commitment  to  excellence  and  the  essential  character  of  the  University.     He  commented 
on  the  amazing  visibility  of  the  athletic  program  and  described  the  makeup  of  the 
Athletic  Board.     Northern  is  a  member  of  the  NCAA  and  the  Conference  of  Midwestern 
Universities.     Of  the  472  students    participating  in  the  current  year,    186  received    some 
kind  of  grant-in-aid  support.      A  total  of  146  grants  were  made  for  athletic  purposes, 
this  being  laid  out  by  the  NCAA  regulations,    and  included  room  and  board,   tuition  and 
fees,    rental  of  books,    but  no  spending   money.     There  are  23  faculty  members  who 
coach  for  varying  periods  of  time  in  the  athletic  program.     Northern  Illinois  is  one 
of  three  university  division  schools  in  the  State  and  as  such  gets  automatic  reporting 
of  all  scores  and  schedules  by  a  statistical  reporting  service. 

Future  development  of  the  athletic  program  at  Northern  will  be  in  interclub  sports, 
intramural  sports  and  women's  intercollegiate  athletics.     In  terms  of  finances,   the 
athletic  program  is  supported  69%  by    student  fees.     Other  significant  sources  of 
income  are  gate  receipts  and  guarantees  for  football.     NIU  does  have  a  booster  club, 
but  as  yet  no  appreciable  income  has  been  received  from  it.     In  a  student  referendum 
dealing  with  the  subject  of  mandatory  athletic  fees,   which  was  the  second  largest 
turnout  for  a  referendum,   the  students  voted  to  continue  to  have  intercollegiate 
athletics.      The  present  problems  are  three,    Mr.    Walton  reported:     (1)  because  of 
inflation  the  income  is  not  sufficient,    (2)  inadequate  fieldhouse  which  impairs  the 
operation  of  parts  of  the  program,    particularly  in  terms  of  raising  revenue  from 
basketball,    and  (3)  the  need  to  give  attention  to  the  expansion  of  programs  previously 
mentioned. 

Mr.    Walton  concluded  by  commenting  that  the  athletic  program  at  Northern   is  in 
step  with  the  University's  growth,    development  and  character  ,    and  that  it  is  a 
program  of  which  they  will  be  increasingly  proud  as  years  go  by. 

Mr.    Walton  introduced  Mr.    Robert  Brigham,     Director  of  Athletics. 
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Mr.    Barr  inquired  as  to  the  justification  for  assessing  the   students  to  provide 
financial  aid  to  a  small  group  of  students.      President  Smith  responded  that  when 
he  came  to  Northern  he  was  surprised  that  the  athletic  program  was  financed   in 
large  part  by  student  fees,    but  said  that  he  has  come  to  believe  that  this  is  really 
the  best  way  to  finance  an  athletic  program  if  there  is  to  be  one.     It  is  very  much 
out  in  the  open  --no  slush  funds,   no  under-the-table  income  or  outgo,   nothing  that 
can  be  criticized  from  that  point  of  view.     In  addition,   the  program  rests  directly 
upon  the  interest  of  those  who  pay  for  it.     As  long  as  students  feel  willing  to  assess 
themselves,   the  university  feels  it  is  the  best  way  to  finance  the  program.      As  a 
matter  of  fact,   the  President  commented,   the  re  are   many  kinds  of  activities  where 
the  whole  is  taxed  for  the  benefit  of  a  part,    adding  that  this  is  not  of  particular 
concern  to  many  students  at  Northern,    although  there  is  some  concern  in  other 
quarters. 

Mr.    Barr  said  his  concern  was  that  at  a  time  when  we  are  forced  to  raise  tuition, 
cut   back  budgets,    are  not  getting  sufficient  scholarships  because  of  financial  needs 
the  University  is  assessing  students  to  provide  financial  aid  to  other  students  who 
receive  this  aid  not  on  the  basis  of  need,   but  because  of  athletic    skill. 

The  President  responded  that  there  is  a  certain  essence  of  need,   that  full  grants 
in  aid  are  not  given.      A  certain  amount  of  money  is  set  aside  and  paid  to  individuals 
deserving  in  other  ways.      Some  of  the  fees  are  used  to  send  less  fortunate  persons 
to  school  and  pay  their  fees.     The  program  at  Northern   does  spread  the  benefits 
to  other  students,   to  non-athletes  as  well  as  athletes. 

Mr.    Cornwell   inquired  into  the  attitude  of  the   students,    and  Mr.    Scott  Buckles 
advised  that  the  Student  Association  has  recently  become  concerned  with  the  grants- 
in-aid  program.      They  are  looking  at  the  program  now,    he  advised,    and  advised 
that  he  could  not  speak  to  the  problem  at  this  time  in  terms  of  what  has  been  found. 
He  said  he  personally  felt  that  the  athletic  program  is  good  and  should  be  continued, 
although  the  Association  is  questioning  certain  priorities  in  terms  of  funding  for 
scholarships. 

Mr.    Cornwell  said  Mr.    Walton  had  indicated  there  would  have  to  be  more  money  to 
meet  inflation,    and  he  asked  if  there  were  any  particular  plans  for  getting  this 
money. 

President  Smith  said  he  had  twice  written  the  Regents  to  indicate  that  he  saw  this 
problem  on  the  horizon  and  that  the    University  might  have  to  come  to  the  Board  to 
ask  for  some  increase  in  this  fee.     He  said  he    had  also  known  that  the  Athletic 
Board  has  had  its  budget  under  consideration  for  the  next  year.      They  have  trimmed 
it  responsibly  and  will  continue  to  do  so,    but,    as  Mr.    Walton  had  pointed  out,   inflation 
over  the  past  six  years  had  brought  the  University  to  the  point  where  it  has  two 
options  --  reduce  the  level  of  the  program  or  find  more  income  for  the  program. 
He  said  that  after  its  last  meeting  the  Athletic  Board  had  advised  him   of  their  finding 
that  the  problem  of  maintaining  an  intercollegiate  athletic  program  would  require 
an  increase  of  $4.  00  per  semester,    and  had  recommended  to  him  that  he  take  the 
steps  necessary  to  increase  this  fee  effective  September  1971.      President  Smith  said 
it  was  quite  probable  that  he  would  make  such  a  recommendation  to  the  Board  at  its 
next  meeting. 
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The  President  said  the  Regents  might  be  interested  in  a  somewhat  unscientific,   but 
nevertheless  interesting,    survey  taken  by  one  of  the  student  members  of  the 
Athletic  Board  who  had  stationed  himself  at  four  busy  corners  around  the  campus 
on  three  days.     He  had  handed  out  cards  asking  for  an  opinion  on  the  question; 
would  you  approve  of  an  increase  in  the  mandatory  athletic  fee  next  year  of  not 
more  than  $4.  00  per  semester?      He  received  314  affirmative  answers  and  186 
negative. 

Illinois  State  University 

President  Geigle  introduced  Dr.    Milton  Weisbecker  and  asked  him  to  make  the 
report  on  athletics  for  Illinois  State  University.     Dr.    Geigle  also  introduced 
Mr.    Warren  Perry. 

Dr.    Weisbecker    said  his  comments  would  be  directed  toward  the  original  charge 
from  the  Board  -  a  report  on  existing  programs,    planned  programs,   with  whom 
ISU  competes  in  athletics,    sources  of  income,    and  educational  benefits  derived  from 
the  program. 

Like  NIU,    Illinois  State  is  a  member  of  the  NCAA  and  the  Conference  of  Midwestern 
Universities,    both  of  which  are  viewed  as  external  programs  and  provide  avenues 
to  promote  and  study  athletics.     Internally  the  program  is  controlled  by  the  Athletic 
Board  which  is  the  policy  making  body.     This  board  is  student  oriented,    with  five 
students  serving  as  members  along  with  faculty,    a  member  of  the  administration, 
a  member  of  the  alumni,    the  head  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Education,    and 
the  Director  of  Athletics.      The  Board  approves  the  budget,     scholarships,  schedules, 
but  not  without  discussion  and  thought.     There  is  excellent  student  involvement  in  the 
program,    with  attendance  averaging  between  60  and  70  percent  at  ballgames. 

ISU  competes  in  ten  sports,    schedules  good  competition,    and  competes  favorably 
in  all  sports  with  the  possible  exception  of  football.     An  analysis  has  shown  that 
there  are  450  student  participants  some  of  whom  compete  in  more  than  one  program. 
Student  body  interest  is  excellent,    with  over  420,  000  tickets  issued  for  games  this 
past  year. 

All  coaches  with  the  exception  of  three  are  also  involved  in  teaching,   the  percentage 
depending  upon  the  demand  of  the  particular  sport. 

Approximately  one-half  of  the  operational  income  comes  from  student  fees,    and 
one-quarter  from  gate  receipts.     Other  income  is  derived  from  contributions, 
program  advertising,    guarantees  and  entry  fees.     With  the  student  population   increas- 
ing the  income,    ISU  has  been  able  to  develop  its  athletic  program,    their  philosophy 
being  to  develop  at  the   same  rate  as  the  University.     However,   with  enrollment 
ceilings  being  imposed,   the  program  will  have  to  be  leveled  off. 

Illinois  State  has  not  been  involved  in  grants-in-aid  for  a  long  period  of  time. 
Prior  to  1968-69  it  was  merely  a  tuition  and  fees  program,    progressed  to  a  policy 
of  one -half  of  room  and  board  plus  tuition  and  fees,  and  could  hold  the  program  down 
and  not  go  to  the  scholarship  program  because  of  the  smaller  schools  which  were 
scheduled.     ISU  is  now  interested  in  a  program  which  will  reflect  its  image  as  an 
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emerging  University  and  has  adopted  a  program  which  will  allow  it  to  compete 
with  similar  schools.     When  ISU  went  into  the  conference  a  long  range  plan  was 
developed  to  make  it  competitive  with  the  other  institutions,    and  next  year  185 
scholarships  will  be  awarded.      Due  to  enrollment  ceilings  and  the  increase  in 
costs,   the  University  has  cut  back  and  will   keep  costs  realistic  and  reasonable. 

As  to  benefits  derived  from  the  athletic  program,    Dr.    Weisbecker  commented  on 
self- discipline,    the  benefits  derived  from  the  association  with  other  students  and 
the  coaches,   the  values  of  winning  and  losing,    the  common  bonds  developed  by 
students,    faculty  and  townspeople,   the  public  examination  which  can  be  painful  but 
also  motivating,    and  the  pride  generated  which  carries  over  into  other  university 
activitie  s. 

Mr.  Cornwell  inquired  into  the  amount  of  the  student  fees,  and  Dr.  Weisbecker 
stated  that  at  ISU  there  is  no  set  amount  for  athletic  fees,  as  assessed  by  other 
universities,  but  the  $33.  50  fee  covers  a  whole  host  of  activities.  The  Athletic 
Board  develops  a  budget  and  this  must  be  justified  before  the  budget  committee. 

Mr.    Cornwell  inquired  whether  the  financing  is  adequate  for  an  expanded  financial 
aids  program,    and  Mr.    Weisbecker  replied  that  at  this  point  in  time  ISU  can  be 
competitive  in  all  sports    and  the  scholarship  program  is  adequate  for  the  university 
to  have  a  very  fine  program  which  will  reflect  the  image  of  ISU. 

Mr.    Barr  inquired  whether  Dr.    Weisbecker  could  add  anything  in  response  to  the 
question  posed  to  Mr.    Walton  and  Dr.    Spencer.     Mr.    Weisbecker  said  that  the 
success  of  an  athletic  program  is  commensurate  with  scholarships  given  --  that 
is  the  harsh,    cold  fact.      The  most  logical  argument,    he  thought,    for  financing 
grants-in-aid  from  student  fees  lies  in  the  fact  of  student  participation.      If  one 
should  study  the  success  of  these  students  and  analyze  the  efficiency  of  the  expendi- 
ture of  money  on  athletics  as  compared  with  other  scholarships,    it  would  appear 
the  money  is  wisely  spent.     He  added  that  faced  with  the  fact  of  inflation,    he  thought 
the  NCAA  would  propose  that  financial  need  be  a  primary  determining  factor  in  the 
award  of  grants-in-aid  for  athletes. 

The  complete  reports  of  Northern  Illinois  University  and  Illinois  State  University 
are  on  file  with  the  Secretary. 

EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  -  NO,    33 

Section  I  -   Board  of  Higher  Education  Actions 

Dr.    Matsler  reported  briefly  on  actions  by  the  BHE  in  May:    the  adoption  of  the 
revised  second  draft  of  Master  Plan  Phase  III;  the  approval  of  the  request  for  auth- 
orization to  use  funds  from  the  General  Purpose  Classroom  Building  project  for 
the  Music  Building  at  NIU,    along  with  the  release  of  the  cost  increase  reserve  fund 
and  the  unrealized  federal  funding;  the  announcement  that  the  report  of  Committee  N 
on  governance  would  be  received  in  June;  and  the  report  to  the  BHE    on  the  feasibility 
of  the  National  Accelerator  Laboratory  being  used  as  a  possible  campus. 
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Section  II  -  Request  to  Transfer  Funds 

Dr.    Matsler  requested  permission  to  seek  a  transfer  of  $3000  from  Contractual 

Services  to  Travel  in  the  Central  Office  appropriation. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved,    seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    that  the  request  to  transfer  funds 
within  the  Central  Office  appropriation  be  approved.     Roll  was  called  and  the  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

Section  III  -  House  Resolution  78 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  a  resolution  which  had  been  prepared  in  response  to  HR78 
which  requests  the  universities  to  create  an  atmosphere  of  cooperation  with 
recruiting  officers. 

Mr.    Barr  moved  for  adoption  of  the  Resolution  as  presented.     The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  has  received  a  copy  of  House  Reso- 
lution  78,    adopted  by  the  House  of  Representatives  on  March  17,    1971,    in 
which  it  is  requested  "that  the  Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Education,   the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Illinois,    the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University,    the  Board  of  Governors  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities, 
and  the  Board  of  Regents  adopt  a  uniform  policy,    and  to  instruct  the  govern- 
ing  head  of  each  institution  of  higher  learning  under  their  jurisdiction  to 
comply  with  such  policy  so  as  to  accomplish  the  following: 

1.  Create  an  atmosphere  of  cooperation  with  all  recruitment 
officers  of  the  armed  services  of  the  United  States. 

2.  Instill  in  the  students  and  faculty  of  each  institution  respect 
and  admiration  for  the  men  in  uniform  who  perform  such 
services. 

3.  In  no  manner  interfere  with  the  appearance  of  such  officers 
any  place  on  campus,    either  with  or  without  uniform. 

4.  Allow  such  recruitment  officers  to  conduct  their  recruitment 
activities  at  such  place  or  places  where  students  congregate 
where  it  will  not  reasonably  interfere  with  educational  activities.  " 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents  that 
this  Board  declare  that  it  is  not  the  policy  of  this  Board  or  of  any  Regency 
University  to  withhold  cooperation  with  or  to  unduly  restrict  or  interfere 
with  representatives  of  the  armed  services  in  their  recruitment  activities 
on  the  campuses  of  the  Regency  Universities,    and 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,    that  the  Board  of  Regents  state  that  it  is  the 
policy  of  this  Board  to  cooperate  with  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States 
in  offering  opportunities  to  the  students  of  the  Regency  Universities  and 
instruct  the  president  and  staff  of  each  of  the  Regency  Universities  to  cooper- 
ate in  accomplishing  the  objectives  set  forth  in  said  Resolution  78,    and  fur- 
ther expresses  its  willingness  to  cooperate  with  other  state  institutions  of 
higher  learning   in  formulating  a  uniform  policy  of  cooperation  with  the 
representatives  of  the  armed  forces  in  carrying  on  such  activities. 


Section  IV  -  New  Programs  at  Sangamon  State  University 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the  complete  programs  had  been  mailed  several  weeks 
prior  to  the  meeting  to  members  of  the  Board,    and  he  called  attention  to  the    sum- 
mary in  his  report.      While  the  programs  look  rather  traditional,    he  said,    the 
basic  premise  is  that  the  degree  program  should  be  based  on  the  liberal  arts  founda- 
tion.     The  innovation  comes    in  the  university  program  which  resolves  around  four 
themes.      The  programs  are  relevant  and  appear  to  have  meaning  for  students. 
Prior  to  the  arrival  of  President  Spencer,    a  committee  of  the  Board  established 
broad  guidelines  and  developed  the  budget  for  the  first  year.      Some  of  their  ideas 
had  continued  on  through,    but  there  have  been  many  changes. 

Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  briefly  the  degree  programs,     undergraduate  professional 
studies,   the  supporting  curriculum  and  the  admission  policies.     He  called  special 
attention  to  the  graduation  requirements  which,    in  addition  to  the  requirement 
for  the  usual  number  of  quarter  hours  of  study,    call  for  endorsements  of  communica- 
tion skills  and  submission  of  a  graduation  report.      The  M.  A.    degree,    he  continued, 
reflects  the  public  affairs  theme  throughout  the  program.      The  University  has  walked 
a  narrow  path,    attempting  to  provide  the  bread  and  butter  courses  the  community 
wants  on  the  one  hand,    and  on  the  other  meeting  its  mandate  to  be  a  university  which 
is  public  affairs  oriented. 

Dr.    Knoblauch   moved  that  the  Regents  approve  the  Sangamon  State  University 
Academic  Status  Report:     1971  and  direct  that  the  proposal  be   submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education  for  its  review  and  approval  of  the  degree  programs 
at  its  July  1971  meeting;  and  further  that  the  programs  at  Sangamon  State  University 
be  reviewed  annually  by  the  staffs  of  the  University  and  the  Board  of  Regents  with 
the  intent  of  eliminating  any  program  for  which  continuation  does  not  appear  to  be 
justified.     The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Varese,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  V  -  Amendment  of  Benefits  Regulation 

It  was  recommended  that  in  order  to  conform  with  national  and  state  practices, 
the  observance  of  the  Memorial  Day  holiday  should  be  changed  from  the  "fourth 
Monday  in  May"  to  the  "last  Monday  in  May".      (APPENDIX   D.    BOARD  REGU- 
LATIONS,   SECTION  IV.    OPERATING  STAFF,    SUBSECTION  C.    BENEFITS, 
ITEM  4.    HOLIDAYS) 

Dr.  Knoblauch  moved,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Masters,  that  the  appropriate  section 
of  the  Board  Regulations  be  amended  as  recommended.  Roll  was  called  and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 
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Section  VI  -  Report  of  Legal  Counsel 

Mr.    Mathias  reported  on  the  status  of  the  case  in  the  United  States  District  Court, 

Eastern  District  of  Missouri  entitled  Eugene  J.    Dednam  v.    Board  of  Regents  et  al. 

He  also  reported  that  a  settlement  had  been  made  with  Mrs.    Lilliam  M.    Cortelyou 
for  expenses  incurred  by  her  as  the  result  of  a  fall  at  the  NIU  Field  House  in  1968. 

Mr.    Mathias  reported  on  the  status  of  certain  legislative  proposals  pending  in  the 
General  Assembly. 

Mrs.    Masters  moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    that  the  Executive  Director's 
Report  No.    33  be  accepted.      The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

RECURRING  INSTITUTIONAL  MATTERS 

Sangamon  State  University  -   President's  Report 

President  Spencer  reported  on  active  applications  for  admission  for  the  fall 
quarter  of  1971;  the  enrollment  report  for  the  spring  quarter  1971;  and  a  compari- 
son of  enrollment  patterns.

From:  F.    R.    Geigle 

I  have  recently  received  several  letters    expressing  various  points 
of  view  about  collective  bargaining  for  the  faculty  at  Illinois  State  Univer- 
sity.    Copies  of  these  letters  have  been  shared  with  each  of  you,    including 
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the  request  of  the  Illinois  State  University  Section  of  the  Illinois  Associa- 
tion for  Higher  Education  for  recognition  as  the  sole  bargaining  agent. 

It  is  my  best  judgment  that  Illinois  State  University  should  look  very 
carefully  at  the  matter  of  collective  bargaining.      Various  bills  are  now 
pending  before  the  General  Assembly  that  would  affect  all  of  our  employees, 
not  limited  to  faculty.     We  should  not  act  until  we  know  the  outcome  of  these 
legislative  efforts. 

I  am  requesting  the'  Vice  Presidents  of  the  University  and  the  College 
Deans  to  make  a  study  of  the  several  proposals  for  collective  bargaining. 
It  seems  premature,    therefore,    to  make  a  decision  at  this  time  pertaining 
to  the  request  for  recognition. 

Unless  you  feel   otherwise,    I  will  reply  accordingly  to  the  IAHE, 
AAUP,    and  others. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Julian,   that  the  foregoing  letter  be  received 
by  the  Board.      The  motion  carried  by  acclamation. 

COMPUTER  SERVICE  BUILDING  -  NIU 

Mr.    Mathias  advised  that  in  November  1970  the  Board  had  taken  action  authorizing 
the  expenditure  of  $240,  000,    including  construction,    site  development,   fees  and 
contingency  for  the  Computer  Service  Building  at  Northern  Illinois  University,    and 
at  this  same  time  authorization  was  given  to  pay  for  the  project  from  revenue  bond 
surplus  funds  to  be  reimbursed  from  General  Revenue  capital  funds  when  available 
and  to  include  this  item  as  an  amendment  to  the  FY  73  capital  request.

Masters  and  it  carried  unanimously. 

EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  NO.    34 

Section  I  -   Board  of  Higher  Education  Actions 

Board  of  Higher  Education  actions  at  its  June    meeting  and  which  were  of  interest  to 

the  Regency  Universities  were  reviewed  by  Dr.    Matsler: 

a.  Approval  of  reorganization  of  the  Department  of  Sociology  and  Anthro- 
pology at  NIU  into  two  separate  departments. 

b.  Approval  of  the  development  of  a  major  in  International  Business  at  NIU. 

c.  Receipt  of  the  report  of  Committee  N    on  governance. 

d.  Adoption  of  recommendations  presented  in  a  recently  completed  Articulation 
Study. 

e.  Adoption  of  a  timetable  and  guidelines  for  developing  a  statewide  plan  for 
use  of  computer  resources  in  higher  educational  institutions., 

f.  Approval  of  the  priority  ranking  of  capital  projects  for  the  July- August- 
September  quarter. 

There  was  a  brief  discussion  of  some  of  the  comments  in  the  summary  of  findings  and 
recommendations  of  Committee  N.     Mrs.    Masters  said  she  found  the  recommendation 
that  there  be  no  requirement  for  political  or  other  balance  in  the  composition  of  boards 
a  rather  puzzling  recommendation,    and  she  inquired  whether  Dr.    Matsler  could  explain 
the  reasoning  behind  it.     Dr.    Matsler  replied  that  to  the  best  of  his  recollection  the 
rationale  was  that  the  Governor,    with  the  responsibility  of  appointing  board  members, 
must  represent  all  the  people  of  the  State  and  his  appointments  might  have  a  greater 
impact  and  better  meet  the  needs  of  the  State  if  he  were  free  to  appoint  members  with- 
out regard  to  political  persuasions. 

In  response  to  the  Chairman's  inquiry  as  to  the  status  of  the  report,    Dr.    Matsler 
said  it  was  his  understanding  that  the  BHE  had  received  the  report  but  that  nothing 
would  be  done  before  fall,    1971. 
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Section  II  -    Three  Year  Baccalaureate  Program  Study 

Dr.    Matsler  asked  Dr.    Charles  Brim,    Planning  Director,    to  explain  what  the  Central 

Staff  has  been  doing  relative  to  the  study,, 

Dr.    Brim  said  that  during  the  past   few  years  a  number  of  rather  searching  questions 
have  been  raised  concerning  the  current  procedures  and  requirements  for  different 
kinds  of  programs  at  the  bachelor's  level  and  various  stages  at  the  graduate  level. 
A  number  of  proposals  have  been  put  forth  by  individuals  suggesting  some  revision 
should  be  made  in  the  so-called  lockstep   procedure  employed  by  most  universities 
to  grant  credit  toward  degrees.     Some  reports  have  made  specific  recommendations 
and  a  few  institutions  have  studied  and  implemented  programs  for  reducing  the  length 
of  time  it  takes  to  receive  certain  degrees.     This  has  been  under    discussion  for  some 
time  by  various  individuals  in  Illinois,  and  the  Joint  University  Advisory  Committee 
has  agreed  to  study  the  problem  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  Regency  System  and 
report  on  a  number  of  items  to  the  Board  at  its  October  meeting.      Dr.    Brim  said  one 
of  the  things  the  Committee  is  interested  in  studying  is  the  possibility  of  encouraging 
students  who  are  capable  to  reduce  the  time  it  takes  for  the  B.  A.    and  B.  S.    degrees 
from   4  to  3j  or  even  3  years   by  perhaps  allowing  those  who  are  capable  to  meet   re- 
quirements through  methods  other  than  attending  classes.     This  might  include  credit 
for  military  service,    credit  given  as  the  result  of  examination  such  as  the  college 
entrance  exam,    and  various  kinds  of  credit  for  in-service  training  similar  to  student 
teaching  internships.      The  Joint   University  Advisory  Committee  will  look  into  these 
things  and  report  to  the  Board  in  October. 

Dr.    Ira  Cohen,     Chairman  of  the  Committee,    said  that  the  October  report  would  be  on 
educational  developments  and  alternative  delivery  systems,    and  would  encompass    some 
of  what    Dr.    Brim  had  mentioned  along  with  several  other  things.      The  Committee    will 
report  on  what  is  being  done  on  the  campuses,    but  he  wanted  to  make  it  clear  that 
nothing  in  the  report  would  supersede  the  campus  curriculum  structure. 

Mr.    Barr  advised  that  the  Board  and  its  staff  does  intend  to  supply  increased  leader- 
ship in  these  areas. 

President  Spencer  commented  that  the  moments  of  greatest  intimacy  among  the 
presidents  are  when  they  feel  threatened  by  the  Board  staff.      Procedurally,    he  con- 
tinued,   the  suggestion  of  the  baccalaureate  program  study   is  a  direct  invasion  of  the 
planning    responsibilities  of  the  institutions.     He  said  he  felt  the  institutions  should 
be  given  the  prerogative  to  continue  planning   and  invite  the  concern  of  the  Joint  Univer- 
sity Advisory  Committee,    but  that  the  institutions  should  do  the  exploring  and  the  pro- 
posing of  such  programs. 

Dr.    Matsler  said  it  was  not  the  intent  of  the  Central  Staff  to  impose  on  the  universities 
programs  which  they  do  not  want,    but  added  he  thought  that  the  Joint  University  Advisory 
Committee  and  the  Board  could  act  as  a  catalyst  without  in  any  way  usurping  the  pre- 
rogatives of  the  campuses. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  the  relationship  between  the  universities  and  the  Board  and 
its  staff  must  not  be  an  adversary   relationship.    In  order  to  strengthen  the  system, 
he  said,   the  Board  must  have  a  strong  staff  to  coordinate  and  supply  leadership  to  the 
universities  within  the  system.     He  added  that  he  was  looking  forward  to  the  October 
report.

Mr.    Smith  stated  he  felt  such  a  study  to  be  an  implementation  of  the  Board's  policy- 
making function.      Governing  boards  must  continually  be  concerned  about  policy 
making    because  they  do  have  a  responsibility  to  move  their  systems  forward   and 
he  added  he  favored  such  a  study.      The  obvious  benefit,   he  thought  is  that  it  would 
give  the  other  universities  the  benefit  of  Sangamon  State's  experience.     He  said  he 
did  not  think  the  Board  could  devise  a  better  method  for  cross  fertilization. 

Section  ILL  -  New  Programs  at  Illinois  State  University 

Dr.    Brim  advised  that  the  detailed  proposals  of  the  two  new  programs  had  been 

mailed  to  the  Regents  in  advance  of  the  meeting,    and  he  reviewed  briefly  the  two 

proposals. 

Mr.    Shuman  moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    that  the  Regents  approve  the  request 
of  Illinois  State  University  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  in  Medical  Technology 
program  and  direct  that  the  proposal  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education 
for  its  review  and  approval.     The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Mrs.    Masters  moved,    seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,   that  the  Regents  approve  the  request 
of  Illinois  State  University  to  create  a    Department  of  Counselor  Education  and  direct 
that  the  proposal  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  for  its  review  and 
approval.      The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.    Brim  said  he  would  encourage  the  Board  to  suggest  to  the  institutions  that  they 
be  even  more  thorough  in  their  evaluation  of  such  future  requests  because  of  the 
anticipated  financial  difficulties  the  institutions  will  experience  in  the  coming  years. 
The  staff  realizes,    he   said,    that  most  of  these  kinds  of  requests  do  not  have  additional 
state  funds  but  do  require  internal  reallocation  of  funds.      The  staff  would  encourage 
that  such  administrative  reorganizations  be  limited  to  those  which  will  appreciably 
improve  the  programs  involved. 

Section  IV  -   Board  Regulations  -  Educational  Requirements,    Academic  Staff 
Mr.    Hatch,    Personnel  Coordinator,    reviewed  the  background  of  the  regulation  and 
advised  that  the  proposed  regulation  would  provide  greater  flexibility  for  the  institu- 
tions   and  clear  the  way  for  the  universities  to  grant  rank  to  qualified  individuals  who 
may  not  possess  the  usual  academic  degree  prerequisites,    but  who  do  possess  excep- 
tional or  special  credentials. 

President  Geigle  said  he  would  prefer  that  this  be   an  institutional  matter  rather  than 
an  overall  policy  of  the  Board.      Mr.    Barr  commented  that  the  Board  has  the  authority 
and  responsibility  to  hire  faculty  and  must  establish  guidelines  without  being  too 
restrictive.     He  said  he  thought  it  most  appropriate  for  the  Board  to  adopt  the  regu- 
lation. 

Mr.    Smith  moved,     seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    that  the  proposed  regulation  be 
adopted  (APPENDIX  D.    BOARD  REGULATIONS,    SECTION  III.   ACADEMIC  STAFF, 
SUBSECTION  A.    APPOINTMENTS).     The  motion  carried  unanimously. 
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Section  V  -  Transfer  of  Funds 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved,    seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    that  the  Regents  approve  the  transfer 

of  $2000  of  the  FY1971    Central  Office  appropriation  from  Contractual  Services  to 

Operation  of  Automotive  Equipment,    as  authorized  by  PA  76-2412.      The  motion  carried 

unanimously. 

Section  VI  -  Administrative  Assistant 

Mr.    Smith  moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    that  subject  to  sufficient  appropriations 
the  Board  approve  the  appointment  of  Mr.    Sam  Baker  to  the  position  of  Assistant  to  the 
Executive  Director,    effective  July  1,    1971,    at  a  montly  salary  of  $875.  00.     The  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

Section  VII  -  Report  of  Legal  Counsel 

Mr.    Mathias,     Legal  Counsel,    reported  on  the  status  of  several  matters  in  litigation 

and  involving  the   Board  of  Regents. 

Music  Building  -  NIU 

Mr.    Mathias    advised  that  the  project  cost  for  the  Music  Building  at  Northern 
Illinois  University  has  now  been  determined  and  that  the  Illinois  Building  Authority 
has  submitted  a  permanent  lease  fixing  the  definite  dollar  amounts  of  the  rentals  and 
has  requested  that  a  permanent  lease  be  executed.      Mr.    Mathias  presented  a  Resolution 
authorizing  the  execution  of  this  lease: 

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,   the  76th  General  Assembly  declared  it  to  be  in  the  public  inte- 
rest for  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  to  construct  a  Music  Building  and  a 
General  Purpose  Classroom  Building  at  Northern  Illinois  University  for  the 
Board  of  Regents;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  have  approved  the  project  budget  for 
the  Music  Building  at  Northern  Illinois  University  and  have  approved  the  deletion 
of  Illinois  Building  Authority  Project  #76-120,    the  General  Purpose  Classroom 
Building  at  Northern  Illinois  University,    and  the  reallocation  of  a  portion  of  the

Purpose  Classroom  Building  to  Illinois  Building  Authority  Project  #76-119,    the 
Music  Building  at  Northern  Illinois  University;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  76th  General  Assembly  appropriated  funds  to  the  Board  of 
Regents  to  be  paid  to  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  as  rent  under  the  terms  of  a 
lease  to  be  entered  into  between  said  Authority  as  Lessor  and  said  Board   as 
Lessee  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  said  Music  Building  project;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  officers  of  this  Board  of  Regents,    pursuant  to  general 
authority  heretofore  given,    executed  an  interim  lease  and  it  is  now  proposed 
to  enter  into  a  permanent  lease  covering  said  Music  Building  project; 
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NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents  that:

Produce  Purchasing  -  NIU 

Mr.    Mathias  advised  that  he  had  discussed  with  representatives  of  Northern 
Illinois  University  their  purchasing  of  perishable  produce.     The  practices  are  being 
reviewed  by  the  university  and  a  report  on  these  practices  will  be  made  to  the  Board 
in  July. 

Auxiliary  Enterprise  and  Bond  Revenue  Funds  Reserve  -  ISU 

Because  of  certain  special  provisions  incorporated  in  the  Resolutions  creating 
the  University  Facilities  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1970  and  1970A,    respectively  dated 
August  1,    1970  and  November  1,    1970,    Mr.    Mathias  advised  it  was  important  that  author- 
ization for  use  or  for  reserves  for  the  use  of  certain  surplus  revenues  generated  at 
ISU  prior  to  July  1,    1970,    be  adopted  prior  to  July  1,    1971.     He  presented  the  following 
Resolution  for  consideration  by  the  Board:

(i)         Section  7(F)   of  the  resolution  adopted  March  23,    1959  establishing 
"The  Teachers  College  Board   Revenue  Fund  of  1959  for  Illinois 
State  Normal  University  at  Normal,    Illinois"  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  "Series  195  9  Revenue  Fund")  in  connection  with  an  issue 
of  $3,600,  000    Student  Residence  Hall  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of 
of   1959   for  Illinois  State  Normal  University  dated  April  1,    1959. 
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(ii)       Section  7(F)   of  the  resolution  adopted  February  20,    1961,    establishing 
"The    Teachers  College  Board  Revenue  Fund  of  1961  for  Illinois  State 
Normal  University  at  Normal,    Illinois"  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
"Series  1961  Revenue  Fund")   in  connection  with  an  issue  of  $4,  000,  000 
Student  Residence  Hall  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1961  for  Illinois  State 
Normal  University  dated  March  1,    1961. 

(iii)      Section  7(6)  of  the  resolution  adopted  December  11,    1961,    establishing 
"The  Teachers  College  Board  Physical  Education  Revenue  Fund  of 
1961   for  Illinois  State  Normal  University  at  Normal,    Illinois"  (herein- 
after   referred  to  as  the  "Series    1961A  Revenue  Fund")    in  connection 
with  an  issue  of  $1,  375,  000  Physical  Education  Revenue  Bonds, 
Series  of  1961  for  Illinois  State  Normal  University  dated  December  1, 
1961.

"The  Teachers  College  Board  Revenue  Fund  of  1963  for  Illinois  State 
Normal  University  at  Normal,    Illinois"  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  "Series  of  1963  Revenue  Fund")   in  connection  with  an  issue  of 
$6,750,000  Residence  Halls  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1963  for  Illinois 
State  Normal  University  dated  June  1,    1963. 

(v)        Section  9(F)  of  the  resolution  adopted  May  17,     1965    establishing  "The 
Teachers  College  Board  Revenue  Fund  of  1965  for  Illinois  State 
University  at  Normal,    Normal,    Illinois"    (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  "Series  of  1965  Revenue  Fund")   in  connection  with  an  issue  of 
$8,000,000  Residence  Halls  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1965  for  Illinois 
State  University  at  Normal   dated   April  1,    1965;  and 

WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Governors  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities  re- 
served unto  itself  the  right  to  use  for  any  lawful  purpose  Surplus  Revenues  as 
specifically  provided  by  Section  9(F)    of  the  resolution  adopted  May  15,    1967    es- 
tablishing "The  Board  of  Governors  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities  Revenue 
Fund  of  1967  for  Illinois  State  University  at  Normal   $15,200,  000  Building 
Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1967"  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Series  of  1967 
Revenue  Fund");  and 

WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Regents  is  by  statute  the   successor  to  The  Teachers 
College  Board  and  The  Board  of  Governors  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities  with 
all  rights,    powers  and  duties  thereof  incident  to  bonds  issued  for  Illinois  State 
University;  and 

WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Regents  reserved  unto  itself  the  right  to  use  for 
any  lawful  purpose  Surplus  Revenues  as  specifically  provided  by  Section  6.  07 
of  the  resolutions  adopted  September  17,    1970  and  December  20,    1970  establishing 
"University  Facilities  Revenue  Fund  for  Illinois  State  University"  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  "University  Facilities  Revenue  Fund")   in  connection  with 
University  Facilities  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1970  and  1970A,    respectively, 
dated   August  1,    1970   and  November  1,    1970;    and 
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WHEREAS  except  for  the  University  Facilities  Revenue  Fund,   which 
will  have  no  Surplus  Revenues  before  June  30,    1971,    there  are,    by  virtue  of 
having  been  generated  before  creation  of  the  University  Facilities  Revenue  Fund 
to  which  are  pledged  Surplus  Revenues  of  all  other  said  Revenue  Funds  beginning 
with  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  June  30,    1971,    Surplus  Revenues  in  each  of  said  Rev- 
enue Funds  in  the  amounts  shown  in  Exhibit  "A"  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part 
hereof,    none  of  which  has  heretofore  been  used,    pledged  nor  hypothecated  except 
for  $277,455  of  the  Surplus  Revenues  in  the  Series  1961A  Revenue  Fund  hereto- 
fore applied  to  other  purposes  by  action  of  the  Board  of  Regents  taken  June  13, 
1969,    May  3,    1970  and  September  17,    1970;  and 

WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Regents  now  finds  it  necessary  and  desirable  to 
use,    or  reserve  for  use,    said  Surplus  Revenues  for  certain  specific  purposes: 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents: 

Section  1.      That  the  $2  38,  568  balance  of  the  Surplus  Revenues  in  said 
Series  1961A  Revenue  Fund  be  held  for  use  and  used  as  follows* 

(i)  $42,  500.  00  to  construct,  including  payment  of  all  costs  incident 
thereto,  a  blacktop  surface  on  the  parking  lot  of  the  golf  course 
at  Illinois  State  University  in  accordance  with  construction  con- 
tract award  by  theBoard  of  Regents  on  even  date  herewith. 

(ii)        $196,  068.  00  to  partially  finance  the  construction  of  a  student 

recreation  building  at  Illinois  State  University,    including  all   costs  in- 
cident thereto,    of  which  the  balance  is  to  be  provided  from  other  rev- 
enue   sources    including  those  indicated  in  Section  4(i)  and    Section  5 
of  this  resolution. 

Section  2.      That  the  $996,294  Surplus  Revenues  in  said  Series  1965 
Revenue  Fund  shall  be  held  for  use  and  used  as  follows: 

(i)         $200,  000  to  construct,    including  payment  of  all  costs  incident  thereto, 
remodelling  improvements  to  Fell  Hall  at  Illinois  State  University 
in  accordance  with  construction  contract  award  by  the  Board  of  Regents 
at  its  meeting  of  May  20,    1971. 

(ii)        $97,  000  to  construct,    including  payment  of  all  costs  incident  thereto, 
remodelling  improvements  to  Walker  Hall  at  Illinois  State  University 
in  accordance  with  construction  contract  award  by  the   Board  of 
Regents    at  its  meeting  of  May  20,    1971. 

(iii)      The  $699,  294  remainder  to  fund  reserves  as  provided  in  Section  3 
hereof. 

Section  3.      That  the  Bond  Reserve  Account  and  Depreciation  Reserve 
Account  in  said  Series  1961A  Revenue  Fund,    Series  1965  Revenue  Fund  and 
Series  1967  Revenue  Fund  be  fully  funded  to  the  extent  possible  by  applying 
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to  each   in  the  order  herein  cited  the  entire  remainder  of  said  Surplus 
Revenues  not  otherwise  applied  in  Section   1  and  2  hereof,    it  being  the 
intent  of  the  Board  of  Regents  to  substitute  for  the  amounts  shown  in 
Exhibit  "A"    as  the  current  requirements  of  said  reserves,    the  fully- 
funded   amounts  of  each  to  the  extent  permitted  hereby. 

Section  4.      That  Surplus  Revenues  in  said  University  Facilities  Revenue 
Fund  as  and  when  available  be  reserved  for  use  and  used  for  the  following 
purposes  in  the  following  order; 

(i)         $178,  932.00  to  partially  finance  the  construction  of  a  student  re- 
creation building  at  Illinois  State  University,   including  all  costs 
incident  thereto  of  which  the  balance  is  to  be  provided  from  other 
revenue   sources  including  those  indicated  in  Section  l(ii)  and 
Section  5  hereof. 

(ii)        To  complete  the  funding  of  the  reserves  as  provided  in  Section  3 
hereof. 

(iii)      To  create  a  Rehabilitation  and  Development  Reserve  in  an  amount 

equal  to  10%  of  the  original  amount  of  each  series  of  bonds  outstanding 
from  time  to  time  for  Illinois  State  University,    said  Rehabilitation 
and  Development  Reserve  to  be  held  in  said  University  Facilities 
Reserve  Fund   in  addition  to  all  other  reserves  and  accounts  required 
to  be  maintained  therein,    it  being  the  intent  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
hereby  to  create  a  reserve  in  addition  to  those  required  by  its  several 
outstanding  bond  issues  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  rehabil- 
itation and  development   in,    on  or  about  the  facilities  provided  by  said 
outstanding  bonds. 

Section  5.      That  $325,  000  of  the  monies  in  the  Auxiliary  Enterprises  Account 
at  Illinois  State  University,    representing  the  proceeds  from  the   sale  of  the 
textbook  inventory  at  Illinois  State  University,    be  held  for  use  and  used  to 
partially  finance  the  construction  of  a  student  recreation  building  at  Illinois 
State  University,    including  all  costs  incident  thereto  of  which  the  balance 
is  to  be  provided  from  other  revenue   sources  including  those  indicated  in 
Section  1  (ii )  and  Section  4(i)  hereof. 

Section  6.      The  funds  authorized  by  this  resolution  to  partially  finance  the 
construction  of  a  Student  Recreation  Building  at  Illinois  State  University, 
including  all  costs  incident  thereto,    shall  be  expended  in  conformity  with 
plans  and  specifications  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Section  7.      That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  filed  with  the  Treasurer  of 
the  State  of  Illinois  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Section  8.      That  this  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect   immediately 
upon  its  passage. 

Adopted  and  approved  this  17th  day  of  June,    1971. 
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Mr.    Smith  moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    for  adoption  of  the  Resolution. 
Roll  was  called  and  the  Resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Safe  Deposit  Box  -   Board  of  Regents 

Because  of  the  change  in  officers  of  the  Board,    Mr.    Mathias  advised  he  had  pre- 
pared a  resolution  authorizing  persons  to  have  access  to  the  safe  deposit  box  at  the 
Illinois  National  Bank  in  Springfield: 

RESOLVED,    that  the  lease  of  safe  deposit  Box  No.    3566  from  the 
Illinois  National  Bank  of  Springfield  be  continued  and  that  the  persons 
having  access  to  said  box  shall  be  J.    Robert  Barr,    Franklin  G.    Matsler 
and  William  J.    Keating  and  that  the  Bank  be  advised  accordingly. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved,    seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    for  adoption  of  the  Resolution. 
The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

ALTERNATE  TO  BOARD  OF  HIGHER  EDUCATION 

Mr.    Barr    said  that  by  virtue  of  his  chairmanship  of  the  Board  of  Regents  he  will 
also  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.     The  statutes  providet 
that  an  alternate  may  be  named  from  the  Regents  to  attend  BHE  meetings.      He  ad- 
vised that  he  was  appointing  Mrs.    Thomas  D.    Masters  at  the  alternate  member  of 
the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 

RECURRING  INSTITUTIONAL  MATTERS 

Northern  Illinois  University  -   President's  Report 

Before  presenting  his  Report,    President  Smith  reviewed  the  status  of  admissions  for 
Fall  1971.      He  also  distributed  copies  of  an  addendum  to  his  Report  to  be  included  in 
the  Personnel  Transactions. 

The  following  items  were  then  submitted  to  the  Board  for  approval: 

1.  Personnel  transactions  for  faculty  and  other  employees.     A  list  of  these  trans- 
actions is  appended  to  the  President's  Report  and  will  be  kept  on  file  at  the 
University  and  in  the  Central  Office.      Included  was  a  request  for  new  positions 
not  previously  budgeted,    but  for  which  funds  are  available,   with  a  simultaneous 
request  for  permission  to  employ. 

2.  Request  to  transfer  funds  in  the  amount  of  $75,  000  from  Equipment  to  Con- 
tractual Services. 

3.  Request  for  authorization  to  increase  the  Athletic  Fee  by  $4.  00  per  semester, 
effective  September  1,    1971. 

Mr.    Barr  said  some  persons,    including  several  Board  members,    have  expressed 
a  growing  concern  about  the  philosophy  of  financing  the  athletic  program  through 
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required  student  fees,    and  more  particularly  the  use  of  required  student  fees  to 
provide  athletic  scholarships  to  students  of  high  athletic  ability.     This  had  been 
the  subject  of  discussion  at  the  last  meeting,    Mr.    Barr  said,    and  there  had  been 
different  positions  taken.     He  thought  it  fair  to  say  that  the  Board  had  not  made  up 
its  mind  on  the  matter,    and  it  would  be  his  suggestion,    in  fact  his  direction,   that 
should  the   Board  approve  the  request  for  the  increase  in  the  fee  such  approval 
not  be  construed  as  any  commitment  for  long  term  support  of  this  philosophy;  and 
further  that  the  new  administration  address  itself  to  a  study  of  the  problem  as 
soon  as  possible  and  certainly  before  the  end  of  the  first  semester. 

Mr.    Smith  commented  that  there  is  a  basic  policy  question   involved,    and  that  he 
would  accept  the  recommendation  on  a  temporary  basis,    but  believed  there  is  a 
need  to  examine  and  evaluate  Board  policy  in  this  regard. 

President  Smith  responded  that  he  thought  it  appropriate  for  the  new  administration 
to  re-examine  and  evaluate  the  matter,    but  he  would  point  out  that  for  the  $14.  00 
fee  the  student  does  receive  admission  to  all  athletic  events  of  the  University, 
whereas  season  tickets  just  for  football  and  basketball  games  would   cost  $42.  00. 
It  is  not,     he  said,    as  if  the  student  receives  nothing  for  the  fee. 

The  Chairman  said  he  realized  this  fact,    but  thought  it  to  be  a  serious  policy 
question  particularly  at  a  time  when  the  universities  have  increased  costs, 
increased  tuition,    and  there  is  a  shortage  of  funds.      He  added  that  he  would  also 
ask  the  new  administration  at  Illinois  State  University  to  undertake  the  same 
review  of  their  policy  with  the  same  deadline;  and  further  that  it  consider  and 
report  to  the  Board    changing  their  method  of  assessing  student  fees  to  that  used 
by  NIU,    breaking  them  down  so  that  the  Board,    the  students  and  other  can  see 
exactly  what  the  assessment   is  for  athletics  and  other  items. 

4.  Dedication  of  Ecological  Park.      (This  item  was  withdrawn  at  the  request  of  the 
President.  ) 

5.  Purchases

expenses  and  insurance  premiums  on  the  real  estate  so  purchased; 

THAT   the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Regents  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  execute  such  instruments  and  to  do  all  things  necessary, 
proper  and  expedient  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  the  Board  of  Regents  as 
expressed  in  this  resolution  and  the  preamble  thereto.

WHEREAS  by  Section  9(F)   of  the  resolution  adopted  May  16,    1966 
by  The  Board  of  Governors  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities  creating  an 
issue  of  $12,  800,  000  Building  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1966  for  Northern 
Illinois  University,    said  Board  did  reserve  unto  itself  the  rights  to   use  for 
any  lawful  purpose  Surplus  Revenues  in  The  Board  of  Governors  of  State 
Colleges  and  Universities  Revenue  Fund  of  1966  for  Northern  Illinois  Uni- 
versity $12,800,  000  Building  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1966  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  "Series  of  1966  Revenue  Fund");  and 

WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Regents  is  by  statute  the  successor  to  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities  with  all  rights, 
powers  and  duties  thereof  incident  to  bonds  issued  for  Northern  Illinois 
University;  and 
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WHEREAS  said  Board  of  Regents  at  its  meeting  on  May  20,    1971 
awarded  contracts  for  construction  of  the  utilities  tunnel  and  new  steam 
and  condensate  line  from  Lincoln  Hall  to  the  west  heating  plant  on  the 
campus  of  Northern  Illinois  University  and  approved  a  budget  for  said 
project  in  the  total  amount  of  $116,  035,    including  the  cost  of  construction 
and  all  other  costs  incident  thereto;  and 

WHEREAS  the  amount  of  Surplus  Revenues  in  the  Series  of  1966 
Revenue  Fund  exceeds  $116,  035;  and 

WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Regents  now  finds  it  necessary  and   desir- 
able to  use  said  Surplus  Revenues  to  pay  the  cost  of  said  project; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents  that: 

1.  The  construction  of  the  utilities  tunnel  and  new  steam  and  condensate 
line  from  Lincoln  Hall  to  the  west  heating  plant  on  the  campus  of 
Northern  Illinois  University  and  all  costs  incident  thereto  in  the 
aggregate  total  amount  of  $116,  035  be  paid  from  Surplus  Revenues 

in  said  Series  of  1966  Revenue  Fund 

2.  A  copy  of  this  resolution  be  filed  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  State 
of  Illinois. 

3.  This  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  immediately  upon 
its  passage.
